2. President’s Message 


To the pastors and delegates in district conventions assembled. 
Grace and peace in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen! 


We are beginning our district conventions during the season of Pentecost. 
This season recalls to us the outpouring of the Holy Spirit. Christ’s promise 
to His disciples that the Comforter should come and the fulfillment of that prom- 
ise is especially remembered during these weeks. To us often, when we see the 
tasks that confront us in the carrying on of the work of the Kingdom in the 
present world, our hearts will become troubled. We feel our lack of strength. 
Yea, often the will and the spirit are weak in seeking to carry out the will and 
Inind of Christ. The results as we can judge seem often so meager and so un- 
satisfying that we are tempted to become discouraged. Yet, it is just in such 
conditions that we must remember the Word: “When I am weak, then I am 
strong.” The Lord knew the need of His church and His disciples for strength 
and help that they could not give themselves. Therefore we rejoice in the 
gift of the Holy Spirit to His Church. We thank God for the Comforter who 
kas come to bring to remembrance for each one of us the words and promises of 
Christ. The Holy Spirit comes in the Name of Jesus, sent by the Father to 
them that love the Lord Jesus. 


The outstanding need of the Church at all times is the renewal of the gift 
of the Holy Spirit. He must Himself kindle in our hearts the fires of love to 
Christ and His Kingdom. He must, teaching us thru the blessed Word, bring 
courage, strength and willingness for every task in the Kingdom. We look to 
God the Holy Spirit for wisdom, guidance and strength in the work of our 
Chureh. He is witnessing and testifying of Christ in our midst. He kindles 
and creates in our hearts and lives the willingness to bear witness and to testify 
in our lives that we too have learned to know the Lord Jesus Christ as our 
Master and Savior. Earnestly and deeply, jointly and individually we must 
beseech the Lord to send us the Holy Spirit to guide and direct us and ever 
lead us on in the work of the Kingdom. 


The assurance of the presence of the Comforter in our midst, resting on the 
promises of the Word, we too can take unto ourselves the promise of Christ 
in this troubled world. ‘Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: 
not as the world gives, give I unto you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid.” 


Brethren, let us go to the tasks appointed before us, knowing that the peace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ is with us. Then with untroubled hearts, resting in 
the promises of God, we will truly seek to serve Christ in the work of our 
districts, in the work of our congregations, and above all, in our own lives. 

May God truly give the grace of His Spirit to you all in full measure!

Briefly I will seek to touch upon different activities and phases of the work 
of our Church. In most cases not because any action is to be taken which is 
reserved to the general convention, but in order that some thought and interest 
may be given also at the district conventions to the efforts in which we are all 
joined together. 
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The Church Council 


The Council of the Church has this year as in the past held its regular 
annual session, lasting one week. The Council gives time to the examination of 
all candidates for the ministry and pastors who seek to enter our Church. It 
has at all times felt its responsibility in regard to matters entrusted to it by the 
Church. It falls to the sad lot of the Council at times to act in the matter of 
discipline in life or teaching for some individual pastor. Last year the Church 
Council after serious investigation suspended a pastor who was formerly a mis- 
sionary, because of disagreement in doctrines with our Confessions. The pas- 
tor in question later severed his connections with our Church by entering into 
the ministry of the Congregational Church. 

The members of the Council deeply regret and deplore when action must be 
taken in such cases but feel the burden of responsibility that those who are 
called to the office of the ministry in our Church must teach and confess the 
truth as we hold it in our Confessions. 


Foreign Missions 


Representatives of the Board will give you a survey of the present situation. 
During the past year and this year, laborers will be sent out, or have gune, to 
all our three fields. This year a number ure going to China. The work in South 
Africa has been strengthened by the sending of missionaries during the past 
year. Men are being returned to Madagascar and the Board is earnestly and 
seriously seeking to carry out the command of God and the wish of His Church 
that the Gospel shall be preached in these places. 

Last year two commissioners were sent by the Board to China. The un- 
certainty of the situation, the adjustment of the work and the arriving at 
definite knowledge as to the condition of the stations, required first-hand in- 
formation by members of the Board. Where such large sums of money are 
involved and a great amount of property entailed, there ought to be from time 
to time, not only sporadically like in this case, but at -proper intervals, inspec- 
tion and visitation of the respective fields by representatives of the Church and 
the Board. This is the practice of all other missionary agencies. It is the cus- 
tomary requirement in our Home Mission work and in all our Church work 
here at home. Such inspection and visitation could not and should not be con- 
strued as a reflection upon the missionaries and their work any more than that 
any pastor here at home either in the Home Mission field or in self-supporting 
congregations looks upon the visitations of the proper officials to his field in 
such a way. By meeting pastors and their congregations in their own fields, en- 
tirely different impressions are given and help, advice, and encouragement that 
become personal can be rendered. We should not deprive our Foreign Mission 
fields of this any more than the Church at home. From the missionaries in 
China a number of letters of appreciation and gratitude for the coming of 
these men have been received. It seems that the coming of this commission has 
put new heart and courage into many of our laborers in that hard-pressed 
country. We owe these men our thanks for undertaking this journey on our 
behalf. It has not been any trip of pleasure but of arduous work and frought 
with danger. They visited every station in our field and were also permitted to 
see a number of the stations of other societies. The information and impres- 
sions of Rev. J. J. Lee and Rev. J. D. Runsvold are proving of great help and 
value in the deliberations of the Board. 

This year one of the most faithful and earnest supporters of the cause of 
Foreign Missions passed away. The Rev. Martin Seterlie died on February 11th, 
this year. For many years he was Mission Secretary, until a little over a year 
ago when he resigned this position and planned on taking up work as an 
emissary and to travel on behalf of the cause. But God willed otherwise. When 
he was about to begin this work he was stricken with an attack of illness that 
finally took him away this year. His heart and life were given to the bringing 
of the Gospel to the heathen. We thank God for his example and his life and 
extend to his wife and family our sympathy with them in their loss. 
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Home Missions 


Throughout the year the Board of Home Missions has been confronted with 
a trying situation. The limiting of the money to be used to 85 percent of the 
appropriation has made necessary the reduction of pastors’ salaries where the 
support was barely sufficient before. It has meant the inability to take up 
work in some fields where promising opportunities were offered. We realize 
that under the present situation it is difficult for the Church or the Board to do 
otherwise. But if there is any cause that should stand out in our Church, it 
certainly is the cause of Home Missions. Aggressive, solid and continuous Home 
Mission development means the building up of the Kingdom of God here at home 
so that our Church will be in a position to carry on its work in Education, 
Charities and Foreign Missions. These three activities have their root in the 
work of Home Missions. A Church with a strong home missionary program, 
extending its lines and building new congregations and gathering unchurched 
groups, will become a church: strong in the other activities of the Kingdom. Be- 
cause of interest in Foreign Missions, Charities and Education, I urge that 
we bend every effort to gather the funds needed for our Home Mission work 
this year. Let the funds come in early so that those in charge of this work 
may know whether they can keep the present work going or if some of it will 
have to be discontinued. Let us brethren, in God’s Name go forward in this 
task. Let prayer be made to the Lord of the Harvest that laborers may go 
out and let us pray that He will fillus with the zeal and interest to become 
the means in His hands of sending out and supporting these laborers. 

Next year approximately fifty young men will stand before the Church and 
say: Here am I, send me. Shall we send them brethren in God’s Name, or 
shall we tell them that we have no place for them? The answer will depend 
upon the support that our congregations this year will make to the appeal for 
funds in this work. God has blessed our Home Mission work in the past. 
Many are in our Church today because of the continued Home Mission activity 
earried on by our fathers. May we continue as they have begun and may God 
give us the grace and strength to do this great task. 


Charities 


The work of caring for the aged and the children and suffering has been 
entrusted to us by our Lord. Our synod has also tried to be faithful to His 
command and wish. This work implies the caring for those who are unfortunate 
in this world. The little ones who have lost father and mother, the aged who 
have no one to turn to for their support, the sick and the suffering who are in 
need of tender care for body and soul. Truly an appealing work, and work 
about which Christ said: When ye have done it for the least of these, ye have 
done it for me. 

This work represents possibly the most unselfish work that the Church can do. 
It gives an opportunity to enter into the mind of Christ and to be moved with 
compassion for human suffering, bodily need, and spiritual want. Let us thank 
God for those who are laid at our door. In a world that is self-seeking, seif- 
centered and often hard and indifferent to the unfortunate, may God give us the 
grace to let our light shine in this work and glorify our Heavenly Father. 

One institution that deserves special mention at this time is our Daconess 
institution in Chicago. An active campaign has been carried on these last 
weeks to raise the necessary funds for the building of a Home for the training 
of women as church workers. Last year thru the efforts of Mrs. Ylvisaker, 
approximately &30,000 has been paid in cash. Dr. Henderson renewed his offer 
of 25,000 and the staff of doctors at the Deaconess Hospital subscribed $50,000, 
making a total of $105,000. In Chicago in our congregations and among the 
friends of this cause at this time there has been subscribed $60,000; in all 
$135,000 to date. With this start they come asking the adjoining districts and 
territory to assist them in securing the balance. This ought to be assured with 
such a beginning. There is a growing need for consecrated and trained workers 
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in our local congregations as well as in the different fields of general activity 
in the Church. With the local support given this project we have an opportunity 
to establish this work which may not come to us again. Let us aid this work 
willingly and cheerfully and the fruits of this work will bring us joy and 
gladness. 


Christian Education 
The work carried on both by the Board of Elementary Christian Education 
and the Board of Education having in charge the schools of the Church, needs 
your constant prayer and support. The demands made upon our schools in 
order to keep them up to the standard that will attract our young people to 
them, places a heavy burden not only on the men charged with the carrying 
out of this program, but also the Church at large. 


The attendance at the different institutions has been about the same as the 
previous year. Some have an increased attendance; others a little less. 
Two schools occupying a difficult position are the schools at Spokane and at 


Parkland. They are both in mission territory and for this reason it is difficult 
to get the necessary support both in students and in money. Pacific Lutheran 
College has this year had a very satisfactory attendance in full-year students. 
Dr. O. A. Tingelstad was installed last fall as President and has entered into 
the work with great energy and ability. The endowment campaign in which 
$300,000 was pledged makes it very difficult to secure the support needed until 
this fund is all collected and invested. At a meeting with the University 
authorities they were informed that full accreditation as a junior college would 
depend on having an income of $40,000 in sight. Of this Dr. Tingelstad informs 
me that $20,000 would approximately come from the students, and about $4,000 
from a group of friends who have pledged an annual sum to the support of the 
college. Their present appropriation from the Church is $5,000. This makes 
a needed $11,000 for this year yet to be secured. There are no funds available 
at the disposal of the Board of Education and yet this institution should be 
given an opportunity to become accredited as a Junior College and be helped 
until their endowment fund brings in its returns. This endowment fund will 
bring in the necessary additional help when it has been collected and invested. 
It will mean everything for our work on the Pacific Coast, our Home Mission 
interests and the strengthening of our people in that field, that Pacific Lutheran 
College functions as a standard Junior College. It ought to be possible for 
congregations in the Middlewest to give an opportunity for men to present the 
eause of Pacific Lutheran College and secure some immediate help to support 
this work. We have a splendid beginning at this place and it must not be 
permitted to fail at this time. Will the district meetings urge upon congre- 
gations who are in a position to do so, to invite Dr. Tingelstad or other repre- 
sentatives of the College to visit them during the summer months and present 
this worthy cause? They only ask for voluntary gifts from those whose sym- 
pathy is assured. They must have immediate help from friends of our Church 
in the Middlewest if the fine beginning now made shall not be sacrificed. The 
pledges made during the recent endowment campaign for this institution in 
proportion to the numbers in our congregations, represent about five times the 
amount in the late St. Olaf and Luther campaign. Our people on the Coast 
have certainly shown an interest and a loyalty to this institution that is worthy 
of being encouraged and supported. 

The cause of Spokane College is especially laid upon the heart of the Rocky 
Mountain District. No campaign for endowments has been carried on in this 
district. I know that the congregations are scattered and have many problems, 
but Spokane College needs your careful thought and attention. It is not only 
a question of securing funds but also a more generous support in student at- 
tendance. The Church at large has sought to give Spokane College every pos- 
sible encouragement within its means. The present appropriation, together with 
the support received from the Ohio Synod amounts to $11,000 a year. Of this 
amount the $5,000 from the Ohio Synod is all that is available for 1929-30. 
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Serious consideration to the raising of additional funds needed must be given 
by the district at its convention this year. 

It may not be amiss to mention that Clifton College this year is enjoying 
a splendid year. A fine attendance and good support has been given by the 
neighboring congregations. The small group of four or five parishes by an 
intensive campaign reduced the debt on the institution to approximately $5,000. 
This is in addition to the funds canvassed among them for the erection of their 
new building. They have the largest Freshman class in the Junior College in 
their history. Clifton College is commended to the prayers and interest of our 
people as an institution that is truly serving our Church in that far-off field. 

Augustana College at Sioux Falls, South Dakota, after an interim of a year 
has been fortunate in securing the Rev. Dr. O. J. H. Preus, President of the 
Wastern District, as President of the institution. He comes to this work well 
fitted by ripe experience in the Church and a fine scholastic training, and while 
we deeply regret his laying down of the office as President of the Eastern Dis- 
trict where he has rendered, by the grace of God, such exceptional service in the 
short time that he carried on the work, we wish him God’s blessing and support 
in the important position to which he has now been called. 

The work carried on in our schools is fundamental in the building up of 
the Church. Our people are deeply concerned that the training of the youth in 
these institutions shall at all times be true to the faith of the fathers as con- 
fessed and believed in our Church. We note with regrete that institutions 
founded by other denominations and maintained for years have in time departed 
from the standards confessed by the founders of these schools. We are at all 
times concerned that teaching both in school and in pulpit shall carry with it 
the conviction of implicit faith in God’s Holy Word and acceptance of the truths 
confessed in the confessional standards of our Church. Pastors and teachers 
should use the greatest care in their preaching and teaching, that the faith of 
their hearers and the conviction of the truth of God’s Word might be strength- 
ened from time to time. Care should be taken in our presentation so that in- 
ferences and conclusions might not be drawn which would weakene the faith 
of anyone. In case statements or opinions might be uttered which would seem 
doubtful as to their consistency with Christian truth, we will seek in a Christian 
way to learn the actual intent and facts and to aid each other in holding fast 
to the precious truths confessed by the Church. 

During the past year there has been some writing and discussions about ex- 
pressions used at a meeting held at St. Olaf College. I may say that the Board 
of Education, as well as the Church Council, have at all times felt their serious 
responsibility in maintaining at all our educational institutions the Confession 
of our Church. 


As regards the general content of this address, as well as the personal con- 
viction of the speaker regarding the questions involved, I have placed in the 
hands of each District President a copy of two letters which have come to me. 
These letters were not originally intended for publication but at my request have 
been placed at my disposal with the permission of the writer. I take the liberty 
of quoting two short extracts from them, the one from a pastor writing about 
a personal conversation with the teacher concerned, in which he makes the 
following statement: 

“T believe I know what is the teaching of the Lutheran Church. I have 
been and am a member of the Lutheran Church. Did I not agree with what is 
taught in this Church I would be a hypocrite by remaining in it. Were the day 
to come that I did not agree to what is taught in the Lutheran Church, I hope 
I shall be man enough to step out of it.” The Virgin Birth, the Divinity of 
Christ, the Doctrine of the Atonement, are all included in the above statements 
of our good friend. 

In a personal letter from the teacher who made this address, written to a 
former student, the writer gives a detailed explanation of his situation. From 
his letter I' quote these words: 


“T look to Jesus, true God, true man, as my personal Savior and find in His

Word the guidance for my life. I have no deeper desire than to be guided by 
the Holy Spirit. When I join with other members of my congregation in the 
various acts of worship, I do so with complete sincerity.” 

The above is a statement, together with a more detailed explanation, con- 
tained in the letter of the writer’s faith and attitude in this matter. 

I havee mentioned this at length and with some hesitancy, but my rason for 
including it in this message is that this matter has become public both thru 
the press as well as otherwise, and that these facts which I have in my posses- 
sion might be made known to you. I know from my experience as a teacher 
that many difliculties beset the teachers of today in seeking to guide and lead 
the youth that we send them.from our high schools and our homes. But my 
impression of the men and women working in the colleges of our Church, is 
that they are sincerely trying to carry on this work in the spirit of our Church. 
Where there may be any doubt or questions in this matter, let us by the grace 
of God’s Spirit seek earnestly to help each other to a full understanding of the 
truth and the faith. Brethren, let us especially pray that God’s Spirit will 
direct and guide those who are entrusted with the teaching of our youth, that 
they may be given both wisdom and understanding to lead our youth to Jesus 
Christ who is the truth and the life and the way. 


National Lutheran Council 


This year the National Lutheran Council could look back upon ten years 
of activity in World Relief and support of needy Foreign Mission Societies. By 
the cooperating synods a great work of mercy and help has been carried on 
these years. Foreign Mission fields have heen kept for the Lutheran Church that 
would have been lost. The morale and the spirit of the churches in Europe, 
broken down by the War and its succeeding results. have been strengthened 
and built up. In every case the means and efforts have been used to strengthen 
Tutheran confessional convictions. The total amount of the value of the help 
given during these years amounts to $4,067,952, of which $682,000 were for 
foreign mission relief. These dollars have been the means of lifting burdens, 
the wiping away of tears, the lifting up and strengthening of dying hopes and 
reviving of courage which cannot be measured in financial terms. We thank 
God for the opportunity that He gave us to serve thru the National Lutheran 
Council. It is a human agency and being human it has made mistakes and 
has its shortcomings. But by God’s grace and His Spirit it has opened for us 
the doors of opportunity to make a contribution to the strengthening of His 
Church which otherwise would not have been ours. But the task is not finished. 
In far-off Russia men are being persecuted and are suffering for holding to the 
faith that is dear to all of us. It cannot be that we are so far away and so little 
interested that we will forget them now. It means something to be a confessing 
Lutheran in Russia. It means deprivation, scorn, hostility and opposition such 
as we have never known. Here are millions not only without the Word of 
God but who thru propaganda are sinking into hostility to His anointed Son. 
That little group of Lutheran confessors stands as a witness in that mighty 
land. The struggling Seminary is sending out men to suffer and to confess. 
These last years our Synod has given very little support to this work. Others 
have tried to carry on. Will you not, dear brethren, at this time speak words 
of encouragement and of exhortation to our congregations, urging them in the 
midst of all their other work for the Kingdom not to forget the ery of their 
brethren in Russia. At present under the guidance of Rev. O. C. Mees of Canton, 
Ohio, an organized effort is being put forth to raise the minimum required to 
carry on for the coming year. An offering or a collection preceded by a sympa- 
thetic, earnest and convincing exhortation by our pastors I think will bring 
the needed results. May God fill us with love for all His work. 
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“The Lutheran World Convention 


Pursuant to resolution adopted at our general convention in Minneapolis last 
year the following official delegates have signified their willingness and intention 
to be present at Copenhagen for this meeting: Rev. J. A. O. Stub, Prof. G. M. 
Bruce, Rey. C. S. B. Hoel, Pres. L. W. Boe, and myself. The conference will 
give an opportunity to testify of the convictions that we hold in faithfulness 
to confessions and Scripture. It is not an attempt to organize a world organiza- 
tion but an opportunity for men to testify to each other and to the world of the 
truth as we hold it. We would as a Church, prizing the truth that we have re- 
ceived, be unfaithful if we did not make use of this opportunity to further the 
cause of confessiona] Lutheranism. It is a free conference and does not bind 
the conscience nor the principles of any synod involved. Brethren, pray for 
this conference that God’s Spirit may truly guide and direct all who take part 
so that the outcome of it may be to the glory of God and His revealed truth. 
On account of this meeting it will not be possible for me this year to attend 
the District Meetings, however much I desire the inspiration and the help that 
comes from contact with the brethren in such meetings. 


Anniversaries 


The year 1929 marks the 400th anniversary of two important events in the 
history of the Church. In 1529 the Diet at Spires took place. Here men of 
courage and faith in God laid down the fundamental principle that men should 
be free to worship God according to the dictates of their own conscience. It 
is the beginning of modern religious liberty. To the principles annunciated at 
the Diet at Spires we can trace back the freedom to worship God that we have 
in this country and the recognition of a separation of Church and State. We 
have reason to thank God for the courage, for the understanding and for the 
trust in God that these men showed when they faced the Council of the Empire 
on that day. The word Protestant means something entirely different than the 
impression given today. Their protest involved not only the rights of the 
evangelicals, but even the rights of the Roman Catholics to worship God in 
their own way, so that neither State nor Prince should bind the conscience of 
any man in his relation to God. These men and this event should not be for- 
gotten in our land and by our Church. 

Already the 400th anniversary of Luther’s Catechism is being stressed in 
our churches. What the Catechism has meant to our people during these many 
years, eternity alone can reveal. It is truly the Little Bible, giving the way 
of salvation so plainly and so scripturally that he who runs may read. It has 
been a tower of strength down thru these many generations. It well be- 
nooves us by the grace of God to see that the understanding of it and the use 
of it shall not diminish and disappear among us. Little will it help to hold 
anniversary celebrations and speak words of fulsome praise if our lives and 
our actions give no evidence of this appreciation. In many quarters newer ideas 
in pedagogy and even in Christian Education are minimizing the value of learn- 
ing and committing to memory doctrinal statements. May the day never come 
when our Sunday Schools and Catechetical classes shall not learn Luther’s Small 
Catechism by heart. Even if all of it is not understood by the child at the time, 
God’s Spirit and experience later in life will illuminate the truths in the Cate- 
chism. If they are stored in the heart and the mind thus will become a guide 
for life and the light for life’s pathway. The strength of our Church in the 
past was the rich deposit of definite Christian knowledge of the Catechism and 
hymns, as well as Bible Story, which would never be forgotten by those who 
have learned it. In the story of the prodigal son there is one striking state- 
ment. It says that he remembered. One cannot remember unless there are 
certain facts that can be called to mind. For those who have the knowledge 
of this little book, as well as knowledge of our hymns and other truths impressed 
in the instruction, there will be contacts in the mind for God’s Holy Spirit 
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by His grace to strike fire in His mysterious way. Let there be the proper 
festival celebrations and appreciations of the Catechism held in districts, cir- 
cuits and congregations. But above all let us unitedly resolve by the grace of 
God, as pastors and parents, to use every effort and energy that no child who has 
been baptized into the communion of Christ shall grow up in our Church without 
knowing at léast the five parts of Luther’s Small Catechism. It is not asking 
too much; it is a very minimum of Christian knowledge and with that as a basis, 
as far as time and opportunity will permit, to put as much more into the in- 
struction as wisdom and love will give us opportunity. We thank God for the 
gift of Luther’s Catechism. May its truths which are the very truths of the 
- Word of God be transmitted from generation to generation. 

A peculiarly fitting contribution to the celebration of the Catechism anniver- 
sary is the publication by our committee on Book Mission of a tract copy of 
Luther’s Catechism in English. They have published a large number of these 
for free distribution and the members of our Church should make use of this 
edition for distribution among those who are unfamiliar with the truths of our 
Church. 

Let us not forget also to remember the Book Mission with our gifts because 
its work is carried on without any income from the publication of these tracts 
and booklets. 

May I be permitted to also urge on our districts and congregations a prepara- 
tion for the remembrance of the 400th anniversary of the Augsburg Confession. 
The Augsburg Confession is the distinguishing mark of our Lutheran Church. 
It gives clearly our position as over against the Roman Catholic communion and 
also emphasizes the doctrines which separate us from the Reformed Church. 
It sounds the true and the full note of the Gospel as it is found in God’s Word. 
Theologians outside of the Lutheran Church have given this Confession great 
credit. If there is ever to be a uniting of the churches in Christendom, such 
union must be founded upon the truths confessed in this Confession. Let us 
not neglect the opportunity here given us in this anniversary to make plain 
what our Church stands for and also to acquaint our own people with the great 
deposit of truth that we have in this noble Confession. 

Last year our convention recommended that in our churches we should con- 
tribute toward a memorial gift for the Cathedral at Trondhjem. This gift 
possibly to take the form of an altar that should stand there as a testimony 
of our gratitude and appreciation for the faith that we received thru our 
fathers from Norway. To me it seems indeed a fitting opportunity and a fitting 
memorial. It will require only a small contribution from every one of our 
congregations to make this gift possible. This gift will be there after we are 
gone. It will bring to mind the gift of God that our pioneer fathers took with 
them and which has made us what we are in this land. I urge upon the 
respective districts to take some steps to make possible the bringing home 
to the respective congregations the propriety and the opportunity of joining 
in this effort. 

This year marks the 100th anniversary of the birth of the Rev. P. A. Rasmus- 
sen who labored for a lifetime at Lisbon, Illinois, and who by his personality 
and his untiring efforts contributed largely to the development of our Church. 
He was at all times the champion of the cause of Foreign Missions but in addi- 
tion to this he was a man who longed, labored and prayed for the peace of Jeru- 
salem. His prayers and his efforts together with the many others have un- 
doubtedly aided in bringing about the peace, harmony and union that we now 
have among us. While we think of the present and our work, let us honor 
the men who have laid the foundations and thru them, honor the God that 
gave them the heart and the spirit for the work. 


The United States Church Census of 1926 


From a rather comprehensive survey dealing with the statistics of the Lu- 
theran Synods of America, the following figures as regards our own synod are 
presented : 

In 1916 when the last previous census was taken, the total membership in 
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the three bodies which united in 1917 was 318,650. In 1926 when this census 
was taken, the membership was 496,707, an increase over the preceding ten 
years of 178,000. The total value of church edifices is given at $24,822,000. The 
debt on this property is $2,300,000. The value of parsonages $4,600,000, and 
their indebtedness $350,000. So that in 1926 the amount of property owned by 
the congregations in The Norwegian Lutheran Church, after the indebtedness 
is subtracted, amounts to nearly $26,000,000. To this must then be added the 
value of the property held by our Church Body in schools, publishing houses, 
hospitals and other institutions, together with endowment funds, of a total 
value of property and funds to the amount of $9,000,000. 

In addition to these sums we can add the property and funds held in trust 
by subsidiary corporations and institutions in the Church. Taking all of these 
items we have more than $40,000,000 in property and funds set aside for the 
direct work of the Church. The annual money contributed in our congregations 
in 1926 was reported for local purposes to be $4,000,000 and for benevolences and 
missionary contributions of all kinds $1,700,000, making a total for the year 
1926 of $5,700,000. 

In 1906 when the religious census was gathered, we find that the three unit- 
ing synods showed a membership of 326,000; in 1916, 318,000, or a decrease in 
this decennium of 8,000 souls. In this decade there were no quota restrictions 
and yet during this time these three Churches decreased in number, while dur- 
ing the ten years immediately following the union there was an increase in 
membership of 178,000. We can draw our own conclusions from the impetus and 
encouragement that this uniting of our three Synods has given for our Church 
membership and work. 

Truly these figures are impressive. There comes sometimes a feeling that 
our Church is standing still or going back. Especially during these times of 
financial depression a feeling of discouragement is sometimes evident. I realize 
that mere figures are not necessarily a measure of the Church, yet they are 
fruits that give evidence that there is Christian activity among us. We could 
not have attained this growth nor increase in financial strength except God 
had added His blessing. We thank God that He has given this increase in our 
work in a material way. It should give us heart and courage for the future. 
The Lord has placed means in our hands for the carrying on of His Kingdom 
and if we trust Him and consecrate our wills and lives to Him, He will add 
His blessing for ths days to come. It should be our prayer and our purpose by 
His grace, that the means which we have in our hands and which we hold in 
trust for Him, be consecrated wholly and truly to one purpose, namely that 
men may know the Lord Jesus Christ as their personal Savior, and knowing Him 
whom to know is life eternal, may be filled with the desire and will to bring this 
message to others. 


The Lutheran Brotherhood 


A number of our men’s societies are asking from time to time the possibility 
of the organization of some larger unit of their activities. In accordance with 
the resolution of the Church at conventions, the Church Council has acted on 
this matter and recommends to the districts and the societies interested that 
they are at liberty to organize district federations of men’s clubs in our synod. 
It would be proper that districts would appoint committees to initiate and to 
carry on this work so that the work of organization may he effectively carried 
out. 


The Women’s Missionary Federation, The Young People’s Luther League, The 
Choral Union and the Norwegian Young People’s Society 


These organizations have carried on their work during the past year accord- 
ing to their programs and have earnestly and faithfully endeavored to aid the 
work of the Church thru their agencies. We extend to all of them our appre- 
ciation and gratitude for their faithful and loyal support. May God give them 
much blessing and joy in the work of their respective fields. 
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Change of Name 


When the vote was taken on the resolution to change the name of the Church 
at the last General Convention, the President ruled that the motion to change 
the name was not carried. This ruling was based on the fact that The Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church is a corporation organized under the statutes and 
laws of Minnesota. These statutes seemed to require a majority of the members 
of a corporation voting for a change in the Articles of Incorporation. In the 
case of our organization, the members of the corporation would be the pastors 
and delegates having a right to vote who are registered with the Credential 
Committee up to the time when such a vote is taken. This ruling of the Chair 
was appealed from and the assembly refused to sustain the decision of the 
President and declared that the preliminary motion for change of name was 
carried. 

I requested the counsel for our Church to investigate this matter and I have 
received an opinion from him, in which he states that he has also conferred 
with the office of the Attorney General of the State of Minnesota. While the 
office of the Attorney General cannot render a formal opinion in such matters, 
it is evident to our attorney that his views coincide with the conclusions that 
our counsel has reached, that it will require a majority of all the registered 
delegates and pastors to carry such a resolution. 

In view of the above facts it is self-evident that the motion for change of 
name has not been legally carried and for this reason there is no resolution at 
present before our Church in the matter of change of name. 

As the members of our Church are gathered in their respective district con- 
ventions, may we ever be mindful of the gratitude and thanks that we owe to 
God for having called us into this wonderful work of being co-laborers with Him 
in His Kingdom. May all our deliberations and all our resolutions seek ever to 
know the will of God and His purpose with our work. May God richly bless 
pastors and members of our congregations that we may more and more show 
forth the fruits of His grace who has called us from darkness into His marvel- 
ous light. Amen!

3. General Secretary’s Report 


Greetings to the 1929 District Conventions: 

The first District Conventions under the biennum system were held in 1927. 
The method of reporting to the District Conventions adopted that year is fol- 
lewed also this year. ‘The form of report published this year is that of the 
1927 annual report. 


Statistics 


As it is three years since complete statistics were published, this years report 
will contain complete statistics for the whole church. There will be two sta- 
tistical summaries, viz: one for districts by states as in former reports and one 
for circuits by county totals. 


Parish Records 


At the request of the District Presidents the general secretary worked out 
forms for Parish Records. These forms were examined by a committee and on 
the recommendation of the committee adopted by the chureh council at its March 
meeting. The name given to the records is: “Lents Parish Records.” This 
system of loose-leaf record is now being prepared for distribution by the Augs- 
burg Publishing House. In connection with these records the general secretary 
and the Augsburg Publishing House submit as supplements to the Lents Parish 
Records a system of charts and card-membership indexes which will be of 
great help to the pastor in carrying on the work in the congregation. 


Registration Fee 


The question of registration fee was placed before the general convention 
in 1926. See addenda to general secretary’s report, page 99. The proposition 
was again placed before the convention by the Budget Bureau in 1928, resulting 
in the following resolution: ‘Be it resolved that the Church concurs in this 
suggestion and that a registration fee of $1.00 be charged each member of the 
convention and this fee shall entitle said members to a convention hymn-book, 
preliminary report and an annual report when printed after the convention. 
(1928 report, page 332). 

On the strenght of this resolution the officers are asking every member to 
pay one dollar as registration fee. In return for the dollar the member will 
receive a copy of the convention hymnbook, a copy of reports to the conventions, 
and badges at those district meetings where the district officials have provided 
them. The dollar paid for registration entitles the member to a copy of the 
annual report which will be sent from the Augsburg Publishing House, Post- 
paid, free of charge as soon as the report is ready for distribution. Should any 
member wish a cloth bound copy he must pay $1.50. Extra copies of the con- 
vention hymnbooks may be obtained from the credential committee for 15 cents.

EASTERN DISTRICT 
1. President’s Report 


“Now our Lord, Jesus Christ bimself, and God our Father who loved us and 
gave us eternal comfort and good hope through grace, comfort your hearts and 
establish them in every good work and word.” 2 Thess. 2:16, 17. 


All that we are, all that we have and all that we do in our beloved Church 
is a result of God’s love in Jesus Christ and of His work for us and in us. 

It is wonderful to contemplate that God so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son that whosoever believeth on Him shall not perish but have 
everlasting life. It is wonderful when we stop to think of our sinfulness and un- 
cleanness. It is not this alone that some of us have now and then transgressed 
His law in word or deed, but it is this that our very natures, our thoughts and 
desires are impure, sinful and unclean in His sight. It is wonderful when we 
think of His holiness and purity and that sin is a loathsome and abhorrent thing 
to Him, that nothing impure can ever touch Him or come to Him; wonderful, 
indeed, that God, so holy and pure, has loved us mortals, so unclean—yea, dead 
in trespasses and sins. 

It is wonderful to contemplate that God has given expression to His love by 
sending His only begotten Son into the world. That Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, has been willing not only to become flesh but to take upon Himself the form 
of a servant, becoming obedient under the law and suffering the ignominious 
death upon the cross, is the mystery of mysteries, and yet, through this ‘very act, 
He has given us eternal comfort. Herein we find the comfort that there is for- 
giveness of sins for every sinner; that though we have broken the law of God 
and though we are unclean, yet there is, in Christ Jesus, complete fulfillment 
of the law in our behalf and a complete propitiation for our sins and not for 
ours only but for the sins of the whole world, that in Him the way is open for 
the sinner to approach God. In Him there is good hope, through grace, of life 
eternal. 

The Lord wants us to comfort our hearts with this. He would have every 
sinner find this comfort, and calls, through the gospel, “Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and He that hath no money; come ye, buy and 
eat, yea, come, buy wine and milk without money and without price.” O, that 
all the world would hear this message, give heed to the invitation and come in 
true repentance and accept the grace of God and find comfort in life and in 
death. 

There is nothing which I could mention at this time for which our Church 
and each member thereof has greater reason to be thankful for than this that 
our Lord, Jesus Christ, Himself, and God our Father, loved us and gave us 
eternal comfort and good hope through grace. 

And now the question comes to us who have been so richly blessed with the 
waters of the pure gospel which He has handed down to us from generation 
to generation in our beloved Lutheran Church, what are the obligations resting 
upon us as the children of God and the children of the Reformation who have 
received this inheritance, the doctrine of justification by faith through the in- 
spired Word of God. Is it this alone that we should comfort our own hearts 
with this blessed truth, that we are justified by faith without the deeds of the 
law, that we have the true Word of God, the Bible? Surely, there is an obliga- 
tion resting upon us to make the right use of these comforting truths for our- 
selves and to derive the comfort that they are intended to give, but woe be to 
us if we selfishly desire to enjoy these gifts and are not concerned for the 
thousands, aye, the millions in the world who know not the grace of God in 
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Jesus Christ, who have no knowledge of eternal life through Him, who have no 
comfort and no hope. 

God would have our hearts not only be comforted through the truth, but 
He also desires that they should be established in every good work and word. 
In our daily life, in our every activity, we as Christians should let our light so 
shine before men that they may see our good works and glorify our Father who 
is in heaven. But we are reminded at this time more particularly of the oppor- 
tunities which He has opened to us through the Church to establish our hearts 
in every good work and word. He has given us our congregations with the 
office of the ministry, with the Word and the Sacraments in their purity, 
with the privileges of divine services and Christian fellowship, but He has also 
bound us together in a large, powerful church body where over three thousand 
congregations are united in a common effort to do His work among men. 

We are familiar with the various branches of this work in our Church. 
While there is this ultimate object in all of our church work to bring souls 
to the Lord that His name may be glorified here on earth and in eternity 
forever, we have, nevertheless, found it practical to designate special branches 
of the work, education, home missions, foreign missions, charity, church ex- 
tension, pensions, ete. ‘Through these branches rich opportunities have been 
offered to us to work to establish our youth in the truth and to make them fit 
instruments to take up the work actively in the ministry and in other positions 
of leadership in the Church when the present generation is gone. Here we 
find an opportunity to assist. in the building up of our Church here at home and 
abroad by establishing new congregations, thus strengthening the Church for 
the great work that is constantly before it. Here we find an opportunity to 
take the part of the Good Samaritan, in the various fields of mercy. 

But after we consider the practical side of this work, its interesting features, 
its possibilities, the obstacles that are met with and the successes that are 
won, it is well for us to note that the Apostle in his prayer for his congregation 
at Thessalonika prays that the Lord will comfort their hearts and establish 
them in every good work and word. According to these words, our concern 
ought not to be simply to see to that we are engaged in the work given us to do 
in the various fields of activity in the Church, but that our hearts be estab- 
lished in every good work and word. This clearly means that this work must 
be a concern not simply regarding outward growth and success but that it 
must be a real concern of our hearts. With a Christian it ought not to be a 
question of compulsion or a question of the necessity in order to provide in 
an outward way for the growth and extension and support of the Church, but 
all of this ought to be a concern of his heart, a matter of his love for the 
Savior and for those whom the Savior has redeemed and bought with a price. 

It has become very evident to me, as I look upon our Church at work in 
the Eastern District through pastors and congregations, that the one point 
where self-examination is constantly needed is this, Whether our hearts are 
established in every good work and word. 

If I am to put my finger at this time upon any point of weakness in our 
Church, and, more particularly, in our District, that finger will be laid upon 
our hearts and the question which Jesus put to Peter repeated “Simon Bar- 
Jonah, lovest thou me?” 

If I were to put my finger on anything of importance to the future of our 
district and of our whole Church, I would again point to the heart and say 
that the most important question is if we have given our hearts wholly to the 
Savior, whether our hearts are wholly in our work and word, whether we can 
lift our eyes up as the disciples did after the vision on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, and see Jesus only. 

Permit me to illustrate: If a congregation needs a new church, what is the 
most essential thing? Is it to find some wealthy man to pay the bills, is it to 
find the most pleasing form of architecture? It seems to me the question will 
be, Is there concern in the hearts of the people for this, do they love their 
church to such an extent that it has become a desire of their hearts to have 
a new church? The means are, as a rule, there; God has provided that for 
them as the fruits of faithful toil, but there must be the will to give, and that 
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flows from the heart. Do we need ministers or missionaries in the home or 
the foreign field? Again there is a question whether there is sufficient love in 
the hearts of our young men to come forward and give themselves to years 
of preparation and give their own life and strength to this work. Do we need 
charitable institutions, a pension fund, a church extension fund? Again it 
becomes a question not of means or ability, but a question of the heart. Have 
we the heart, the love for the work of the Lord and the will which flows from 
such love, to carry on the work as the Lord opens the opportunities before us? 

My prayer for the Eastern District is, therefore, the prayer of the Apostle 
in behalf of his beloved congregation at Thessalonika, “Now our Lord, Jesus 
Christ himself, and God our Father who loved us and gave us eternal comfort 
and good hope through grace, comfort your hearts and establish them in every 
good work and word.” Amen. 


Home Missions 


As Home Mission. superintendent, I wish to express my sincere regret that 
the work in the Home Mission field has not been extended as it might have 
been if our means had been a little more adequate. The Home Mission com- 
mittee had planned its work on the basis of an appropriation of $38,000 for the 
Eastern District. The request of the Home Mission Board has come to us 
through the executive secretary that we must endeavor to reduce our budget 
to something like $21,000. No one needs a very vivid imagination to visualize 
to some extent at least what this means in the Home Mission field. We have 
not been able, for instance during the last year, to have any one active as field 
missionary either in New York or in Chicago. In these two cities we have 
thousands upon thousands of unchurched Lutherans, a field which is in a special 
sense, ripe to the harvest, a field where self-supporting congregations, according 
to our experience, can be established in the course of three to five years, a field 
where, had we the men and a sufficient amount of money in our Church. Ex- 
tension fund to help the newly organized congregations to build suitable chapels 
or churches, we could extend our borders and establish our Church at a much 
more rapid pace than we are able to do at the present time. It is, indeed, 
deplorable that we at times have to sit and watch the reformed churches sweep 
in our Lutherans and build up reformed churches out of the unchurched Lu- 
therans of our country. 

Aside from those who are Lutherans there are large fields of unchurched 
people who have never been touched by the Lutheran Church but who seem 
to be in a similar position to the Athenians of old, building altars to an unknown 
god and perhaps secretly longing for someone who can and will preach to them 
a gospel that comes from the living God and offers to them a real and a living 
Savior. 

While we thank God that the Lutheran Church is the largest Protestant 
ehureh in the world and that it has perhaps enjoyed the most phenomenal 
growth of any Protestant church, let us not be satisfied with our work but 
eager to improve it, both qualitatively and quantitatively, that as many as 
possible may be brought to faith in Christ because our hearts have been estab- 
lished in every good work and word. 

It is with considerable satisfaction that we may learn that some of our 
Home Mission congregations have become self-supporting. We may mention the 
First Lutheran of St. Albans, Pastor Charles Crouch, and Our Savior’s 
Church of Kankakee, Rev. R. E. Anderson. Material reductions have been 
made in the appropriations to practically all of the congregations that have been 
receiving aid from the Home Mission. On the Atlantic coast some important 
changes have taken place. Pastor Grefthen, who has been doing Home Mission 
work in Providence a number of years, has accepted a call to Portland, Maine. 
and Pastor Ringoen, of Worcester, is temporarily serving the congregation at 
Providence, together with his congregation at Worcester. The congregations at 
Hempstead Gardens and South Hempstead are now being served by their own 
regular pastor, the Reverend J. A. Valtinson. The Reverend Johansen is giving 
his whole time to the mission work at Green Point and Flatbush, where there 
is promise of a rapid growth of our Church. Pastor S. R. Christenson has 
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been working in a new field, Newark and South Orange, New Jersey, and ex- 
pects to have his little chapel dedicated in a few weeks. The congregations at 
New Era and at Holton have been without a permanent pastor since the 
Reverend I. Torkelson accepted another charge, but are now being served by 
Reverend C. M. Paulson, formerly of Hayward, Wisconsin. ‘The Central Lu- 
theran Church, of Gary, Indiana, Reverend A. M. Rusten, pastor, have dedi- 
cated a new chapel. In the Chicago area the Nazareth congregation, Rev. Omar 
Brenne, pastor, has also dedicated a new parish house which will serve as 
chapel and parsonage. The Parkside Lutheran Church, Reverend K. G. Nilsen, 
pastor, is about to dedicate a large church basement as the first unit of its 
future church. Faith Lutheran Church, Reverend R. A. Turnquist, pastor, has 
bought a lot and is planning to build a chapel in the very near future.. The 
Edison Park Lutheran Church, Reverend Roy Harrisville, pastor, has made 
plans for a beautiful new church edifice. The Medill Avenue Mission has, for 
a few months, had its own pastor, the Reverend H. F. Ellingson. The Central 
Lutheran Church, Reverend E. L. Johnson, pastor, expects to be self-supporting 
in a very short time. The DeKalb congregation has declared its intention of 
being independent in order to carry on more intensive Home Mission work, 
and will, with the aid of the Home Mission, call its own pastor. The Hope 
Lutheran Church, of West Allis, one of our real young missions, Rev. Einar R. 
Larson, pastor, has already outgrown its church dedicated a short time ago. 
In South Milwaukee, Pastor Snartemo has, without any cost to the Home 
Mission, built up a very promising mission. If we could place a man here, we 
would, no doubt, in a very short time have a self-supporting congregation. In 
the northern part of Wisconsin the work in the congregations served by R. D. 
Brandt, at Cornell, E. A. Baalson, at Park Falls, and C. M. Paulson, at Hay- 
ward, gives good promise for the future, although we may not expect quite as 
rapid a growth in these fields because the population is not as dense as we 
find it in our mission fields in and near the large cities. The charges of Pastor 
EK. B. Swenson and Pastor Thomas I. Lee, will, no doubt, be self-supporting 
very shortly. The Mission served by Reverend E. E. Hoff, at Menominee, 
Michigan, has grown, but the field here, as also the field at Muskegon Heights, 
Reverend N. A. Stubkjaer, pastor, and at Toledo, Ohio, Reverend L. S. Mar- 
vick, pastor, may not be of as promising a character as some other fields, and 
yet in all of these places considerable progress has been made. May God hold 
His protecting hand over these and our other missions and strengthen the arm 
of our laborers there. ‘ 

I wish to commend the pastors, J. A. Snartemo, Milwaukee, and M. A. So- 
renson, McFarland, and others who, with the consent of their congregations have 
been putting in extra time in working up new missions in fields adjacent to their 
own congregation. It would be a wonderful thing if many of our pastors and 
congregations would have their eyes open for the opportunity of doing this 
kind of mission work without seriously hampering the local work of the 
mother congregation. Pastors are sometimes exceedingly busy with things 
much more trivial and much less importance to the Church than this. 

In this connection may I be permitted to make one observation which may 
be applied to the situation in a number of our larger congregations. It is this, 
that the pastor has more work than he can properly attend to because of all the 
multitudinous details, societies, departments and activities of his congregation. 
I would strongly recommend that these large congregations call an assistant 
pastor or at least a parish worker, in order to relieve the senior pastor of some 
of the detail work. I need not point out the many ways in which the congre- 
gation and the Church as a whole might be benefited by the added impetus thus 
given to the work.

Transfer 


Trinity Church, Rhinelander, Wis., will no doubt bring formal request to be 
transferred from the Rice Lake to the Scandinavia Circuit. I recommend that 
this be granted. The Rice Lake is a smaller circuit than the Scandinavia, but 
the advantages to Trinity church ought to be considered. 


The Circuit Presidents 
of the fifteen Circuits of the Eastern district together with the vice president 
and the finance secretary met for two days in Chicago to discuss the work and 
problems peculiar to the Eastern District and possibilities for greater service 
as officers of the Church. I pointed out that the work which according to the 
constitution falls upon the district president is much more than he can per- 
sonally take care of in a proper and efficient manner. It would, for example, 
be physically impossible for him to visit each congregation for inspection once 
every three years and at the same time perform his other duties. The intent 
must therefore, be that he shall delegate that part of his work to others which 
he cannot carry out himself. If the work is to be delegated by the district 
president to others it would seem logical that the vice president and the circuit 
presidents be delegated to take the place of the district president, especially as 


ee 
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visitator when a substitute is needed. I, therefore, asked the circuit presidents 
in my behalf to visit, officially, one third of the congregations of their respective 
circuits each year, excepting those that I might personally or through others 
visit. I doubt that the circuit presidents have done much to comply with this 
request up to the present time. It would be well if the convention would 
consider and either approve or disapprove this suggestion. If approved the 
circuits ought to consider this when the election of circuit presidents takes place. 


Budget 


An effort was made to get an every-member canvass in all of our congrega- 
tions during Lent of this year. Some congregations did carry this.out to a 
successful conclusion and some completed the task a little later. But the heavy 
snowfall and consequent blockading of roads in February and March slowed up 
the work and demonstrated that this was not the best time of the year for 
Preparatory meetings and for ingathering of pledges. 

The finance committee of our Church will, no doubt, recommend that the 
every-member canvass for the budget be made in November, for the following 
year, and that the whole Church unite in a season of preparation preceding the 
canvass. 

I wish to give my heartiest support to such recommendations. It is good 
sense, as I see it, to have the canvass in November, because the roads are as a 
rule open then, the season is not the busiest, the harvest is done, the hearts are 
filled with gratitude, the canvass will fall in with the canvass for the local 
budget in well organized congregations, the people will all be ready to- begin 
with the beginning of the year to bring their offerings to the Lord, the finance 
secretaries and other workers will know before too late where the weak spots are 
that need strengthening, and the money for the work of our Church will flow 
in as needed and do away with a large part of the borrowing of money during 
the first part of the year. The finance committee will also know before Jan. 1st, 
whether the income will in all probability correspond to the outlay. 

It is also good sense, it seems to me, to have a season of preparation before 
the canvass. 

The Deaconess Home Appeal 


Three years ago the generous offer of Dr. Henderson of $25,000 on condition 
that the Church would raise the balance needed for the erection of a Deaconess 
Home and Training School, was joyfully accepted by our Church. The long 
cherished hopes of the faithful women whose services our Church had for years 
accepted in the fields of mercy here at home and in the foreign mission field 
abroad was finally going to be realized. 

The women of the Church bravely set out to raise the amount needed. They 
gathered $49,000. It was well done. But the amount was not sufficient to take 
advantage of Dr. Henderson’s offer. This might be withdrawn at any time. 

The Board of Trustees of the Home were concerned about this. Many other 
friends of the deaconess cause were concerned. It was decided to seek Dr. 
Pannkoke’s aid in completing the task... He finally agreed to direct an appeal 
provided the effort would receive the sanction and support of the Church 
officials. This was given. President Aasgaard, the Board of Trustees, and 
the Church Council approved of the plan to complete the task begun by the 
women. The finance committee objected to the time asked for, the first three 
months of the year. It would interfere with the plans for the raising of the 
“budget.” But they set the time for the Deaconess Home Appeal as April 1st. 
On April 1st the effort to raise the building fund began. It was found that 
the Martin Luther Children’s Home had a man in the field canvassing for 
funds to cover the debt of the institution. Other institutions of the Eastern 
District also were burdened with debts and anxious to go out and raise the 
amount necessary to wipe them out. Duplication of efforts would be fatal. 
The outcome of our negotiations was this that the two institutions at Stoughton 
and the three at Wittenberg and our three schools in the district joined hands 
in a common appeal. This’ meant an increased burden but also a greater op- 
portunity. 

And now this matter is before us in all of its seriousness. If your Board 
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of Trustees of the Deaconess Home and Hospital, your executive secretary of 
the department of Charity, your Board of Trustees of the Church, your finance 
committee, your honored president of the Church and your district president 
have done wrong in seeking to carry out the will of the Church expressed three 
years ago by resolution then steps ought to be taken to discipline us all. But 
if we have done right then it seems to me that now is the time for every pastor 
and congregation to stand loyally by your chosen leaders and carry this through. 

This effort represents real needs. Some time all of these needs must be met. 
Instead of having one come after the other, why not complete this united effort 
now? In unity there is strength also in carrying out the work of the Church. 

It has been authorized. It represents a real need. And it can be done. Be- 
sides Dr. Henderson’s promise of $25,000 we now have an additional pledge 
of $50,000 from the other doctors connected with the institution. Our people 
in Chicago have responded in a remarkable manner. ‘Though burdened with 
building projects just completed or just being launched the pastors and many 
others have unselfishly rolled up their sleeves and gone to work for this cause 
and raised over $56,000. These amounts, together with the amount previously 
raised by the women of the Church, are an assurance that the effort for the 
Deaconess Home can, if we are concerned, be brought to a successful finish. 
But they are not available unless we complete the task. We have no right to 
take one cent of the doctors’ money, nor the other pledges in Chicago if we do 
not raise the total needed for the Home and Training School. 

It cannot be that the district will let this opportunity slip by. And would 
it be fair now that the Deaconess building seems assured if we should go to 
sleep and leave the other institutions in the lurch? Our children at Stoughton 
can no longer have all the milk and butter they want; Indian children are 
turned away. Our schools are backs against the wall. Whatever be their fate, 
their debts must be paid. And we do not want the few. board members to carry 
this burden alone. Let us embrace the golden opportunity and complete the 
task. 

But if this effort shall be pushed on to success it will mean wholehearted 
cooperation and action on the part of the pastors and congregations. Indiffer- 
ence and resultant inaction now will be fatal. Is it fair, is it right that some 
shall give strength and means to the utmost and others sit by and apply the 
brakes and make the load doubly heavy? 

God give us courage and strength and a willingness to do also in this task 
and crown our effort with success that we may, if possible, rescue more of the 
homeless and Christless children in the world and glorify the name of our Lord 
and Master who went about doing good.

Elections 


I hereby tender my resignation as President of the Eastern District, to take 
effect Aug. 1, 1929.. It is with regret that I take this step because this. position 
offers as great an opportunity for service as anyone can hope to find in the 
Church, because our relations while I have served you have been most pleasant, 
because I enjoy the work and because I like to work in the Fastern District. 
But to a man with a large family for which he is responsible not only as far 
as support goes but also as a husband and father, the office of District Pres- 
ident in this District offers problems that in my case have become very serious, 
especially owing to my wife’s impaired health. It seems that the Lord has 
made an opening for me to serve the Church in an equally important position, 
at the head of one of our schools. As I understand the constitution of our 
District it will be in order for the District to acept my resignation and proceed 
to the election of a District President to fill the unexpired term which has three 
years more to run. It will also be necessary to elect a vice president, a secre- 
tary, a treasurer, a member of the committee on Elementary Christian Edu- 
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cation, a finance secretary, a member of committee No. 6, and fill vacancies on 
the Home Mission Committee. 


In Conclusion 


I wish to thank the district once more for the privilege granted me to serve 
as your president. It is an experience which has left many recollections with me 
of our Church at work, of struggling missions, faithful, deserving pastors, 
loyal and true congregations and golden opportunities for our Church of the 
future. I shall carry with me also impressions of some of our weaknesses, a 
few congregations not thoroughly appreciative of the blessings of the Church, im- 
practical, out of date methods of church finance, lack of vision in regard to 
local and general work, a lazy attitude of mind and body which dreads nothing 
so much as a little added exertion, and a few others. But they are few, and I 
shall not allow these to obscure the whole picture that I take with me which is 
one of promise. My part of the work has been very imperfect, I know. I have 
given a full measure of my time and strength, but still I have not accomplished 
all that might be expected of me. For this and for my many mistakes I ask 
your forgiveness. 

May real concern for the future of our beloved Church increase among pas- 
tors and congregations. Then will follow a more diligent use of the Word of - 
God and the Sacraments, more of prayer, better sermon preparation and preach- 
ing of law and gospel, a more earnest effort to bring in the unchurehed and 
cause our congregations to grow, a greater willingness to establish branch Sun- 
day schools and missions without aid from the home mission treasury, more 
diligence in the instruction of the children, a larger attendance at our church 
schools, a peaceful solution of the language question in the local congregations 
and the name question in our Synod, a more liberal outpouring of our gold and 
silver on the altar of the Lord, a greater joy in the service of God, our Church 
and humanity. Having found the Savior may we rise above our own natural 
Siuggishness, pettiness and indifference, Seeing the things that lie ahead 
for our children and our Church, the day when we shall give an account of our 
stewardship, eternity with its “either or’ not only for us but for the many 
unchurched and unbelievers in the world, may we rise, a mighty host, with 
eyes fixed on the great leader, the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God Himself, 
our Redeemer, and ask with one accord the burning question of eoncern, of faith, 
of love, of hope, of determination, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?”

It appears that the Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America is now in session at Beloit, Wisconsin; that there are present dele- 
gates duly elected from the congregations in said district, and pastors duly 
qualified to vote at this convention of the Eastern District; that this session 
of convention of said district of said church has been duly called, and as con- 

vened, is duly authorized to transact any and all business that may properly he 
brought before it. 

It appears that Reverend O. J. H. Preus has tendered his resignation as 
president of said Eastern District of said church, to become effective as of 
August Ist, 1929, and that the term of office for which the said Reverend Preus 
was elected as president of said district expires in 1931. It also appears that 
Reverend J. M. Green is the vice-president of said district, and that his term 
of office as such vice-president probably expires in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the constitution of said district six months after the adjournment 
of the present district convention. 

The question presented is whether the person who may fill the office of 
vice-president of said district on the first day of August, 1929, at which time 
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the office of president of said district becomes vacant by reason of the resig- 
nation of Reverend Preus, becomes the president for the unexpired term of which 
the said Reverend Preus was elected as president, or until the expiration of the 
term of such person as vice-president. The further question presented is 
whether or not the Eastern District in convention duly assembled, upon accept- 
ing the resignation of President Preus, may legally elect a successor to fill the 
office of president from the date the resignation of President Preus becomes ef- 
fective, to wit: August 1st, 1929, until 1931. ? 

Article 3, Section 11, of the District Constitution provides that in the “for- 
fald” of the president, that the vice-president discharge the duties of that office. . 
For the purpose of the case I shall assume that use of the word ‘‘forfald’”’ in 
the constitution contemplates a vacancy created by resignation. If this assump- 
tion is correct, then necessarily the vice-president of said district, at the time 
the vacancy occurs in the office of the president, would necessarily become en- 
titled to function as president by virtue of said constitutional provision. As 
to whether or not such vice-president, so assuming the duties of president, be- 
cause of such vacancy, would be entitled to continue to fill that office for the 
unexpired term to which Président Preus was elected, is a question which does 
uot necessarily have to be determined at this time in view of the conclusions 
hereinafter stated. 

So far as I have been able to ascertain, there is nothing in the district con- 
stitution, and nothing in the constitution of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, nor in the Articles of Incorporation of said church, nor in the statutory 
law of the State of Minnesota, under which the said church is incorporated, 
restricting or prohibiting the duly qualified delegates and pastors at the duly 
ealled and legally held district meetings from electing officers to fill vacancies. 
Since the office of president of the Eastern District is an elective office, and 
since that officer is elected by a vote of the duly qualified voting members at a 
district meeting, duly called and legally held, it would seem that the power and 
authority is vested in the present convention of the Eastern District, and the 
legally voting delegates and pastors thereat, to elect a president to fill the 
unexpired term of President Preus, and that such person so elected will take 
office August Ist, 1929. 

If for any reason this convention should fail to elect a president for the 
unexpired term, to fill the vacaney created by the resignation of President 
Preus, then the vice-president holding office at that time the vacancy occurs. 
will automatically commence to function as president. 

The foregoing conclusions would seem to be in harmony with action taken 
hv the Eastern District heretofore and during the 1927 district meeting.

Report was adopted as read. 


President Preus presented the President’s gavel to his successor in office. 
Said gavel had been donated by the Rev. H. P. Ausan of Chicago. It had been 
made from wood from the Viking ship that crossed the Atlantic in 1893. The 
President hoped that this historical gavel will be wielded wisely, with fairness, 
kindness, courage and power. 

Session adjourned with the benediction.

Committee No. 1—Chureh Affairs 


Committee No. 1 consisting of Rev. EB. R. Anderson, Rev. J. O. Holum and 
Delegate Carl Conradson organized by electing Rev. E. A. Anderson chairman 
and Rey. J. O. Holum secretary and hereby submits the following report: 


I. Thanksgiving 


1. The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
gives thanks to the Almighty God for His blessing upon the work of the Church 
both at home and abroad during the past year. The District is thankful for 
the blessings showered upon the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America dur- 
ing its 12 years of existence. It is gratifying to note its growth in numerical 
and financial strength as compared with the last decade before the union. We 
look with gratitude upon the great work done in our District as evidenced by 
the President’s report. We pray for ways and means to enable. us to go in and 
possess the fields which are white unto harvest at our very doors, 


II. National Lutheran Council 


1. This organ of cooperating synods still has opportunity to continue its 
great work of mercy. The District urges its people to continue to support 
this work through this agency to strengthen struggling Lutherans in other 
lands, particularily in Russia. Let offerings or collections be taken for this 
cause that the minimum required for the urgent work at hand may be received. 


III. Lutheran World Convention 


1. We wish Godspeed to the official delegates of our Church who are going 
to the Lutheran World Convention in Copenhagen this summer. We take to 
heart the exhortation of Dr. Aasgaard, “Brothers, pray for this conference that 
God’s spirit may truly guide and direct all who take part so that the outcome 
of it may be to the glory of God and His revealed truth.” 


IV. Anniversaries 


I. We direct the attention of our Church people to the anniversaries of 
important events in the history of the Church that fell in this year. To the Diet 
of Spires in 1529 may be traced our freedom of worship and the principles of 
separation of Church and state. We urge our pastors and people to enunciate 
and emphasize these precious principles. 

2. Luther’s Small Catechism is this year 400 years old. In thanking God 
for this great gift, we urge appropriate observance of this anniversary with 
festival celebrations and appreciations of the catechism in circuits and con-@ 
gregations. Attention is called to the publication by the Book Mission of a 
tract edition of the catechism in English. Let us give it a wide distribution. 

3. We direct the attention of our people to the memorial gift for the 
Trondhjem Cathedral. Upon our people is urged the propriety and opportunity 
of joining in this effort. We recommend that contributions be made to this 
fund as appreciation for the faith that we received through the fathers from 
Norway. 

4. Asa District we take notice of the 100th anniversary of the birth of Rev. 
P. A. Rasmussen and remember with gratitude his contribution to the develop- 
ment of our Church. 


V. Federation of Men’s Societies 
1. The Eastern District goes on record as favoring the forming of a 
district federation of men’s societies. Resolved that a committee be elected at 
this Convention to effect such an organization. 


VI. Auxiliary Organizations 
1. We concur in the words of our general president about the W. M. y Te 
¥. P. L. L., Choral Union, and Norwegian Young People’s Society: “These or- 
ganizations have carried on their work during the past year according to their 
programs and have earnestly and faithfully endeavored to aid the work of the 
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Chureh through their agencies. We extend to all of them our appreciation and 
gratitude for. their faithful and loyal support. May God give them much 
blessing and joy in the work of their respective fields.” 


VII. Rhinelander Church to New Circuit 
1. Resolved that the Trinity Lutheran Congregation of Rhinelander, Wis., 
be transferred from the Rice Lake Circuit to Scandinavia Circuit. Reason: 
It is nearer and more convenient for the Congregation. 


VII. President’s Resignation 


1. Resolved that the Eastern District accept the resignation tendered by 
President O. J. H. Preus to take effect on August 1, 1929. 

2. Resolved that in accepting this resignation we, as a District, give voice 
to our appreciation of our retiring Presiden’s labors in our midst. We thank him 
for the efficient work he has done as District President and for his faithfulness, 
brotherliness, and considerateness to all in the discharge thereof. We give 
him credit for whole-hearted devotion of time and energy to the Chureh and to 
the District with its many responsibilities and duties.

The Committee on Academies appointed by the Chair consisting of Presi- 
dent Preus, Rev. T. B. Thorson, and Rev. O. G. U. Siljan, Secretary, recommends 
as follows: 

1. That the request be made to our Synod to make more adequate financial 
provisions for the schools of our district. 

2. That each school be requested to solicit students in order to increase 
attendance.

2. We rejoyce that order is being restored in China so that our missionaries 
are able to return to their labors there, that in Madagascar the Word is in- 
fluencing so many that the churches are taxed to capacity; and that in South 
Africa a large number was added to the Church through baptism during the past 
year. 

8. With the passing of Secretary of Foreign Missions Saterlie our Church 
has lost a valuable servant who for over twenty years faithfully served the 
Lord in this office. We thank the Lord for the many years He permitted him 
to labor among us and for the example of faithful service to this cause which 
he has left us. We express our heartfelt sympathy to his family. 

4. The ranks of our foreign missionaries have been depleted by the loss 
of Prof. Dr. O. R. Wold, president of our theological seminary in China, after 
thirty years of faithful labor in this field. Soon afterwaard his son Norman 
was taken by death. Rev. Geo. O. Holm and family had the sorrow of losing 
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a son seven years of age. In South Africa Mrs. John Ylvisaker died last 
December. Mrs. J. Skaar, who, with her husband, had spent some years in 
the mission-work or our Chureh in Madagascar, died in Minneapolis last fall. 
To the bereaved families we extend our. condolences. 

5. With respect to our Foreign Mission Budget we express our thanks io

M. Jahren, 
Secretary. ‘the following resolutions were adopted; 

The Eastern District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America ex- 
presses herewith its gratitude to God for what He has given the people of our 
Chureh grace to do also in a material way, especially with regard to contribu- 
tions for current use, as well as large sums committed to the Church for per- 
manent endowments, amounting for the year of 1928 to $1,652,338.46. 

The Eastern District is thankful for the assistance rendeed financially by 
the Women’s Missionary Federation and other societies and organizations of 
women which during the year of 1928 contibuted by direct gifts, by thank- 
offerings, cradleroll, self-denial and mission boxes, ete. to the budget of the 
Church and_other activities a sum amounting to $300,129.41, the largest in its 
history. : 

We desire particularly to thank the District President, Rev. O. J. H. Preus, 
for his whole-souled support of the Budget, the District financial secretary for 
his active work in behalf of the District finances in connection with his busy 
work as a pastor, the Cireuit Presidents and_ financial secretaries, and the 
workers in the various congregations. 

We are also deeply grateful to the Young People’s Luther League for the 
valuable financial assistance it renders the Church having during the year 1928 
raised about $27,000.00 for the various activities of the Church. 

The District views with deep concern the following conditions to which at- 
tention is called in the reports of the treasurer and finance committee of our 
Church, viz., that the total budget deficits of our Chuch, as of December 1, 
1928, amounted to $532,931.16. 

That the interest paid on budget deficit for the year ending December 31, 
1928, amounted to $30,072.14. 

That the Eastern District failed to the extent of $35,634.84 to raise its part 
of the budget for 1928 and that the total deficit for the whole Church for. 
1928 amounts to $96,661.84. 

The District is pleased to know that according to resolutions adopted by 
our Church in 1928, 25 per cent of the deficit for 1927 and the entire deficit of 
the respective boards for 1928 will be included in the new budgets from year 
to year, beginning with 1931, in order to avoid any future deficits. 

It is realized, however, that in applying this method the annual working 
budgets of our Church will be very materially reduced for the Boards con- 
cerned and thus our ability to carry on the work of building the Kingdom of 
Christ will be greatly reduced. 

Our District wants to go forward in the work. The District desires to 
carry on a far more aggressive Home Mission program, both in the larger 
cities, where the opportunities are so vast, as well as in the rural communities. 
It is firmly believed also, that through more enlightenment and improved 
methods, our people throughout the District will be both willing and able to 
sive full support, not only to what we are doing at the present time, but also 
to an enlarged and inspiring Home Mission program. 

In order to make more progress possible both in the raising of funds for 
the work of our Church, and especially in order to enlighten and inspire our 
people for the great cause of building God’s Church. 

The Eastern District hereby establishes the office of a salaried financial 
secretary, who shall give his full time to this service in the Eastern District. 

The District hereby respectfully requests that the proper boards of our 
Chureh issue the formal letter call to the man nominated by this District 
Convention to this office, and that the boards make provision for the necessary 
amount of salary and other expenses connected with the office.

1. President’s Report 


“Then said Jesus unto the twelve, Will ye also go away?’ Then Simon Peter 
answered him, “Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou hast the word of eternal 
life. And we believe and are sure that thou art the Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” John 6:67-69. 

Peter had heard the Call. He left his fishing. He followed Christ. He sought 
happiness. In Christ he found it. Leave Him? Never. ‘To whom shall we 
go?” Where can we find peace? Where can we find life? Where can we seek 
the truth, the vital thing in life? Where is there light in this sin-darkened 
world? Who can give us hope in death? Who can give us strength and courage 
in sorrow and suffering? Only Christ, who said, “Come unto me and I will 
give you rest.” ‘Whosoever believeth in him shall. not perish but have life.” 
“He that followeth me shall not walk in darkness.” “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life.” ‘My peace I give unto you.” If a man love me, he will keep my 
words, and my Father will love him, and will come unto him, und make our 
abode with him.’’ What Christ promised he gave. No one that sought Him in 
faith went away disappointed. Christ is the same today. 

All that seek Jesus, believing, are born again. He redeems us from all our 
sins, from death and from the power of the devil. He gives us hope when we 
are despairing, life when we are dying. 

He has revealed the Father. ‘He is the brightness of his glory and the ex- 
press image of his person, and upholding all things by the word of his power, 
when he had by himself purged our sins, sat down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high.” 

We have a living Christ, the same yesterday, today and forever. 

He brings unto this life of sin, sickness, sorrow and death, the spirit of love, 
joy and peace. 

In Him we become the children of God, the co-heirs of Jesus Christ, and 
when life’s day is over, he takes us t0 the home in Heaven prepared for us. 

Looking in faith up to Him we can say, “Justified by faith we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus Christ,” and looking at our fellowmen say, 
“The greatest is love.” 

We seek happiness. To whom shall we go? To the things of this world? 
No. “Love of money is the root of all evil. Which while some coveted after, 
they have erred from the faith and pierced themselves through with many 
sorrows.” 

Mammon worship gives no peace. Alexander wept with the nations subdued 
at his feet. 

If a man could gain the whole world, he would still be a dying sinner with 
no hope, no peace. 

Even if a man could have tried all earthly good, realized his ambition, drunk 
deep of all worldly pleasures, he would still be conscious of a poverty that 
nothing could supply. 

To whom shall we go? ‘To the liberal theologian? No, he denies our Christ, 
the Son of the living God. We are given the illustrious teacher, the high ex- 
ample, when we need a Savior. The liberal theologian. the teacher of doctrines 
that appeal to the flesh, denies the fundamental doctrines of the Christian re- 
ligion. He denies that God created heaven and earth by His almighty word. 
He denies divine authority, the fall, sin, punishment, eternal death. He denies 
the atonement, justification by faith, regeneration by faith in Christ. He denies 
the new life with a reconciled God and the blessed life with Him in Heaven. 
What does the liberal theologian give? Nothing that can ever satisfy the soul, 
the evolutionistic theory is the substitute.

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This theory tells us our beginning is that of the animal and as such we con- 
tinue and end. According to this theory the history of the past is simply a 
record of the survival of the fittest, that is, the strongest. The world is the un- 
certain paradise of the strongest and certain hell of the weakest. 

In this we find no comfort in our sorrow, no patience in affliction, not a ray 
of light in the darkness, no satisfaction of the hunger in our souls. 

To whom shall you go? Do you think it is wrong to ask this question. 'The 
voices are numerous today, who aim to lead you astray. 

- Our children in many public schools are taught to believe in the theory of 
Evolution. 

Books and magazines bring it into our inoines! Our age shows the earmarks 
of such teaching. It seems that the moral law is no longer binding. 

To whom shall we go? To the religions of the heathen world? What would 
the Confucianism give us? Nothing but a set of rules for the relationship 
among men. It has no large ideals, no exalted hopes. It does not bring God 
to men in order to lift men to God. It teaches the despotism of the dead and 
the bondage of the living. It sacrifices the happy future to a narrow and un- 
changeable past. Think of the world as an immense Chinese empire, enslaved 
and poverty stricken by a dead. empty antiquity with no hope of a Savior. but 
sunk in degradation and hopelessness. Confucianism could give us nothing 
better. It has no Savior. 

To Brahmanism? No. it teaches the most awful tyranny of custom and caste. 
Morality is unknown to it. its system cau only mean man depraved and sent to 
wander in search of eternal oblivion for peace. There is no Savior. 


To Buddhism? No, it is nothing but a failure like all the religious systems 
of the heathen world. According to it. to escape from misery men must escape 
from being. Its vital principle is selfish, its virtue is only a poor and impotent 
policy at best. There is no Savior. 


Where shall we go? Shall we look for the foundations on which to rest our 
souls to the progress and development of ages? We admit the tremendous ad- 
vancement in all material things of this world. But in all those things there 
fs no help for the soul. 


The progress we boast of. the intellectual advancement, the great inventions 
of applied science. come with no message of peace to the soul. Heartbreaking 
sorrow finds no comfort in the thoughts that our age is advancing in knowledge 
and material progress. The dying sinner with dark memories searing his soul 
finds no help in the loudly heralded progress and wisdom of this world. 

Tn all these there is no Savior. 

As long as there is sin_in the world and the consequences of sin. sickness. 
sorrow and death. we shall need a message. not from the development of our 
own powers, but from Him who is the God-man and died for us on the cross. 
“Thou hast ‘the words of eternal life.” There is the Savior. The words of 
Christ give us power to come unto Christ our “Wisdom, righteousness. sanctifi- 
eation and redemption.” 

He says. “Come unto me.” “Follow me.” “learn of me.” In Christ we 
have all. In Him we have love. Tn Him we have power to carry our burdens. 
In Him we have the true ideal of duty to God and service to man. In Him we 
have sympathy in suffering. forgiveness for our sins. redemption from death 
and the power of the devil. 

Tn “the words of eternal life.” we have our Savior. 

This truth shall always stand, that in snite of all the dangers and temntations 
of our age. we know where to go. there is in the universe no help. no hope for 
any man but in Jesns Christ our Savior. 

“The words of eternal life.” we have in our midst. “Who shall ascend into 
heaven? (that is. to bring Christ down from above). Or. who shall deseend 
into the deen? (that is. to brine Christ again from the dead). Bunt what saith 
it? Tho word is nigh thee. even in thy mouth. and in thy heart, that is. the 
word of faith. whieh we preach.” 

“Ror whosoever shall eall vnon the name of the T.ord shall be saved. How 
then shall they eall on Him in whom they have not helieved? And how shall 
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they believe in Him of whom they have not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher?’ 

Christ has established His Church among us. He has given us His “word 
of eternal life.” Do we appreciate it? Do we praise Him in words and deeds as 
we ought to? Do we complain of the burdens in carrying on the work? May 
God open our eyes that we may see His greatest of all blessings to us. May we 
be more willing to labor in His church and if need be to sacrifice for the up- 
building and spreading of His Kingdom, His church. 

“The words of eternal life’ is preached among us as God has given it to us. 
Of the great part of Christendom this cannot be said. Realizing this we ought 
to see our mission. 

We are this year commemorating the writing of Luther’s Small Catechism. 
It is four hundred years since this wonderful buook was written. We have 
given Luther’s Small Catechism a central place on our program. We praise 
God that He gave Luther to write this book. -It contains the whole truth God 
has revealed for our salvation in such a form that children can learn and under- 
stand it. “The Small Catechism is to the literature of the Church what John 
3:16 is to the Bible. To believe and live according to the Catechism is to believe 


-and live according to the will of God.” (Prof. Reu.) In 1519 it was said of 


Luther’s explanation of the Lord’s Prayer: “Blessed are the hands which wrote 
this, blessed are the eyes that read it, blessed the hearts that believe this book 
and so earnestly call upon God.” Prof. Reu adds: “We would be even more 
justified in applying these words to Luther’s Small Catechism of 1529.” 

May God bless our discussion on Luther’s Small Catechism. It will give us 
a correct answer of the question, “To whom shall we go?”

Home Missions 


Looking to the future welfare of our Church we have no more important 
work than taking care of our Home Missions. If the home mission work is 
neglected, other activities will soon suffer. The increase in membership and 
organizations of new congregations is not the rule in the older sections of our 
Chureh. Members of our Church moving into new settlements in Northern Min- 
nesota should not be forgotten by us. Other Synods are organizing and appro- 
praiating money for home mission work as never befroe. The Synod that does 
effective home mission work has the future. 

jod has given us the pure Gospel and Sacraments not for ourselves only; 
but His command is to bring it to others, and especially to those of “our own 
house.” On account of retrenchment of the budget we have been unable to start 
new work lately—work that the Home Missions Committee has found necessary 
and should be taken care of. 

But all things considered, the home mission work in our District has gone 
forward. The pastors are working faithfully and are willing to sacrifice. 

But an unfortunate practce has arisen among us lately. Pastors doing ac- 
ceptable work on the home mission field are continually being called by older 
congregations, offering better salaries nad happier working conditions. It is 
inconsiderate of the older congregations to call pastors from the home mission 
fields that have been there only a few months and hardly begun the work. TI 
am glad to say that only in a few cases have such calls been accepted. 


a 
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A few examples may be mentioned showing that the work on our home mis- 
sion field has gone forward. Space forbids the mention of all the places that 
ought to be mentioned: 

At St. Cloud the church has been renovated and put in excellent condition. 
Student Roy Olson has accepted the call and is at present carrying on the work 
from the Seminary. He will be in full charge by June Ist. 

At Little Falls the church has been enlarged, seating twice as many as be- 
fore, Rev. J. K. Krogh, pastor. 

The Menahga call, Rev. O. N. Nelson, pastor, bought a parsonage last year. 
A new congregation was organized at Menahga of 26 families, Rev. O. N. Nel- 
son called as pastor. 

¥irst Lutheran Church, Bemidji, has built a basement with an auditorium 
seating between four and five hundred, and other rooms at a cost of $15,000. 
Rey. A. E. Hanson, pastor. 

Our Savior’s congregation at Kelliher has built a fine church, ready to be 
dedicated. Three others churches have been built lately in this call, Rev. O. 
M. Nelson, pastor. 

The call at Mizpah is being reorganized, some of the congregations merged. 
One hundred thirty-four children have been instructed and confirmed in this 
call in the last ten years. Religious instruction has been given to about 250 
children annually for some years. A fine parsonage was bought at Mizpah and 
is now paid for.

The Little Fork call has again got a resident pastor, Rev. P. E. Onstad, and 
expects to be self-supporting in the near future.

The Goodridge call, Rev. O. O. Bjorgan, pastor. 

The Chureb, Extension Fund has given aid to many of the congregations. 

The Ghureh Extension is essential to successful work on the mission field. 

Let the pastors and congregations remember this when you are called on to 
aid this Fund by your gift once a year. Your gift is aid given to a struggling 
mission congrégation to build a house in which to worship God, and your gift 
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will go on and on helping other congregations, working long after your day is 
ended. 

Many other mission calls, equally deserving of mention, could and should be 
called to your attention; but I must imit my Report to the space allotted me. 
Enough has been said to prove that the home mission work of our District has 
gone forward. { 

But greater than all that I have mentioned is the fact that 38 pastors were 
partly supported by the Home Missions last year so as to be able to preach the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to thousands on the home mission field in Northern 
Minnesota District. 

The District should be acquained with the financial side of our home mission 
work. 

The Home Missions Committee at its annual meeting Feb. 15-16, 1928, made 
up the budget needed for 1929 and 1930. Without any new work, except in one 
place, it amounted to $20,682. This sum was needed to pay the salaries promised 
and agreed on. We received for this year the sum of $13,617.49; to this may be 
added a legacy of $2,600 given for home mission work in our District. What 
is lacking, we have asked the congregations to increase, adding it to their former 
support. Some are unable to do so. It will then work a serious hardship on 
some of the pastors. 

The Home Missions Committee has had many meetings during the past year. 
They have spent many days in prayer and consideration of how to best solve 
many perplexing problems. 

I am of the opinion that the Committee deserves the thanks of the District. 
The Committee has no remuneration for the work and hardly enough for ex- 
penses. 


The Budget 


Northern Minnesota District paid to the Lord’s work in our Church last year 
over $113,335. Considering the economic conditions, may we not look upon this 
as evidence of loyalty to our Church and love to God. In addition to this a con- 
siderable amount has been collected in the District for the two orphans’ homes 
and other institutions, as well as the payment of the pledges made to the en- 
dowment fund for our colleges. 

In the face of this it is to be hoped that individual criticism based on dis- 

~ satisfied personal ambiton may be effectualy stopped. 

Constructive criticism motived by love to God and the work he has given us 
to do, is always appreciated, as it is am aid in our Father’s business. 

But we can not forget that our District did not quite reach the fair share our 
Church asked of us last year, nor the year before. 

By far the greater number of pastors and congregations by faithful and 
systematic work gave to the Lord’s work what they were asked to give, and a 
few gave more. Other congregations apparently in similar circumstances failed. 
That is the cause of our budget deficit. Why did they fail? An expression by 
this meeting as to future work for the budget would be appropriate. Especially 
do I believe that an endorsement of the every member canvass plan would prove 
beneficial. 


The Budget Indebtedness 


The Northern Minnesota District was asked to raise $96,934. Of this sum 
$64,498 is paid, balance $32,486. Many congregations have paid their share in 
full. They must not be asked to pay again. It is to be hoped that the congrega- 
tions that have not paid will do so this year. 


Circuits 
All the circuits have had their regular meetings. I have tried to attend as 
many as possible of them. But as two or more circuits may meet on the same 
days, it has been impossible to attend all. 


I have received no reports from the circuit presidents at any time. I desire 
to call their attention to the Rules or Constitution adopted by our Church for 
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the circuits. One of the duties of a circuit president shall be to report in good 
time before the District meetings regarding the work of the circuit, rearrange- 
ment of calls, moving of pastors, ete. (See Annual Report 1918, page 309). 

I also desire to call your attention to the recommendations of the Committee 
of Nine relative to the home mission work of the circuits: “The circuit com- 
mittee of Home Missions shall consist of three members, to be elected by the 
circuit. At the first election one member shall be elected for one year, one for 
two years, and one for three years. After this the term of office shall be three 
years. ; 

“The duties of the Circuit Home Missions Committee shall be to make sur-. 
vey of the circuit home mission field, and to make annual report, with recom- 
mendations, to the District Home Missions Committee. It shall also be the 
duty of the Circuit Committee to inform the local congregations of the home 
mission work of the Church.” (See Annual Report of 1926, page 105). 

In a district like ours with the immense mission field, such a recommenda- 
tion, if carried into practice would prove to be of untold benefit. I hope this 
meeting will act on this recommendation. 

As we have several vacant calls in the District, it would be desirable if the 
circuit presidents could arrange to give these calls some service during the 
vacancy. : 

The circuit presidents will also have to be asked to conduct some visitations, 
otherwise it. will be physically impossible for one man to visit each congregation 
every third year. 

It would be well if this could be taken into consideration in the election of 
circuit presidents. 


Institutions Within the District 


Concordia College, Park Region Luther College, Wild Rice and Lake Park 
Orphans Homes, and Glenwood Old People’s Home wil report through other as 
to their work. 

There is also a new institution built within the District this last year, The 
Pioneer Memorial Home, Inc., at Fergus Falls, Minn. This home for the aged 
is built by an association formed by members of our Church and is doing the 
same kind of work as at the homes for the aged of our Church. There was 
found to be a need for such a home. A beautiful, modern building on a beauti- 
ful location was built for about $60,000. It can provide room for about 35 in- 
mates and the necessary help. The home is financed by the inmates them- 
selves. A charity fund has been established to take care of the aged poor. 
Charity patients are received as this fund permits. May God bless also this 
activity within our Dsitrict, and open the hearts for the need of all our work. 


Central Lutheran Church of Duluth 


As this congregation became vacant last year, a meeting was held July 15, 
1928. At this meeting a nomination committee was elected to select pastor and 
report to a later meeting of the congregation. Everything seemed to be har- 
monious. Temporary services were arranged for. On July 26th I received the 
following communication: 

“Ag secretary of the Central Lutheran Congregation of Duluth, Minn., I have 
been instructed to notify you of the withdrawal of the Central Lutheran Con- 
gregation from the Norwegian Church of America.” 

On July 31st I wrote the congregation requesting the reason for such action, 
referring to the constitution of the District, Chap. 6, paragraph 18, and also re- 
quested a meeting with the congregation. I have received no answer to this 
request. 


General Remarks 


Regarding the work of the pastors in the District I wish to say that as far 
as my observation goes, they are giving proof of ability and faithfulness in their 
work. I know of no one that tries to spare himself. Without any exception 
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they are showing loyalty to our Church—under our economic conditions it has 
not been easy to gather in what is needed for the Lord’s work in our Chureh. 

The sum of $113,835 for 1928 would not have been collected without the 
faithful work of the pastors. 

But there are also other evidences of the faithful work of the pastors. <Ac- 
cording to reports, attendance at public worship is good; also attendance at the 
Lord’s Table. Active and intensive work is done among the young people. Re- 
ligious instruction is somewhat taken care of in Sunday school and by week-day 
instruction. 

But this general statement does not imply that there are no complaints. There 
are complaints of worldliness, carelessness, indifference and other things. 

Among the pastors appears a restlessness, the desire to move to other places, 
to such an extent as was unknown among us a few years ago. The causes for 
this may be many. It may be to get a better income in order to meet the con- 
tinual increase in the cost of living. It may be the demands made on the pastor 
by the congregations in our day. It may be the transition to English that some 
of the older men are disinclined to meet. It may be the general restlessness in 
our day that has proven to be contagious also in the Church. 

Strange things have appeared among us. Pastors—of course they are few— 
will seek calls like a political office. They apply to members in vacant calls ° 
telling about their qualifications, offering to come and preach trial sermons in 
both tongues, ete. , 

If this practice is right for a few it is right for all, then the congregations 
would not be limited to a certain class. 

Strange things appear in congregations when a pastor is to be called. The 
first qualification desired is often that the pastor must be young, that is, with- 
out experience, a handshaker, a mixer, a solo singer, etc. It is not often asked 
if he is pious, able to preach the Gospel, a faithful shepherd of souls, ete. 

What can have caused such a foolish condition? Is it past experiences with 
older pastors? Is it that a young pastor is more amenable t the wishes of the 
congregation? 

Let us hunt out the causes and bring our congregations to realize that ex- 
perience, faithfulness and ability are entitled to recognition. 

The pep and driving power of youth is desirable, but the best results usually 
come with maturity, maturity able and willing to work. 


Field Superintendent 


The Finance Committee, on the request of the Circut Financial Secretaries, 
has called Rev. P. B. Trelstad as field superintendent to work mainly in our 
District. He has accepted. The pastors and cungregations will undoubtedly 
welcome the services he can render for the budget.

In Conclusion 


The first of October this year, I have served as your District President ten 
years. It has been unavoidable to meet problems at times of a rather un- 
pleasant character. But on the whole the work has been pleasant, especially 
because I have met cooperation and help from pastors and congregations. For 
this I wish to express my sincere thanks. But above all, thanks be to God that 
has given health and strength to meet all appointments. It has been a stren- 
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uous life. I have not tried to take it easy. In the ten years I have taken no 
vacations, although once the District offered me a month. 

Next year I should like to have a vacation, and, God willing, make a visit 
to Norway. 

In the years that are past God has blessed our District. Many things could 
be mentioned. The relationship between pastors and congregations is good. 
There is peace and harmony as far as I know. Over one hundred congregations 
have merged, and many calls have been rearranged, giving promise of more 
effective and intensive work than before. 

Faults and shortcomings you may have noticed in my work; but this I know, 
and God knows that I have at no time had any other object or aim in view than 
the glory of God and the building of His Kingdom.

Also an average of about 60 
per cent of the confirmed membership of the district attending once 
during the year. This number includes associates. Many of these 
attended several times during the year, so the actual percent of 
those who attended one or more times was of course considerably 
less than 60 per cent, and still this is a very noticeable increase 
over a few years ago. It speaks well for the power of God’s message 
and for the spiritual life in our district that the communion at- 
tendance is on the increase.)

In 1922 the net gain was only 2,397, or 19,089 more in 1927 than in 1922. 

The apparently small gain in membership during the first few years after 
the budget system went into effect was perhaps largely due to the severe 
revision of congregational membership lists with the resultant dropping of 
many thousands of obsolete and doubtful names which previously had been 
counted in the totals. 

Now this period of revision and seeming loss to the Church is evidently 
passed, and our Church has more accurate records than ever before, and there 
is a decided growth in evidence generally.

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Public Services—A summary of Public Services during 1927 might be en- 
lightening : 

Total services by clergy—12,521, of which 6,567 were Norwegian and 5,954 
English, or 818 more Norwegian than English. 

In 1921 there were 5,089 more Norwegian than English and in 1927 813 more. 
That will show to some extent the trend of the language situation in our district. 

In other words. In 1922, 31 per cent of the public services by the clergy 
were conducted in English. In 1927 47 per cent, an increase of 16 per cent 
in 5 years. 

Baptisms—2,694. 

No. Confirmed—Norw., 654, English, 2,025, total, 2,679. 

Marriages—913. 

Funerals—Members, 771, Non-members, 465, total, 1,236. 

Religious Instruction—Catechumenal periods, 7,486, attendance, 2,219. 

Week-day, Vacation and Saturday School—Days taught, 5,875 or 263 more 
days than 5 years before, due largely to the increase in week-day religious in- 
struction. 

No. Teachers, 407, or 150 more than 5 years before. 

Attendance—Pupils in Norw., 2,544, pupils in English 4,502, total 7,046 
(1,764 more than 5 years earlier). 

In 1922 there were 576 more pupils reading Norwegian than Hnglish. In 
1927 the balance has shifted, 1,958 more reading English than Norwegian. 

’ Sunday School.—No. of meetings, 4,555, or 370 more than in 1922. No. of 
Teachers, 1,425, or 250 more than in 1922, Attendance: English, 12,930, Nor- 
wegian, 919, total, 13,849—an increase of 4,734 Sunday School pupils in 5 years. 

Women’s Societies—The number of women’s societies have increased to 497 
with a combined membership of 12,711. 

Men’s Societies.—There were 34 men’s societies in the district in 1927 with a 
membership of 1,140. 

Y. P. L. L.—The local Young People’s Luther Leagues in the district have in- 
creased to 283 with a total reported membership of nearly 10,000 (9,246). 

Though we may not be able to remember all these statistics, one fact must 
have become clear to us all: that there has been general progress all along the 
line throughout the district during the past years. God has blessed our efforts.

Par. 1. Northern Minnesota District of Norw. Lutheran Church of America 
gives thanks to God for His blessings bestowed upon our work in the district 
and for the many doors of opportunity opened for service during the past year. 

Sec. 1. The district expresses its gratitude to the mission pastors for the 
sacrifices made, and their willingness to serve in the mission fields though 
many have received calls to more inviting fields. 

See. 2. It is the sense of this Convention that it is detrimental to the Home 
Mission, as well as to the Mission pastors to leave their fields too soon. We 
would recommend that the Mission pastors should endeavor to stay at least 
two years before accepting a call to more desirable fields.

We also wish to remind our faithful Home Mission workers, of the 
many opportunities given our Church to reach the unfortunate children which 
are brought into our Juvenile Courts. Thus by our prompt action, saving them 
from being sent to other den. institutions which Churches have representa- 
tives at most of the Juvenile Court sessions. 


Bible in Every Home 
Par. 4. Many Bible Houses and Lutheran Publishing Houses give or sell 
cheap Bibles and Christian Literature. Much good has been accomplished by 
the written word. We recommend that these splendid opportunities be util- 
ized, until the goal of a “Bible in every home,” be reached. 


The Open Door 
Par. 5. Never before has our Church had as many opportunities for ef- 
fective and fruitful work on the “Iron Range” as now. God has opened the 
door to a rich and fruitful field. Laborers are not lacking. We earnestly 
urge the members of this Convention to do all in their power to encourage 
the congregations to raise the necessary funds, so that the many available 
fields are not lost by our failure to grasp the present opportunities. 


Church Extension 
Par. 6. The District again calls to the attention of all its congregations 
the request that our annual offering for the Church Extension Fund be given 
each year either on Sexagesima Sunday or the ninth Sunday after Trinity or 
on some other day that may be preferred.

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Par. 1. See. 1. The Northern Minnesota District in Convention assembled, 
renders thanks to God for the temporal means which He through its con- 
stituent membership has given the Church for carrying her work. 

Sec. 2. The District also acknowledge with sincere thanks the financial 
support given to the Church by its members during the past fiscal year. 

Par. 2. Sec. 1. The Committee, however, deplores that there exists quite 
a large budget deficit in the general Church body, which deficit in part has 
been caused by the fact that congregations do not send in their budget allot- 
ments before toward the end of the year, causing the necessity of making 
loans and paying thousands of dollars in interest, which otherwise could be 
saved. Therefore we strongly recommend to the pastors and congregations 
in our district to make an earnest effort to remit their budget allotments in 
monthly or quarterly installments throughout the year, and that congrega- 
ticns that have not remitted anything so far this year, make an earnest ef- 
fort to do so forthwith. 

Sec. 2. The Committee further recommends that our congregations make 
proper and adequate readjustment of the pastors’ salary and then set asidie 
the three festival altar offerings of the year for the general Church budget 
and in addition to this arrange for a mission festival in the fall.

The Committee heartily indorses the recommendation of the 
Church pertaining to the every member canvass for the ingathering of the 
synodical budget.

This year is the 400th anniversary of Luther’s Small Catechism. As one 
of the symbolical books of our church, this gift from God has wielded a powerful 
influence upon our people. With its plain and definite statement of Biblical 
truth, it is the basic unit of our system of Christian education. To young and 
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Word. The Catechism is duly recognized in our convention program. The 
emphasis occasioned by the 400th anniversary is timely and essential. May 
this precious little book ever remain as an outstanding confessional fortress of 
our holy faith. 


Home Mission Activities 

This branch of our work must be given increasing attention within every 
district of the Church. The growth and development of all our activities de- 
pend upon the execution of a definite and progressive Home Mission program. 
There must always be “the beginning at Jerusalem,” if the commands of the 
Savior are to be carried out. Distinct opportunities are calling throughout our 
land, even in S. Minn. If we fail here, the days of our church existence are 
indeed numbered. Many congregations are receiving necessary aid. Our work- 
ers are laboring faithfully. They are now required to give quarterly reports 
and the records make known a splendid progress. Some of these congregations 
have become self-sustaining during the past year. This is commendable and 
we would urge that this step be taken wherever possible in order that funds 
may be released for service in other fields, waiting and “white unto harvest.” 
We believe in careful surveys, rigid checking and kindly and encouraging help 
in Home Mission work. 

Our district activities also embrace the wonderful work among the deaf and 
blind at Faribault, as well as effective work at our state schools. 

This year it has been necessary to decrease the Home Mission appropriation. 
The result has brought sadness and trying situations in .several places. What 
a blessing it would be if congregations and individuals who are able to do so, 
would make a special gift to Home Missions this year. Emphasize Home Mis- 
sions and witness a greater zeal also for the blessed work of Foreign Missions, 
Charity and Christian Education! We heartily commend the plan of holding 
more Mission festivals where all the activities are equally stressed. 

Our District Board has met regularly. The Secretary will give a report to 
our present convention. 


Church Extension 


Development on the Home Mission field depends largely upon the effective 
functioning of the Church Extension Fund. This again can only operate in 
accordance with its financial strength. We plead for generous support of our 
Church Extension Fund. Our synod has requested an annual offering to this 
cause in every congregation. How willingly these gifts would be given! How 
much it would mean for our Home Mission work. Comparatively few congrega- 
tions responded during 1928. 

The Circuits have been asked to consider the holding of an extra Home 
Mission meeting each year with an offering to Church Extension. Several of 
these meetings have been held and more have been promised. This, of course, 
must be left to the decision of individual circuits; but if all our circuits could 
find it expedient to do this, it would mean ten larger offerings annually to the 
cause. A splendid emphasis would in this way be given to the blessed work 
of Church Extension. 

Many congregations are thanking God for the aid received through the fund. 
A number have made repayments on their loans during the past year. We would 
urge repayment as soon as possible, for there is a long waiting list of worthy 
applicants. 


Foreign Missions : 
Although the work which immediately surrounds us is in the sphere of 
Home Missions, our hearts also embrace the Christ-commanded endeavor on 
the Foreign Mission field. May the task of bringing the Light of the Savior 
to those who “sit in darkness” ever have its rightful place in our work of 
Christian faith. We would deem it proper for Southern Minnesota District to 
send a greeting to the workers on the foreign field. 
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The Circuit Units 


Southern Minnesota District comprises ten circuits with approximately 400 
congregations and 150 pastors. In our opinion it will be necessary to place 
definite emphasis on the circuit units. The District is larger than some synods, 
and the problem of directing its affairs is becoming increasingly difficult. We 
believe more duties should be placed upon the cireuit organizations and their 
officers. This will make our District work more effective and bring it closer 
to our pastors and congregations. The Circuit presidents and District executive 
officers have had two meetings at which this “emphasis” was discussed. All 
concurred in the plan. It was resolved to bring the matter to the Church Coun- 
cil. This has been done and a committee was appointed by that body to give 
it thorough consideration and present proposals to the general convention of the 
Church. 


Elementary Christian Education 


The secretary of our district board will give a report of the work of 
Hlementary Christian Hducation among us. It is gratifying to note that a sys- 
tematic effort is in progress toward the carrying out of a program of definite 
expansion in this field. This is Home Mission work indeed and essential to the 
very life of our Church. We must be awake to lurking dangers, but also to the 
victorious power of God’s Word. Splendid school helps are being furnished 
by our Church board. Pastors have written valuable books. Successful school 
plans are operating in many congregations, The District is deeply grateful, 
also, for faithful teachers. We would encourage them with the assurance that 
there is no greater work than to be instruments in the hands of God in leading 
the child to know the Bible as God’s Word and Christ as the real Redeemer. 
The Lutheran Church has ever stressed Christian Education. Let us again, in 
this special “Cathechism year” prayerfully resolve that God’s Word shall be 
our heritage. 


The Budget 


We are anxious to raise our part of the budget in 1929. During the past 
two years we have reached approximately 90 per cent. Brethren, since we 
come so near the goal, is it not possible for Southern Minnesota to realize the 
remaining 10 per cent? If we could report the District 100 per cent at our next 
convention, we are convinced that we would be a happier and more satisfied peo- 
ple. Many have responded generously and we wish to thank them on behalf 
of the Church. We recognize that circumstances, in some places have made it 
impossible to give as the heart may have desired. Every Christian should 
seriously consider the matter of his giving to the Lord’s work. Sometimes we 
are most easily deceived on this score. Our budget has been called the “blessed 
burden lifting budget,” making possible, as it does, our work of Merey, Wduca- 
tion, Foreign Missions and Home Missions. Indeed it is lifting burdens and 
wiping away tears. An excellent booklet entitled “Know Your Church,” has 
been sent out by the Board of Trustees and the four departments. This is a 
step in the right direction. May this little booklet be widely distributed 
among young and old. I four people know, they will respond. 


Perhaps your congregation has a successful working system. If not, we 
would recommend a consideration of an early every-member canvass, the duplex 
envelope system and quarterly remittance to the general treasury of our Church. 


May it also be said, that we have found the men appointed to direct the 
ingathering to the budget to be men inbued with an earnest desire to serve 
the Lord and the Church. They have labored faithfully and well. Sometimes 
we might encourage them a little more. The task is often difficult. 


Let us attend to our sacred duty of giving with a glad heart, and blessings 
will return to us in measures running over.

Circuit Meetings and Pastoral Conferences 


Regular meetings have been held in all the circuits. These meetings are 
potent factors in the uphuilding of spiritual life within the District. Unless 
urgent circumstances prevent, pastors and delegates are expected to give full 
time attendance to the Circuit meetings. Here, too, the circuit units must be 
emphasized and we must make much of the opportunities which these gatherings 
afford. 

The District Pastoral: Conference was held at the Nicollet Hotel, Minneapolis, 
January 29 to 31. The program rendered was of a high order and exceedingly 
helpful to the pastor. In point of attendance the Conference was one of the 
first ever held. The meeting was laden with blessings. Hvery pastor needs 
the fellowship and inspiration of the conferences. We recognize that conditions 
may make it impossible for the pastor to attend, but where these do not obtain, 
he should, we believe, regard it a duty to be present. 

The Circuit Pastoral Conferences have also been held and report a good 
attendance and splendid meetings. 


St. Olaf Congregation at Austin 

St. Olaf Congregation at Austin sustained a great loss through the destruc- 
tion of their church building by a tornado last summer, and also experienced 
other difficulties through circumstances which it was forced to meet. However, 
plans for a large and beautiful new church are already practically perfected. 
We commend pastor and congregation for the fine, courageous spirit with which 
they are facing the task before them. May God equip them unto extended 
service in His Kingdom. 


The Experienced Pastor 

We would make a plea for the rightful position of the experienced pastor 
when the extending of a call is under consideration. Fitness rather than age 
should be the criterion followed. In all other professions experience is counted 
a treasured asset. It should certainly be so in the gospel ministry. Years of 
tried service should not make a man less able in the pulpit, nor less efficient 
as a shepherd of the flock. We sorely need young pastors, too, and trust places 
will always be waiting for them as they offer their lives in the noble service of 
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the ministry, but there must be a place for us all. The younger pastor does 
not desire to face the reality of lack of appreciation of experience, for the days 
‘of youth are soon gone. We have confidence in our people that they will strive 
to establish a healty attitude on this score within the Church. We respectfully 
submit the matter to the serious consideration of our convention. 


Committee on Chureh Architecture’ 


New church edifices are constantly being erected among us. Often assist- 
ance is sought in the perfecting of plans and the securing of church equipment. 
We would suggest that Southern Minnesota District take under consideration 
the advisability of recommending to the general convention the creation of a 
Committee on Church Architecture and Equipment.

After a long period of existence it was deemed expedient to discon- 
tinue work at our Academy in Albert Lea. The announcement undoubtedly 
brought sorrow to the hearts of graduates, former students and other friends. 
Faithful teachers have here given themselves in devoted service to the Church 
through the many years. Untold blessings have gone out to our people from 
Albert Lea Luther Academy. Southern Minnesota District was the home of 
the school and we take this opportunity of expressing gratitude to God for the 
eontribution of this institution. Most of the school’s equipment has been moved 
to Waldorf College. We are pleased to learn that our institution at Forest 
City has now adopted the name, Waldorf College and Luther Academy. 


Parish Records 

The ministerial books are intended to carry a complete and permanent record 
of all ministerial acts in each congregation. It is emphatically important that 
these books be carefully kept. During vacancies some official in the congre- 
gation should be authorized to enter all records. As a rule the parish books 
are in good order, but we have noted some neglects. We would urge that records 
of ministerial acts be entered as promptly, carefully and neatly as possible.

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Your Committee begs leave to submit the following report: 

1. It is with gratitude to our merciful Father in Heaven we are gathered 
at this 13th annual convention of our Dist. Graciously has He protected and 
prospered the congregations and institutions, and missions of our Synod in 
their various activities, and richly blessed the humble efforts of His servants. 
May His goodness and mercy serve to deepen our devotion and increase our 
usefulness in our future services. ; 

2. It is with much interest we hold our convention on this scenic spot 
so rich in. sacred memories of the fruitful service rendered our Church dur- 
ing the past 50 years by the Red Wing Seminary. We thank God for the 
wholesome influence that has enriched the life and labors of our Church through 
the faithful servants who have gone out from this institution into the Lord’s 
vineyard. 

3. Inasmuch as Prof. H. BE. Jorgensen has resigned as President of Red 
Wing Seminary, the Convention extends to him a vote of thanks and apprecia- 
tion for his faithful and efficient service rendered during his presidency, 
wishing him God’s rich blessing in his continued service of the Lord. 

4. The Southern Minnesota District recommends that, as far as possible, 
an opportunity be given Representatives of the Pacific Lutheran College to 
present the cause and needs of the College to the congregations of our 
District. 

5. We thank God that so far the schools of our Church have succeeded in 
preventing the inroads of Modernism. But may we always realize the vital 
importance of being on our guard against the faintest approach of this dan- 
gerous enemy. 

6. Our District Convention urges upon all the congregations of our Dis- 
trict to fittingly observe the 400th anniversary of Luther’s Small Catechism. 

7. a. The Convention heartily endorses the suggestion of holding Circuit 
Mission Festivals where all the activities of our Synod may be considered 
in their proper relation to each other.

Committee No. 2—Education 


Committee No. 2 consisting of pastors Mannes, Magelssen, and Fritz, and 
the delegates Joe Norby and A. Engelsen, organized by electing A. M. Mannes 
Chairman and C. A. Fritz Secretary. 

We submit the following report: 

The Southern Minnesota District in convention assembled, expresses its 
gratitude to God for the work He has enabled us to do, as a Church, in the 
field of Christian Education during the past year. May the Spirit of God so 
guide the teaching o our youth at our various institutions of learning that they 
may go out to the various activities of life with the single purpose of truly 
serving their Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 

The Southern Minnesota District, though mindful of its lack of authority 
to shape the general educational policies of the Church, would, nevertheless, 
make the following declaration of principles and _ policies, especially as they 
affect the schools and institutions of learning within our district: 

1. a. The Board of Education and the Church Council are highly com- 
mended for their vigilance in seeking to maintain at all our educational in- 
stitutions the integrity of the Word of God, and the confessions of the Church. 

b. At a time when even many of those institutions that were founded by 
Evangelical Churches, in whole or in part, have abandoned the Christian fun- 
damentals, it behooves us more than ever, to exercise “eternal vigilance” in 
these matters. Our secondary schools and colleges are the agencies, whereby, 
as far as the future is concerned, we contend for the faith once delivered to 
the saints. If our colleges become camps of liberalism, our Church, as the 
salt of the earth, will have lost its savor. Evangelical Lutheranism encour- 
ages freedom of thought but does not countenance disloyalty to the Word under 
the guise of academic freedom. 


Red Wing Seminary 


2. The district rejoices over the career of Red Wing Seminary which this 
year celebrates its fiftieth anniversary. We recognize with gratitude to God 
that at this particular institution hundreds of young men, and in the last 
fifteen years many women have experienced the saving grave of God through 
the new birth, and have gone forth in large numbers as laborers in the Lord’s 
vineyard. Being owned and operated by the Church it should receive the 
whole hearted support of the Church and particularly of its alumni, that it 
may continue to be one of our spiritual centers, and so maintain the principles 
of its founders.

100% Budget 
38. The District would urge upon all its pastors and congregations to do 
all in their power to raise the complete educational budget without which the 
schools will be seriously hampered in their work. The budget calls for 100% 
and not merely 85%. 
Efficiency and Economy 


4. While the Church owned schools have a priority claim upon the sup- 
port of the Church, the District would urge upon the administration of each 
school to exercise a rigid policy of efficiency and economy, and not seek to 
expand without due authority from the Board of Education. 


Pacific Lutheran College 


5. a. The District is mindful of the precarious condition of several of the 
subsidized schools within the Church, particularly Pacific Lutheran College, 
Parkland, Washington. Falling short of an adequate income from its invested 
endowment and the appropriation from the Church, this institution must ob- 
tain an emergency help from interested congregations and individuals of the 
middle West, in order to be placed on the accredited list of Junior Colleges. 

b. The District, to relieve the situation may elect a committee of three 
to aid the administration in establishing contacts with pastors and churches 
of the District who may be able and willing to lend this assistance. 

ec. We recognize the missionary nature of this institution, and therefore 
recommend it to the consideration of the Board of Home Missions of our 
Church, with the hope that this Board may find ways and means for sup- 
porting this necessary work among our people out West. 


Luther Theological Seminary 


6. The District rejoices over the blessed work carried on annually at 
Luther Theological Seminary in preparing a large group of young men each 
year for the Gospel Ministry. It recognizes also that more aggressive home 
mission work must be done by the Church, that these laborers may not have 
to stand idle when their course is completed. It desires however, to call the 
attention of the Church to the very serious problem of securing a sufficient 
number of theological candidates who are qualified to do work in congrega- 
tions and mission fields, where the use of the Norwegian language is yet an 
absolute necessity for many years to come. The Seminary can not continue 
to serve the Church effectively, if a majority of the candidates are unable 
to do bi-lingual work with a reasonable degree of proficiency. 


Elementary Christian Education 


7. a. The District commends most heartily the work of our general Board 
of Hlementary Christian Education for the work they have done to foster ef- 
fective teaching staffs in our Sunday Schools, ete.; for the many teachers’ 
helps they have and are preparing, and for the questionnaires sent out to the 
pastors to determine the exact status of our work along the line of elementary 
Christian Education. 

b. We recognize the need of trained leadership in this field, and would 
recommend the consideration of a special course in Christian Pedagogy at our 
Seminary adequate to the importance of the work. 

e. We commend and thank our District officers for giving the matter of 
Elementary Christian Education such a large place on our program at this 
convention. 

d. We would urge our general Church officers or program committees to 
give Elementary Christian Education a place on the program. of our next 
general convention.

4. That congregations be reminded to receive offerings for Chureh Ex- 
tension. 

5. That special efforts be made by all congregations to contribute their 
entire apportionments to the Synedical budget and that the amounts be sent 
to the treasurer at the earliest possible date.

1. We are thankful to God that, not least in the field of Foreign Missions, 
we live in a day of large opportunity. We thank Him for the large measure 
of prosperity granted during the past year to the work of our Church in its 
three foreign fields, and for the renewed assurance brought to us that Christ 
is everywhere able to win, and to keep the loyalty of men of every race, and 
under conditions of severest trial. 

2. The Church thanks congregations and members for all they have done 
to carry on the work of Foreign Missions. We have the confidence that such 
support will not only continue, but will increase, with growing knowledge of 
opportunity and need. 

3. The Convention recognizes with gratitude and appreciation the work 
of the Women’s Missionary Federation in the field of Foreign Missions. 

4. Regarding those who have labored in this field, and have during the 
year been called home—Reverend M. Saterlie, for so many years Mission 
Secretary; Professor Dr. O. R. Wold, President of the Union Lutheran ‘Theol- 
ogical Seminary in China since its foundation, and lately signally honored 
by the Chinese Christians by being elected president of the Lutheran Church 
-in China for the second time; Mrs. John Ylvisaker, Mrs. J. Skaar, and the 
children, Norman Wold and Norman Holm—we thank God for their lives and 
labors, and express our-heartfelt sympathy with those who are bereaved. 

5. We wish to express our sympathy with those missionaries and native 
Christians, especially in China, who have suffered pain and loss, in mind, 
body or estate, during troublous times. We rejoice in the steadfastness of 
their faith, and confidently look for the fruits of their patience. 

6. To the missionaries at home, or now returning, on furlough or sick- 
leave; we would extend greetings of hearty welcome, with the wish that they 
may here in the homeland find rest and refreshment for body and soul, that 
they may, according to their wishes, return in due time with renewed strength 
to the fields to which God and the Church have called them. We recognize 
the great importance of their visits round about in the congregations, giving 
information and inspiration to our people. 

7. The Convention commends the action of the Board of Foreign Missions 
in sending Pastors J. D. Runsvold and J. J. Lee on a tour of inspection and 
visitation to China. The reasons given by President Aasgaard in his message 
seemed more: than sufficient to justify such action. We endorse the principle 
involved, and believe that it is good for the Church at home, as well as for 
the Church in the mission fields, that such inspection be made periodically, and 
that money so expended is not wasted, but well invested. 

8. We rejoice that the Board has found it possible to call and send so 
many of the old workers back to China, since such action must be based upon 
the conviction that the situation is now such that there are reasonable prospects 
of doing effective work. We are glad that new workers are also called for 
all three of our fields. We hope that Mrs. Karl Lundeberg’s health will soon 
be recovered so completely that Dr. Lundeberg and she can proceed to South 
Africa. 

9. We appreciate the importance of the union Lutheran efforts and activi- 
ties carried on in each of the mission fields. We hope and pray that the 
Lutheran Church of China, as well as that of Madagascar and South Africa, 
nay increasingly realize itself, and grow in faith and effectiveness. 

10. We welcome the growth in self-consciousness among the Christians in 
all the mission fields, with increasing sense of responsibility for carrying on 
the work of bringing the Gospel to their own peoples. We recognize the 
necessity of accommodating our mission policy and working methods to this 
movement, and commend the efforts of the Board and the various field con- 
ferences in this direction. 

11. In view of the fact that China is still in a state of revolution, we 
commend to all our people an attitude of sympathy and patience, with stead- 
fastness in faith and continuance in prayer that the Chinese may as soon as 
possible achieve stability and peace, and realize themselves as a nation. 

12. Recognizing that the open doors of opportunity in the several fields, 
are also God’s urgent call to us to enter in, the convention urges upon all 
congregations and members the necessity of carrying on the work with in- 
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creased devotion. We-must not be satisfied with raising the guaranteed 
eighty-five per cent of the budget, but one hundred per cent and more. 

13. The Committee submits the following drafts of letters of greeting to 
be sent to our missionaries in our three mission fields: : 


To the Conference of the Lutheran United Mission in China: 

Grace and peace from God be multiplied to you! 

The Southern Minnesota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, in convention assembled at Red Wing, Minnesota, June 12-16, 
thanks you heartily for your letter of greeting. 

We note with joy your steadfast courage and faith in time of trials and 
under many difficulties. 

We are thankful to God that once more it appears that He is able to 
make even storms and upheavals minister to the advancement of the Kingdom, 
if we are willing and faithful.

Committee No. 6 met and organized by electing Rev. Otto Mostrom Chair- 
man, and Rey. O. P. Stensland Secretary. 

The Committee presents the following resolutions: 

Resolved that: 

1. It is with deepest, reverent humility we give thanks to our God, who 
gave us the means; who gave us willing hearts; who gave us opportunities 
to give of these means to further the work of His Kingdom. We honor and 
praise Him above all for what He was able to accomplish through our gifts 
to His Church. 

2. We express our sincere gratitude to the President of our District, the 
financial Secretary and other officers of the District for every effort on their 
part in helping our District to gather the funds that were raised in 1928. 
We also desire to thank our pastors for their faithful support, and the 
Circuit Financial Secretaries, the local congregation officers for all they did, 
that we might have the means at hand to share in the great work of the 
Church. 

3. To our congregations for their support given in a financial way, we 
wish to convey our hearty thanks and pray God’s continued blessings to in- 
spire us to continue such loyal support. 

4. It is with joyful hearts that we call the attention of the convention 
to the fact that 85 congregations in our District contributed in excess of their 
apportionment. We commend and praise them for their special interest and 
help. Also do we commend the 45 congregations who contributed the full 
amount of the apportionment asked of them. 


But it is with deepest regret that we call attention to the 211 congrega- 
tions who contributed less than the amount asked of them, and therefore we 
would encourage such congregations and pastors to employ every effort and 
means under prayer to God for help to increase their contributions. 

We further regret to call attention to the fact that 29 congregations gave 
nothing to Education, 19 congregations gave nothing to Home Missions, 18 
congregations gave nothing to Foreign Missions, and 16 congregations gave 
nothing to Charities. 

Most of all do we regret that 9 congregations did not give anything to 
any of the branches of our Church Work. 3 

We would encourage all such congregations therefore to use greater ef- 
fort to contribute something for the support of God’s Kingdom. 

We also recommend that congregations should endeavor to send in con- 
tributions quarterly as voted by our last General Convention. 

5. We heartily endorse the President’s recommendation in regard to the 
1929 budget: 


“We are anxious to raise our part of the budget in 1929. During the past - 


two years we have reached approximately 90 per cent. Brethren, since we 
come so near the goal, is it not possible for Southern Minnesota to realize 
the remaining 10 per cent? If we could report the District 100 per cent at 
our next convention, we are convinced that we would be a happier and more 
satisfied people. Many have responded generously and we wish to thank them 
on behalf of the Church. We recognize the circumstances in some places have 
made it impossible to give as the heart may have desired. Every Christian 
should seriously consider the matter of his giving to the Lord’s work. Some- 
times we are most easily deceived on this score. Our budget has been called 
“the blessed burden lifting budget,” making possible, as it does, our work of 
mercy, Education, Foreign Missions and Home Missions. Indeed it is lifting 
burdens and wiping away tears. An excellent booklet entitled “Know your 
Church,” has been sent out by the Board of Trustees and the four depart- 
ments. This is a step in the right direction. May this little booklet be widely 
distributed among old and young. If our people know they will respond.”

The Committee appointed at the last Convention, and consisting of A. HB. 
Anderson, Cottonwood, Dr. L. W. Boe, Northfield, Hon. J. N. Jacobson, Hills, 
Rep. Strandemo of Medford and Rey. Tenner Thompson, Minneapolis, met at 


‘the Curtis Hotel and organized by electing A. E. Anderson Chairman, and Rey. 


Thompson Secretary. 

After some discussion a plan of procedure was adopted, the essentials of 
which are: 

a. Send a questionnaire to all district presidents to get a consensus of 
opinion in regard to the desirability and feasibility of building a home or 
adding an extra rental allowance to the present salary. 

b. To ascertain what other districts have done and estimate the approx- 
imate cost of building, as well as rentals in various locations. 

ce. To ascertain the best working method of raising the amount either for 
building or for rental. 

It was moved that the secretary be instructed to proceed with this plan, 
and to call a later meeting to discuss the results. 

The meeting adjourned. A. E. ANDERSON, President.

In the month of February the Committee consisting of Messrs. Anderson, 
Strandemo and Thompson met in St. Paul to discuss the results of the ques- 
tionnaire. The Secretary presented the opinions of the various district presi- 
dents and others interviewed. 

The Committee presents this report: 

Resolved : 

a. That we, the Southern Minnesota District, add to the present income 
of the President a sum of $1000.00 each year to be used for house rent. 

b. That this amount be raised by direct special levy and apportioned to 
each congregation pro rata of the budget. 

As -to whether it shall be a separate levy apart from the budget or appor- 
tioned and raised simultaneously with the budget should be left to the Com- 
mittee or officer elected for this cause with the consensus of opinion of the 
district convention expressed. 

e. That the district consider the presentation of the following resolution 
to the general meeting of our Church body next year. Resolved that these 
amounts known as “extra for house rent,” in all districts be added to the 
Home Mission Budget of each district so deciding, and raised with the same. 

The Committee presents these resolutions for the following reasons: 

After considerable study of the plan, the rental plan is recommended as 
it is considered desirable for each president and his work to choose the city 
and locality in that city and type of dwelling most suited to the needs of him- 
self and family. It will give the President the necessary freedom in this 
matter commensurate with his work for the district. It will be less trouble 
to raise the amount and there will be no upkeep. It is supported by all our 
district presidents, as being most desirable. The Committee recommends that 
if this plan be adopted it be made retroactive from the time of Rev. Kleven’s 
election to the presidency.

The South Dakota District is grateful to God for the blessed work of the 
pioneer pastors of our Church and it recognizes that their labors were not in 
Mean and that today the Church is reaping abundant fruit as a result of their 
abors. 

Whereas there are still with us a great number of these old servants who 
because of old age or sickness are unable to be in active service and 

Whereas we also have a number of younger pastors and missionaries who 
because of sickness have been forced to discontinue work. And besides these 
we have also a number of pastors’ widows who have taken their share of per- 
sonal sacrifice for God’s kingdom ; 

Be it therefore resolved by the South Dakota District that it heartily en- 
dorses the resolutions of previous conventions to give these servants annual 
pensions up to $500 per year. ; 

The recommendation of the South Dakota District is therefore that every 
congregation contributes the full assigned apportionment to this cause. 


Article II

IOWA DISTRICT 
1. President’s Report 


If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those “things which aré above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of God.” 

Set. your affection on things above, not on things on the earth. And what- 
so ever ve do in word or deed, do it all in the name of the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God and the Father by him. (Col. 3:1, 2, 17.) 

A prosperous merchant takes inventory of his stocks. He wants to know 
his standing whether he is progressing or making a failure. 

Now—if a business man wants to know his financial standing in his com- 
mercial affairs, it ought to be self-evident for every individual—as well as 
the Church—to investigate and know how it is prospering in regard to its 
heavenly calling. 

“For what does it profit a man if he gains the whole world, and loses his 
own soul.” or what shall a man give in exchange of his soul?” 

Our district constitution calls for an annual report by the district president. 
I find it very difficult to give such report. God only—who searchest the ruins 
and hearts of men knows the true condition. I can only draw my conclu- 
sions from external appearance. They look very favorable and promising in 
many instances. Blegant church buildings and institutions of learning are 
erected. Hundreds of young men and women attend our Accademies and 
Colleges. Church attendance fair—at times. Contributions toward supporting 
chureh activities quite general. Iowa district raised $145,166.41 last year 
(An. Report 1928 page 404), Ladies Aid’s active, and the pastors and teachers 
are constantly at work. 

The seed is certainly sown. “Sown by way side high, Sown on the rocks 
to die, Sown where the thorns will spoil, Sown in the fertile soil.” What 
will the harvest be?—God only knows. 

Iowa district includes 8 states, and is divided into 8 circuits—Decorah 
“Bagle Grove,” “Forest City and Estherville,’ ‘“Kansas” and ‘Oklahoma,’ 
“Sioux City,” “St. Ansgar,” “Story City” and ‘“‘Texas.” 

There are 96 pastors in the districts, 195 congregations, 28,877 confirmed 
members, 13, 622 voting members and 45,024 souls. 

There are 7 institutions within the boundary of Iowa district: 

“Beloit. Orphan’s Home,” Beloit, Iowa: “Story City Old People’s Home,” 
Story City, Iowa: “Aase Hougens Old People’s Home,” Decorah, Iowa; ‘“Gal- 
veston Seamen’s Mission Home,” Galveston, Texas; “Clifton College,” Clifton, 
Texas; “Waldorf College,’ Forest City, Iowa; ‘Luther College,’’ Decorah, Ia. 

The field is large and the activities are many. It is impossible in a report 
of this kind to go into details. The program committee has asked the super- 
intendents and the presidents of the various institutions to report direct to 
this convention on the conditions at their respective institutions. I shall in 
my report only tuch briefly upon the Home, the Congregation and the Pastor. 


The Home 

Our homes are not what they used to be, and what they ought to be. No 
devotion, No family altar in many homes of our church. Sears Roebuck and 
Montgomery Wards Catalogues, Novels and Newspapers and a deluge of all 
kinds of periodicals have flooded our homes. "The Bible and our good old 
JLutheran books of devotion is no more to be found and used in many homes 
of our church. 

Homes are broken up by freauent devorces and general lack of resnnet 
for the estate of holy matrimony. The home which was intended to be a 
little heaven on earth is in many cases by ungodly conduct turn out to be a 
hell of curse and misery. 

Merciful God—take pity on us and save our homes from destruction and 
ruin. 

As a rule we are not doing for our children what our parents did for us. 
Many children of today have to shift for themselves. Too niany societies,

too many socials. too many banquets, too many clubs to attend to. Homes 
in many cases are getting to be but a boarding house and a lodging place to 
sleep—part of the night. 

Parents guard your home. Make it attractive, happy and lovely. Asso- 
ciate with vour children, and they will love you and their home the more, 
and sing that sweet old tune: “Home, sweet home, No place like home.” 

What T esvecially wish to stress in this connection is the importance of 
Christian instruction. “Take this child and nurse it for me and “I will give 
thee thy wages.” " 

There must certainly be a lack of vision in regard to this matter, Accade- 
mies, Colleges and Seminaries are built and supported for which we are grate- 
ful. But what are we doing for our children before they can be sent to col- 
lege? And furthermore, there are comparatively only a small percentage that 
goes to college. Thousands of our young people get no Christian instruction 
after they are through preparing for Confirmation. And if Confirmation is 
to be abandoned too, as there seem to be a tendency and agitation for, I am 
affraid that there will be children’ growing up as baptized heathens in our 
communities. How much Christian instruction does our children as a rule 
get at the present time? At the very best 20 days parochial school a year.’ 
Many congregations have no week-day nor Sunday school at all. And who 
are teaching these 20 days of parochial school? Any one you can hire. If 
a young boy or girl has attended an academy a winter or two they are often 
elected as teacher. What can a person with the very best intention do as 
teacher without any special training? 

What can you expect? 

And we find the same situation in Sunday schools. I wish you pastors 
would take time to investigate what some of your young unexperienced teach- 
ers are telling the children in Sunday school. I am sad at heart over what 
I have experienced in this respect. I am sure if you pastors really knew 
what is going on in form of teaching in many Sunday schools you would 
cut out some of your other activities and spend at least one evening a week 
instructing your young Sunday school teachers. It would be a special blessed 
service rendered to your congregation. , 

God bless you brother pastors who takes ample time for instructing youl 
Confirmation classes and Catechise the children in church on Sunday. Even 
if there is a Sunday school, I would advise you to Catechise the whole Sun- 
day school for at least 20 minutes every Sunday. 

I rejoice to know that there are some congregations in our district which 
have arranged the Christian instruction for the children in such a splendid 
way that every child attending public school in town and at consolidated 
schools gets a period of religious instruction every day during the term of the 
public school by a special trained teacher—hired and paid by the congregation. 

“Train up a child in the way he shall go, and when he is old. he will not 
depart from it.” 


Congregation 


“Blessed are they that hear the word of God and keep it.” 

O that our congregation could realize and appreciate the blessings of the 
Christian church, where we and our children were made heirs of his King- 
dom, guided, protected and supported on our lifes journey until this day. 
We would certainly feel a desire to give thanks unto God the Father through 
Jesus: Christ our Lord and Savior. Just think of it friends, there are 18 
hundred million people in this world, and only one third has yet heard the 
gospel of Jesus, and we have been instructed in the way of salvation from 
childhood. What a blessing and what a responsibility? Let us not forget that, 
Let us stop arguing and discussing the question of reducing the activities 
of our church either on the home mission field nor out in the heathen lands. 
Let us take to heart what the Lord has commanded. In the 54th chapter of 
the book of Isaiah we read: ‘Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them 
stretch forth the curtains of thine habitation, spare not, lengthen thy cords

and strengthen thy stakes.” There is danger of growing weary in well doing, 
and because indifference and conformed to this world not seeking those things 
which are above. 

Our church seems to be aware of this danger when at the last general con- 
vention adopted the following resolution: 

“In view of the unquestioned fact that the greatest need of the church 
is for deepening and strengthening of the spiritual life, which need is espe- 
cially great at the present time because of the powerful anti-Christian influ- 
ence pressing in upon us from without, and because of our own ever-present 
weaknesses and insufficiency. 

Be it resolved, that a committee of five be elected with instructions to 
arrange for a general conference on spiritual life and growth within our 
church. Said conference to be devoted primarily to a sincere and prayerful 
study of actual present day condition in the light of God’s word, and to con- 
sentrating the attention of our people upon the essential scriptural means 
and methods of meeting these conditions and promoting true spirituality.” 

It would be well of the Convention could heartily endorse this resolution. 


The Pastor 


I wish that our Convention would be of such nature that every pastor 
could leave this Convention inspired and encouraged in their work. I know 
from personal experience that the pastor has many sad difficulties to contend 
with. Ati times almost on the verge of despondency. But brothers do not 
lose courage. Remember the promise of the Lord: I am with thee always. 
And as thy days are, so shalt thy strenght be. 

In my estimation there as altogether too many organizations within 
the congregations, and the pastor is expected to be present at all kinds of 
gatherings. He does not get the time needed to prepare for his real work. 

The relation between the congregation and the pastor is, with a few ex- 
ceptions, as usual satisfactory. But sorry to say, there has this year been 
more serious difficulties to adjust, than in any former years during my time 
in office. 

I would admonish pastors to walk circumspectly, not giving the least rea- 
son for any unfovorable reports. 

“Take heed unto thyself, and unto the doctrine, continue in them; for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thyself, and them that hear thee.” 

And I would warn every church member not to spread rumors about the 
pastor. Every man—pastors included—is to be considered innocent until he 
is proved guilty. “Against an elder receive not an accusation, but before two 
or three witnesses.” 


Evangelistic Work 


This branecb of Christian activity in Iowa district does not seem to grow 
and prosper. Pastors and Congregations have been reluctant in sending invita- 
tions to the Iowa district Evangelist Rev. Johan Olson, Decorah, Iowa. Rev. 
Olson is elected Evangelist for the district and is willing to visit any pastor 
and congregation within the district as soon as he receives an invitation. But 
without invitation he will not take up Evangelistic work in any call. 

I have reports from pastors and congregations where brother Olson has 
carried on Byangelistic work, and they are all very thankful for the help and 
blessings they received by his visit. Rev. Olson preaches the whole council of 
God unto salvation, the law and the gospel, testifying repentance toward God 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ without any modern methods and hu- 
man invention. 

I trust our Evangelist will receive many invitations during this convention. 


Laymen’s Activities 


In all my reports to the district conventions, I have mentioned the Home 
Mission carried on by our laymen. I have been, and I am still of the conviction 
that there is room and need for this activity, and properly conducted it is a 
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blessing to our church. This I know from personal experience and observation, 
and by testimonies received from pastors and congregations where such meetings 
have been conducted. 

I felt sad when the accusation was raised against Iowa district of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church that the district as such was opposed to laymen acti- 
vities. I made an effort last year in my report to clear up the misunderstand- 
ing of a paragraph adopted in 1927. Amotion was carried to drop this matter 
for the present time with the understanding to bring it up for this convention. 
Personally I have nothing to add nor nothing to take away. I wish to read 
what I stated in my last years report concerning this matter as many of you 
who are gathered at this convention were not present in 1927. 

“There has been so much private talk and so much public writings about the 
standing of our church on this question, that I consider it proper for once to 
state and call attention to what the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
has decided concerning this very question. 

In the articles of agreement adopted 1917 we read as follows: 

“For at undgaa enhver misforstaaelse i saken erklerer de konfererende sam- 
fund at de anerkjender den kristelige legmandsvirksomhet saaledes som den er 
bestemt i fellesrapporten derom, og vil opelske den. 

Det skal saaledes ikke ansees som ukirkelig eller svermeri at folk kommer 
sammen til felles bén og kraftig arbeide for vekkelse og aandelig liv.” 

I trust that no one, who has read this paragraph will have the courage to 
continue spreading the rumor, that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
opposes the activeties of laymen. And when the decision of the church council 
is misconstrued to the extent, that a layman in Iowa district is not allowed to 
visit a sick person, read the word of God and pray with him, and for Christian 
men to come together for devotion without having asked the pastor and con- 
gregation for permission to do so. it is a total misunderstanding of the para- 
graph adopted by the church council. 

This is what the church council says: 

“Besluttet at ingen fremmed person under normale forhold har ret til — if¢l- 
ge Guds ord — at optre som predikant i en menighet uten paa indbydelse av 
menigheten selv, og i samraad med menighetens prest og diakoner.” 

The reason for this advice given by the council was, that pastors and con- 
gregations were complaining, that men from other congregation and other Sy- 
nods without invitation and without consulting pastor and deacons started 
church work in oppositiou to pastor and local congregation. 

This is what we are trying to stop, and it must be stopped, or it will ruin 
the blessed and much needed layman’s work in our church. 

I deplore, however, that a committee report at our district meeting last year 
did not give a verbatim quotation of the paragraph adopted by the church 
council. 

I wish to state and give credit to the officers of the Inner Mission of Iowa 
district that they—as far as I know—have conducted the layman’s work in the 
district in full accordance with the paragraph adopted by the church council.

I. Thanksgiving 


The Iowa District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America assembled 
in convention at Eagle Grove, Iowa, gives thanks: 

(1) to Almighty God for the fruit which the means of grace have pro- 
duced in the form of contributions to the various activities of our Church. 

(2) to the congregations of our Church, who through God’s grace con- 
tributed $144,661.78 to our general budget during the fiscal year 1928. 

(3) to the district president, the financial secretary of the district, to 
the financial secretaries of the circuits, to the Board of Trustees and the 
Finance Committee for the efforts which they have put forth in the interest 
of the budget. 

II. Chureh Schools 

We note with much concern that there is a budget deficit of $8,905.84 for 
the year 1928. This deficit is distributed as follows: 13.2% in the depart- 
ment of Education, 7.6% in the department of Home Missions and 83.4% in 
the department of Charities. In the department of Foreign Mission there 
is a surplus of 1.2% due to temporary retrenchment in our mission field in 
China. These figures show that there is not the proper conception in the 
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minds of our Church people of the importance of our church schools. This 
conclusion is strengthened by the fact that eleven congregations of the dis- 
trict did not contribute to Education. This fact becomes doubly serious when 
we remember that we enjoy the blessings of having three of our Church 
schools located within the Iowa District. We therefore respectfully urge upon 
our pastors to do all in their power to raise the importance of Christian 
education in the conception of our Church people. 


Ill. Deficit 


A. According to a resolution passed by the general body in 1926 all de- 
ficits are absorbed by the budget for the following year, This means that 
every department having a deficit begins the year with a handicap. Since 
these deficits are largely due to interest paid on borrowed money, it becomes 
a matter of great importance not only to gather the full budget, but to gather 
it early. We therefore urge upon all congregations, who have not done so 
to collect the budget quarterly and to send in the last quarter so early that 
the last two months of the year may be devoted to the collection of the budget 
for the following year. 

B. We note with pleasure, however, that fifty congregations of our district 
contributed in excess of the amount apportioned. Twenty-eight contributed 
the exact amount, and that only six congregations did not contribute to any 
of the departments. 


IV. Women’s Missionary Federation 


The Iowa District appreciates the efforts of the Women’s Missionary Fed- 
eration both the assistance rendered directly in the raising of funds and indi- 
rectly by the deepening of the spiritual life which must result from the 
splendid programs which they render from time to time. The district thanks 
them and wishes them God’s blessing. 


Vv. The Young People’s Luther League 


The Young People’s Luther League has also this year loyally supported the 
cause of our Church. The District realizes that the future of the Church 
to a great extent rests with the Young People and recommends that the work 
of the league be supported in every way possible. 


VI. Advances to Institutions 

The Iowa District notes that $6,155.83 have been advanced to Beloit Orphans 
Home, an institution within our district. The district urges upon its con- 
gregations to remember this institution with substantial gifts in order that 
it may be able to return the loan and at the same time be able to carry 
on its work.

The Iowa District expresses its appreciation of the work of the Loan 
and Investment Committee in obtaining safe and profitable loans. We hope 
that this work may be carried on in the future with the same regard for 
profit and safety.

Whereas: Waldorf Lutheran College, in Forest City, Iowa, an institution 
of the Iowa District, is the largest Junior College in the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church. 


‘Whereas: Waldorf College has now served the Church for twenty-five 
years, during which time it has, by’ the grace of God, sent out many laborers 
in the vineyard of the Lord, and has been an agency under God building 
strong Christian manhood and womanhood. 

Whereas: This is the first time in the history of the institution that 
Waldorf has ever made a general appeal for help. 

Whereas: Waldorf, in loyalty to the Church, has set aside previous ap- 
peals for help that other campaigns which the Church had planned might 
not be hampered. “ 

Whereas: The time has now arrived when Waldorf College must put 
itself in better financial condition in order to serve the Church in a more 
effective way. 

Be it resolved: That the Iowa District of the N. L. C. A., assembled in 
convention in Eagle Grove, Iowa, this tenth day of June, hereby heartily 
endorses the contemplated campaign of Waldorf College to raise a minimum 
fund of $150,000 to liquidate its indebtedness and provide an endowment fund. 

Rev. O. R. Sletten moved the adoption of this resolution. Rev. L. E. Kleppe 
seconded the motion. 

The following spoke in support of the motion: Dr. O. L. Olson, Hon. 8S. R. 
Torgeson, Rev. A. Berge, Mr. T. O. Heggen, Rev. D. C. Jordahl. 

Voting on Rev. Sletten’s resolution resulted in 70 for, and none against, 
and thus it carried. 

Prof. C. B. Tyssen of Clifton College, Clifton, Texas, addressed the Con- 
vention in the interest of that institution.

College be given 15 minutes. 

A substitute motion was offered that these representatives be given the 
privilege of the floor. Seconded. 

The substitute motion lost. 

Dr. O. Tingelstad, Pres. of Pacific Lutheran College, and Rey. O. J. Ordal 
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of So. Bellingham, Wash., in turn addressed the convention in the interest of 
_the Emergency appeal for Pacific Lutheran College. 

The following resolution was offered by Rev. H. M. Normann that “Iowa 
District in convention assembled endorse the suggestion of General President 
Dr. J. A. Aasgaard as to the Pacific Lutheran College and its immediate need 
of funds.” Seconded. This resolution was adopted. ; 

Mr. A. E. Anderson of Cottonwood, Minn., member of the Pension Board, 
and Hon. S. R. Torgeson of Joice, Iowa, in turn addressed the convention 
in the interest of the New Pension Plan. 

Moved and seconded that we hear the Report of Committee No. 1 Tues- 
day at 10 a. m. 

On motion it was decided that we extend the time now sufficiently to 
hear the reading of the Report of Committee No. 1. 

Committee No. 1 reported as follows through Rev. G. O. Paulsrud: 


Committee No. 1—Churech Affairs 


The Committee respectfully submits the following resolutions: 

I. The Iowa District thanks God in Jesus’ name for the manifold 
blessings bestowed upon us during the past year, as land and people in general, 
and Iowa District, and our Church in particular, and as the future is un- 
known to us, therefore we pray that God will guide and protect us in the 
days to come. 

II. The District urges its people faithfully to practice family devotion 
and seriously instruct the children in Christianity, in the home, in Sunday 
School, in Parochial School, confirmation instruction, and catechization in 
the Church. 

Ill. We urge our people to a fuller appreciation of the Church and 
to make the best use of the means of Grace that God has given His Church. 

IV. We admonish our pastors not to be taken up so much with the dif- 
ferent societies in the Church so that they neglect a thorough preparation of 
their sermons and that they in doctrine and life prove themselves worthy of 
their office. 

V. We recommend that the Rev. Johan Olson continues as the evangelist 
of the District on the same condition as before and ask that the congrega- 
tion make use of Rev. Olson. 

VI. We thank God for the earnest Christian work our laymen have done. 

VII. Whereas our laymen have disapproved of our resolution at our Dis- 
trict meeting at Decorah in 1927, and which resolution reads as follows: 

“That no layman within our District should conduct religious services in 
any of our congregations or’visit the congregation for the purpose of doing 
any religious, work whatever without first obtaining the permission of the 
local pastor and congregation,” We resolve that: 

(a) This resolution be rescinded. 

(b) Be it further resolved that the resolution of the Church Council be 
adopted and that the District abides by this resolution. The resolution reads 
as follows: 

“Resolved, that no strange person under a normal condition has any right— 
according to God’s word—to preach in the congregation without being in- 
vited by the congregation itself or with the consent of the pastor and deacons.”

Committee No. 2 reported as follows: 


Committee No. 2—Education 


I. The Iowa District of the N. L. C. A. gives thanks to God that He has 
given us the desire and power to carry on the work of our Christian educa- 
tional institutions also during the past year to His glory and for the ad- 
vanecement of His Kingdom. 


II. The Convention urges upon the pastors and congregations to give a 
full support to this work that its mission may not be hampered by a lack of 
interest reflected in a curtailed budget. 


III. The Convention recognizes the vital importance of giving our young 
people an opportunity for securing an education built on a Christian founda- 
tion and conforming to the Christian point of view, even as it recognizes 
more and more how great are the dangers to Christian faith and principles 
in the modern educational world which is, in general, not merely God-less 
but definitely anti-Christian and anti-Biblical. 


IV. The Convention is, at this time, especially thankful for the efforts 
and influence of the three schools of our Church in the Iowa District and 
expresses its appreciation— 

(1) of the work carried on and accomplished by the pioneer school of 
our Church, Luther College, under the leadership of Dr. O. L. Olson, in pre- 
paring men for servants in the Church and in civil society. 

(2) of the work of Waldorf College which, during the last year, accepted 
Luther Academy of Albert Lea, and has increased its attendance by 15%, and 
especially of the work of Prof. Helgen, who has resigned his position as presi- 
dent of Waldorf College after nine years of efficient and consecrated service 
in this institution. We wish him God’s blessing in his future work. 

The Convention wishes the new president of Waldorf College, Rev. C. N. 
Granskou, success and God’s help in the responsible task which confronts 
him in this growing institution. 

(3) of the work carried on by Clifton College in Texas, and of the loyal 
and selfsacrificing support given this institution by our few Texas congrega- 
tions who are shouldering practically the whole burden of maintaining this 
school.

Glesne, and Prof. C. Tyssen organized with Rev. L. O. Thorson as chairman, 
and C. Tyssen as secretary, and submits the following report: 

(1) The Iowa District of the N. L. C. A. in convention assembled express. 
gratitude to God for the progress made in all fields of Home Missions. 

(2). We wish to call attention to the work done by our Church at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, for the deaf and dumb. 

To our congregations, who have such unfortunates in their midst, we 
recommend that they make use of such institution where the children are 
brought under Lutheran influence.

Committee No. 4—Foreign Missions 
Committee Number 4 reported through Rev. N. Astrup Larsen as follows: 


The Iowa District expresses thanks to Almighty God who also during the 
past year has blessed the work of our Church in foreign lands. Especially 
do we note with gratitude that the Board is able to say that, although we have 
lost property, we have gained experience, and although we have lost workers, 
we have won souls for Christ. 


The Crisis in China 

The Iowa District desires to impress upon our congregations that the 
recent adversities of missionaries and Christians in China are no cause for 
discouragement and should not be looked upon as justifying any decrease in 
our contributions to the cause. Rather should they strengthen us in the 
conviction that, in the measure that we profit by experience and are faith- 
ful in our devotion to the cause, we shall see greater results in the future 
than in the past. 

Rev. M. Saterlie 


The Iowa District expresses thanks to God for the faithful services of 
Rev. M. Saterlie who for more than twenty years gave himself so unstintedly 
as secretary of Foreign Missions. With the Board we say, “God bless his 
memory to us, and God bless his family. May the seed he sowed bear rich 
fruit! May his interest, his faith and perseverance spur us on to faithful 
continuance of the work.” 

China 


The Iowa District notes with thanks to God that more and more mis- 
sionaries are returning to China, that they are welcomed by the Christians, 
and that the attitude of the non-Christians is not as a rule actively an- 
tagonistic. 

We note particularly that the break down of the ancient religions and 
the turning of the temples to other than religious uses creates a critical 
situation. For even these religions have been a curb upon the secular and 
materialistic spirit and have at least made for a degree of moral living. The 
break down of the ancient religions not only makes the missionary task more 
urgent than ever, but also presents a new opportunity. In this crisis the 
Iowa District urges upon the Board of Foreign Missions the importance of 
selecting for work in China men and women who understand the conditions 
and are in sympathy with all that is good in the aspirations of the Chinese 
~people. ' 

We consider it a special cause for gratitude that our Lutheran Theological 
Seminary has been able to carry on its work throughout the crisis, and pray 
that the time may not be distant when such other schools as are needed for 
the training of Chinese Christian workers may also be re-opened. 

We also thank God that the commission which was sent to China has been 
able to get in touch with our own and other missionaries, and with so many 
Chinese Christian leaders, and trust that the insight and experience thus 
gained may prove of much value to our work in China. 


Madagascar 

The Iowa District expresses thanks to God for the encouraging reports 
that come from Madagascar to the effect that churches and preaching sta- 
tions are sought by ever increasing numbers, and that there is a growing 
demand for teachers to instruct the people in the way of salvation. 

In view of the rising cost of living and the increased wages afforded in 
mines and industrial establishments, we note with satisfaction that not many 
of our Mission’s native workers have yielded to the lure of economic gain. 
As it becomes necessary to pay higher salaries to these workers the Iowa 
District would also urge upon the missionaries in every way to cultivate the 
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spiritual gifts of the Christians, to encourage initiative on the part of the 
Malagasy Church, and the gradual taking over of the financial burdens and 
other responsibilities incident to the work. § 


South Africa 


The District gratefully notes the progress in the work in South Africa. 
We thank God for the 565 persons who in the course of the past year were 
received into the Church by baptism. We also note with thanks to God that 
several new workers have gone out to this field and trust that our congrega- 
tions will enable the Board to provide this Mission with a sufficient staff 
of workers and the means for aggressive work. It is also noted with appre- 
ciation and thanks that friends of the mission in Norway continue to sup- 
port the work with intercession and gifts. 


The Budget 


The Iowa District notes -with satisfaction that the Board of Foreign 
Missions reports a small surplus in the treasury at the end of 1928. But in 
view of the re-opening of the work in China with its increased demand for 
travel allowances and salaries, and for the restoration of damaged property, 
and in further view of the growth of the work in Madagascar and South 
Africa, the District urges upon the congregations the need of increased con- 
tributions in order that we may enter the open doors set before us.

The Convention goes on record in endorsing the paragraph on Elementary 
Christian Education as given by the Rev. David Stoeve, President of the N. 
Dak. District, in his report on page 86 of “Reports to District Conventions for 
1929” which reads as follows: 

“The instruction of the children is a duty that should always engage our 
most earnest attention. We have emphasized the need of steadfastness in faith 
and life. We desire this for ourselves and for our children. But if our children 
shall be steadfast when they grow to manhood and womanhood, they must 
now be well grounded in our Christian doctrine. We feel that the importance 
of this fact needs constant reiteration. 

One of the problems of instruction, whether secular or religious is that of 
a suitable textbook. The progress and result will in no small measure depend 
on the text book. With reference to textbook, however, we in the Lutheran 
Chureh have been singularly fortunate. We have a textbook that has been 
handed on from generation to generation through a period of four hundred 
years. It is needless to say that we refer to Luther’s Small Catechism. We 
are this year observing the Quadricentennial of this most remarkable little 
book. Do you realize the full significance of this fact? Through all the changes 
in the method of teaching in the span of four hundred years, no other book 
has appeared to take its place in our Church. This great little book can not 
be said to be obsolete. Leading educators in the Lutheran Church in this 
country declare that Luther’s Small Catechism is equally valuable now as a 
textbook for religious instruction. 

We would urge that during this anniversary year, and especially during the 
month of October and culminating with Reformation Day, there be special 
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“sermons and anniversary celebrations that the contents of the Catechism and 
its value as a manual of Christian instruction may be thoroughly assimilated 
and appreciated by our people. We believe that it can with justice be main- 
tained, that next to the Bible, Luther’s Small Catechism is the greatest little 
book in our Church. God grant that the contemplation of its value during 
this anniversary year may become a strong stimulant in the work of Elementary 
Christian Education in our District.” —V. T. JORDAHL, Secretary.

SOUTH DAKOTA DISTRICT 
1. President’s Report 


In my report of the work in our District during the year, I should like to 
call your attention to a word of St. Paul, I Cor. 15:58, “Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, for as much as ye know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord.’”’ One 
more year has passed. Time is precious. It is fast speeding away. A great 
privilege has been ours. We are employed in a great work, called to. be laborers 
in the Lord’s harvest field and engaged in the tremendous task of winning our 
fellowmen for Christ and His Church. It may be well to remember that this 
is the greatest work in the world. It is a most magnificent enterprise. When 
Christ on Mt. Olivet spoke the few simple words that His disciples should go 
to the ends of the earth and make disciples of all nations, He started an enter- 
prise that could only be conceived in the mind of Almighty God. It is a great 
thing to make the world more learned, to disperse the clouds of ignorance and 
to enlighten men on mind and matter. It is a great thing to make the world 
more sanitary, more beautiful and more orderly, to remove causes of disease, 
to encourage cleanliness and rational living. But the greatest thing in the 
world is the work of the Church, to go and make disciples of all nations, to 
seek and to save all that which is lost. Man was the crowning work of God 
at creation, because He made him in His own image; and the greatest work on 
earth today is the work of restoring this image lost through sin. “For what is 
a man profited if he shall gain the whole world and lose his own soul, and 
what will a man give in exchange for his soul?” ‘Therefore, the greatest work 
in this world is the work of the Church, the work of the Gospel, the work of the 
Kingdom. It is indeed a wonderful privilege to be engaged in it. 

Have we been diligent and faithful? Many have worked hard and prayed 


much. All of us feel compelled, however, to acknowledge our shortcomings and 
unfaithfulness. We were often so lukewarm and indifferent. We lacked zeal, 
a consuming passion for the salvation of the lost. Therefore, the call of the 
Lord comes to us all the stronger: “My beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
unmovable, always abounding in the work of the Lord.” This is clear. There 
can be no question about our call. As long as the conflict between truth and 
error is to be carried on; as long as society is unredeemed from destructive 
vices and wasting influences; as long as right and order, purity and goodness 
need pens to write and voices to plead; as long as we have the millions of 
unsaved and lost both in our homeland and abroad; so long there is need of 
the most and the best you can do. There is not the slightest indication that 
the end has come and that Satan is ready to lay down his arms. The fight is 
still on, and probably more severe than ever, between the supreme authority of 
the Bible, human reason and popular opinion. It is still a fight between justi- 
fication by faith in the Crucified Son of God and justification by works. The 
great apostle who in the name of his Divine Master wrote to the Church at 
Corinth 2,000 years ago speaks to us today, “Be ye steadfast, unmovable” in 
the defense of these two fundamental principles. There can be no doubt but that 
this fight will continue to the end of time. 


It is a call to work—‘“Always abounding in the work of the Lord.” We are 
laborers in the Lord’s vineyard, reapers in the Lord’s harvest, fishermen in the 
Lord’s service. This induced our forefathers to start this work of saving men, 
and we are still engaged in it—the work of the Lord; the work in the carrying 
on of which the Lord worked Himself to death; the work which Jehovah planned 
from eternity and carried out in the fulness of time by the sending of His Son, 
the Master Workman. It is the work which He commissioned the Church to do. 
It is the work of saving the lost world. 

How are we to go about this work? Careless and indifferent? No. “Always 
abounding,” that is, ever increasing, growing and not retrenching. What folly 
it would be to think, that our work is about done. “Let us work while it is 
day, the night cometh when no man can work.” Harvest time is a bad time

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in which to be idle, especially when the grain is dead ripe and wasting. Rest 
will come later, when our day’s work is done. The work of the Church is the 
greatest in the world. It has absolutely no bounds as to time, place or intensity. 
We know what the will of the Lord is, and His will should be our highest 
law. “Speak, Lord, for thy servant heareth,” should be the sentiment of our 
hearts. It is not a question of likes and dislikes, not a question of policy and 
expediency. It is a question of obedience, and ‘obedience is better than sacri- 
fice.” We are not responsible for results if we do the Lord’s work in the Lord’s 
way. Success is really a secondary consideration. Our marching orders are 
“Go,” and go we must if we would have a good conscience. But the Lord has 
not left us in uncertainty as to the outcome of the work: “For as much as ye 
know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord.” No man likes to labor in vain. 
When we sow, we do it in the hope of reaping. Here we have the Lord’s own 
word for it that our work shall not be in vain, in spite of all appearances to 
the contrary. His promise is just as clear as His command. From our own 
experience also we know that our work is not in vain in the Lord. He has 
fulfilled His promises in the past and will do so in the future. “Thanks be to 
God which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.” This is the 
source of our joy and our courage. Then 
“Go, labor on; spend and be spent, thy joy to do the Father’s will; 
It is the way the Master went; should not the servant tread it still? 
Toil on, and in thy toil rejoice; for toil comes rest, for exile home; 
Soon shalt thou hear the Bridegroom’s voice, the midnight peal: 
’"Behold, I come.’ ” 


Augustana College and Academy 


Another school year has come to a successful close. The attendance at the 
College has been larger than ever and in the Academy it has been about the 
same as last year, probably a few less. As no permanent president had been 
secured at the opening of the school last Fall, Rev. H. J. Glenn was kind enough 
to accept the call as acting president for one year. He had more than enough 
to do in his large and growing congregation; yet he was willing to do his best 
for the institution. Rev. Glenn has rendered a very good and faithful service. 
He and his congregation have merited our sincere thanks for this help. We are 
very glad that Rev. O. J. H. Preus, president of the Hastern district, has accept- 
ed the permanent presidency of the College. We feel certain that the school 
will continue to grow and prosper under his leadership. We extend a cordial 
welcome to him and his family to our district. But I hope that we all realize 
that this is more than one man’s job. The undivided support of all our people 
is demanded. Our wholehearted cooperation and sincere prayers are needed. 
A Christian education for our young people is worth more than many realize. 
It is absolutely necessary for the future of our Church. Multitudes of our 
young people seek an education. Pastors and parents should urge and guide 
them to our school. We must be loyal to our schools and to our Church. If 
Augustana College and Augustana Academy are to succeed, we must all with- 
out any exception put forth our best efforts and noblest sacrifices in their behalf. 


The Catechism 


This year marks the 400th anniversary of Martin Luther’s Small Catechism, 
and it is an occasion that should not pass by unobserved. Every congregation 
in our ditrict should commemorate this outstanding event in the history of the 
Lutheran Church. Next to the Bible the Catechism has wielded a greater in- 
fluence upon our Lutheran people than any other book. It contains a masterful 
summary of the principal truths of the Scriptures and has been a veritable bul- 
wark against the darts of the evil one and his deceptive work. This little book 
forms a principal part of the precious heritage that has come down to us, and 
it must be our aim to preserve it for ourselves and the coming generations. In 
an age like ours, when religious indifference predominates, and so many claim 
that one religion is as good as another, the importance of our Catechism should 
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be emphasized. Therefore, we have made it the main theme of our District 
convention this year. : 
Home Missions 


We have a large Home Mission field. The harvest truly is plenteous. There 
is probably no department in our Church that needs our attention more than 
the work of Home Missions. If our Church is to grow and increase, our best 
efforts and our prayers are necessary here. There are many places where Home 
Mission work should be started, but the means are lacking. Our budget has 
been reduced, and, instead of expanding, we are retrenching. This makes one 
sad. Our Home Mission pastors are working hard, often under difficult cir- 
cumstances. The salary is small and expenses high. Often the fields are diffi- 
cult. What can we do to improve conditions. Let us remember this activity 
of our Church more fervently in our prayers, and let us try to be more con- 
cerned about it both in our work and in our contributions. Do not forget the 
Home Mission budget. Would it not be possible to remember it with some special 
gifts this year, since our allowance has been decreased by several thousands. 
If we do not claim some of the fields now, they will be lost to our Church for- 
ever. In many cases it is now or never. This is our opportunity. 

The Annual District Home Missions Conference was held at Brookings, So. 
Dakota, Rev. B. A. Benson’s charge, November 22-25. It was a very instructive 
.and inspiring meeting. It is our plan to have a similar conference this year too. 

With Home Missions goes hand in hand the work of Church Extension. It 
is very difficult to carry on Church work when the people have no place in which 
to assemble. A Church home is necessary in order to make progress. Many of 
these congregations need help to secure such a home, and if you would like to 
assist needy congregations to establish the work of the Church in their midst 
and to secure a home for worship, remember the Church Extension treasury 
in your prayers and in your contributions. The longer I am in this work, the 
more I realize the need of a large Church Extension fund. At the general con- 
vention two years ago, the Church decided that the cause should be presented 
and our people asked for an offering for it on Sundays Septuagesima and Sexa- 
gesima. Even if the offerings are not large, if every congregation would make 
an effort to secure an offering at that time, we would have a great increase in 
this Fund. 


Elementary Christian Education 


Nothing is as important as the instruction of the children. We live in a busy 
age, and it seems to become and more difficult to find time for this important 
and responsible work. In this age of skepticism and much evil, the children 
need to be grounded in the Christian faith, and we are thankful to God that 
we not only have the Bible and all of the Bible, but also that efficient children’s 
Catechism. The Board of Elementary Christian Education, both the general 
board and that of the district, have done much for this cause. A tremendous 
effort by pastors and congregations ought to be put forth in this branch of our 
Church work. Teacher’s Training Classes, Sunday School institutes, Sunday 
School, “Week day, Saturday and Vacation schools and Bible Classes cannot be 
emphasized too much. Confirmation instruction is of vital importance. The 
pastor who slights this work is unfaithful to his high calling. A thorough 
instruction of the young is absolutely necessary for the Christian life and the 
future welfare of the Church. It is a question if it would not be worth while 
to organize a Sunday Sschool Association of the district in order that this 
Cause could receive still more emphasis and become a means of intensifying and 
improving this work. 


The Budget 


Our district has done well for the budget this last year, too. 100.2 percent 
of our apportionment has been contributed. This is encouraging. Both pastors 
and congregations have merited our gratitude. Not all four of our Synodical 
activities, however, received their full quota. We were short $962.21 in Hdu- 
eation and $981.44 in Home Missions, while for the other two activities more 
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than the allotted amount was received. All activities are important, and let 
us see to it that all of them get their proportionate share. As you know, it has 
been decided both by the general Church and by the district to send in our con- 
tributions quarterly. The resolutions have been passed unanimously. We must 
stand by our decisions and live up to our resolutions. It makes it much more 
difficult if this work is postponed until late in the year. Then the roads are 
often impassable and the weather unfavorable. We should also bear in mind 
that no margin is added this year to take up possible shrinkage. Therefore, 
we hope that the congregations will find it possible to send in 10 or 15 percent 
more than the sum submitted in order to make certain that our district will 
reach its apportionment this year also. 


The Pastoral Conference 


The Pastoral Conference of the district met at Watertown, So. Dak., Rey. H. 
A. Okdale’s charge, February 25-28. It was well attended. The officers had 
prepared a good program and the opinion of all seemed to be that it was an 
instructive, edifying and profitable conference. The attendance would be still 
larger if it could be held before the Lenten season. Every pastor should make 
an effort to attend the Pastoral Conference. It is time very well spent. It 
results in a larger vision and a stronger faith. Several circuits have such meet- 
ings of their own, where splendid programs are offered. These, too, should be 
encouraged. 


The Circuits 


The Circuits have functioned as usual. Regular meetings have been held 
twice a year or more with much sowing of the Gospel truth for the edification 
and instruction of our people. The attendance has been good. The Circuits 
have a specific and important mission to fulfill in our Church life. It should 
be the duty of all to take much interest in the welfare of these organizations. 
I feel that more of a Circuit consciousness should be developed. The officers 
should be vested with more responsibility. It is my intention to call the presi- 
dents together in the near future to discuss the subject of more efficiency and 
more responsibility in the work of the Circuit. 


The Women’s Missionary Federation 

This splendid organization has by untiring work assisted and encouraged 
our congregations both by distributing suitable literature and by collecting funds 
for the different activities of the Church. It deserves the wholehearted en- 
dorsement and gratitude of the district. The Ladies’ Aids and Mission Societies 
meet regularly in the local congregations and larger Circuit meetings have been 
held. The women of the Church show real concern about the work of the 
Federation. 

The Young People’s Luther League 

We are intensely interested in our young people. Our Church has lost entire- 
ly too many of them. It should be our earnest endeavor to keep them within 
the fold of the Church, and, in order to do this, every pastor and congregation 
should take great interest in the work of the Young People’s League. Most con- 
gregations have such organizations. All of them ought to have them,.for they 
have proved to be of great blessing, interesting, instructing and edifying our 
young people. Regular league meetings have been conducted in the local con- 
gregations, and larger Circuit conventions have taken place in every circuit. 
These have been productive of much good; and the best is not too good for our 
young people. Our efforts for this cause will be richly rewarded both now and 
in the future. 

Bible Institutes 

Two Bible Institutes will be conducted this summer. One will be at Camp 
Judson in the Black Hills, July 15-21, and for it splendid instructors have been 
secured. This will be an excellent opportunity for clergy and laity to spend a 
week or two in that beautiful region for rest, inspiration and instruction. I 
sincerely hope that many will be in attendance, both young and old. The 
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other one meets at Canton as in former years. A good program has been pre- 
pared. Let us make use of the opportunity. Bible institutes to enrich the 
Christian life should be welcomed by all, and we ought to take genuine interest 
in them. 
Evangelistic Work 

Our Church has called four evangelists. The report comes that they all 
have worked hard with blessed results. Many of our pastors and congregations 
have secured the assistance of the evangelists and have found it very beneficial 
spiritually. I would urge upon all to make use of these men, called by the 
Church for this work. Some pastors have carried on evangelistic work by ex- 
changing work with one another and have found this to be very profitable. 
Circuit meetings, missionary and devotional meetings are found to be of great 
value in promoting spiritual growth and should be encouraged. These meetings 
are worthy of our best efforts and our keenest interest. 


Work At The State Schools 


Many of our young people attend the state schools. It is the sacred duty of 
the Church to follow these young people with its means of grace and its services. 
Every effort should be made to minister to their spiritual needs and to keep 
them within the fold of the Church. The value of this cannot be overestimated ; 
for many of these students will later become leaders in their respective com- 
munities. Let us not neglect this duty. Let us rather try to understand more 
fully our obligations to the Lutheran students at these institutions, so that our 
Church may extend a helping hand wherever possible. Rev. L. A. Roseland, 
Vermillion, S. D., Rev. B. A Benson, Brookings, S. D.; Rev. A. Elmer Moe, Aber- 
deen, S. D.; Rev. 8. C. Eastvold, Madison, S. D.; Rev. O. G. Malmin, Rapid City, 
S. D.; have worked earnestly and faithfully in this field. We can assist these 
pastors materially by sending them the names of our young people attending 
institutions reached by these men and by urging the students to be loyal to 
our congregations located there. 


Institutions In Our District 

Besides Augustana College and Academy, I wish to call your attention to the 
Bethesda Homes in Beresford. The superintendent writes as follows: “During 
the year 1928 we cared for 43 boys and 29 girls, a total of 72 children at the 
Bethesda Children’s Home. Health conditions have been unusually good 
through the year. No serious cases of sickness have come into the family, with 
the exception of some light colds and flu before Christmas. It is surely a great 
thing to be grateful for that we have been spared in this way. We are confident 
that it is God who has blessed us with good health. There have been no deaths 
at the Bethesda Children’s Home since the year 1920. Recalling this, we but 
wish to remind ourselves and others of God’s providence and grace toward us. 
In the Bethesda Home for the Aged 19 men and 23 women were cared for in 
1928. This is two more than were cared for in 1927. Four men and four 
women died during the year. This is a little above the average mortality. 
Many applications have been received this year also that could not be accepted 
on account of lack of room. We have made it our policy to take the most needy 
cases. If is gratifying to note that the inmates of our Home are very well 
pleased with and grateful for the care and accommodations the Home has to 
offer. A spirit of harmony and good feeling has prevailed between the inmates 
themselves. The spiritual work is being taken care of by Rev. L. Larson.” 

We would also mention the Beloit Home, Beloit, Ia. Although it is located 
in Iowa, yet it is so near the line, and so many of our people are interested 
in it, that we feel as though it was a part of our district. 

The House of Mercy, Sioux Falls, S. D., has done a noble work in helping 
the unfortunate and the helpless. The indebtedness has been reduced from about 
$12,000.00 to $5,000.00. This is well done. No paid solicitors have been engaged 
to gather this money. As you know, an appeal has been made through the 
Women’s Missionary Federation and the Ladies’ Aids for this amount in ac- 
cordance with a resolution passed by our district in Mitchell two years ago. 
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Many have responded nobly. We hope and trust that all these organizations 
will extend a helping hand in the near future in order that this debt may be 
wiped off this year. 

Prof. B. J. Rothnem has sent the following report of his work for the deaf- 
mutes at the state institution in Sioux Falls: ‘The ministry to the deaf-mutes 
at the South Dakoa School for he Deaf has been carried on without interrup- 
tion. Up to the time the Home Mission Committee asked me to visit the school 
only every other week, I gave instruction once a week or about 30 times during 
the year 1928-29. As I have only about 1% hours given me to give the instruc- 
tion, the chance for thorough work is, of course, less; but I shall do my best. 

Highteen pupils have been receiving instruction regularly, ten as Catechism 
pupils and eight as Bible students. Six of my pupils will be confirmed on May 
26th in the East Side Lutheran Church, Sioux Falls. May God add His blessing 
to the work done in the name of Jesus!”

Book Mission

gations ought to avail themselves of this opportunity and make diligent use of 
these “missionaries.” But the Book Mission has many expenses. Every con- 
gregation ought to take at least one collection a year for the support of this 
noble work. 


The Experienced Pastor 


We have a few vacant calls. Pastors are moving frequently. I would urge 
upon all congregations faced with the duty of calling a pastor not to forget 
the experienced one. There is a sad tendency of passing by those who may 
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nave reached the 45th or 50th year or more. Let us remember that experience 
counts in Church work as well as in any other vocation. A man with 25 or 
30 years of pastoral work behind him should be at his best, and congregations 
should be anxious to secure the services of such a pastor. We are very glad 
that so many young men are entering the ministry, and, of course, we need 
them; but in our enthusiasm for the young let us not forget our older men.

Secretary’s minutes of the South Dakota District of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Church of America at its Biennial Convention, Canton, South Dakota, 
June 9-12, 1929. 


Sunday, June 9—Session 1 


The South Dakota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
opened its second biennial convention in the Chatauqua Park Auditorium at 
Canton, South Dakota, at nine o’clock on Sunday morning, June 9th, 1929. 

A double service was held Sunday morning, one in the Norwegian language 
at nine o’clock and one in the English language at eleven. 

At the first service the sermon was preached by Rey. N. Boe of Sioux Falls, 
and the liturgical service was conducted by Rev. P. M. Bratlie of Veblen. Rev. 
N. F. Kile of Geddes read the opening and the closing prayers. A solo was sung 
by Miss Agnes Skartvedt of Canton. An offering for Convention expenses 
was received. 

At the English service Rev. J. L. Kildahl of Webster, S. Dak., preached the 
sermon. Rev. G. O. Gronseth of Hudson conducted the altar service and the 
opening and closing prayers were read by Rev. Nils Klungtvedt of Beresford. 
Special anthems were sung by the Canton Lutheran Choir. <A convention of- 
fering was received. 


Sunday Afternoon—Session 1 Continued

Auditorium at 2:45 an ordination service was conducted at which candidate 
of theology, William Peterson, was ordained to the office of the Holy ministry.

Lutheran Church of America for a term of three years. As such we expect 
of you:

(b) To supervise the collection of Church Funds. 

(c) To do this work under the direction of the Finance Committee and in 
cooperation with the treasurer of the Church.

Preus of the Eastern District in accepting the office of the presidency of the 
Augustana College and Academy. We express our full confidence in Rey. 
Preus and wish him God’s richest blessing in the work and promise him our 
whole-hearted support. 

(c) We express our appreciation to Rev. H. J. Glenn for faithful and effi- 
cient services as temporary president and to the First Lutheran Church of 
Sioux Falls for sacrifices made in allowing its pastor to render these services. 

Sec. 3. We are thankful to God on this four hundreth anniversary year for 
Luther’s Small Catechism and-the influence it has had upon our Lutheran 
people and urge that the President’s recommendation to commemorate this 
anniversary be duly carried out in the congregations of the district.

The committee begs leave to submit the following report: 

See. 1. The South Dakota District gives thanks to God for his blessings 
which have rested upon the work of the Home Missions and for the many open 
doors of opportunity for greater service which He has sent before us. We 
wish to express our gratitude for grace bestowed upon us, and for prospects of 
greater usefulness in the future. 

The district also wishes to express thanks to all those charged with the 
responsibility of supervising the work of Home Missions within the district, 
the Home Mission pastors and others for their missionary zeal and unselfish 
service rendered, and all who with prayers and donations have helped to sustain 
the work. 

Sec. 2. To concur in the conviction expressed by both President Bergs- 
aker and President Aasgaard that our Home Mission work is of most fundamen- 
tal consequence, not only because of its district objectives, but- also because of 
its bearing upon the future work of our church in all its various phases.

Article 1. The South Dakota District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America, now in convention assembled, expresses its thanks to Almighty 
God for the work of charity that he in his mercy has permitted to be done 
for the benefit of the Aged, the Orphans, the Needy, and otherwise Unfortunates 
among us, and for the bounteous resources placed at the disposal of our people. 

Article 2. The South Dakota District expresses its thanks and appreciation 
to the Congregations, the Pastors, and to the members both individually and 
eollectively, for the whole-hearted support rendered to those who for some reason 
or other have become unfortunate, and who have come under the care of our 
institutions of charity. We especially express our thanks to those who are 
in active charge of our institutions of charity and merey, and to all others 
who have in one way or another contributed to the suceess of the work.

Article 4. While the South Dakota District is appreciative for the work 
of Charity and Mercy that has been accomplished thus far, yet it is fully aware 
of the vast amount of work yet undone. In many places within the District 
there are many aged who need the care and comfort of the Bethesda Home 
at Beresford, S. Dak., but who cannot be admitted on account of the limited 
ecapasity of the present building: The superintendent reports that a large fund 
has been raised for that purpose, but that there is not yet sufficient funds on 
hand to complete such a building: It is hoped that friends of that institution 
will remember it with gifts and contributions to the end that the new building 
may be realized just as soon as possible. (Read from page 123 and 124 of 
General Report.) 

Article 5. It is reported that the Lutheran Children’s Home Finding So- 
ciety of S. Dak. still has an indebtedness of about $5,000.00 against its property, 
and upon which they are obliged to pay interest. Through the appeal through 
the Women’s Missionary Federation and the Ladies’ Aids of our District, the 
indebtedness of about $12,000.00 has been reduced to the amount stated: It is 
hoped that the good work will continue among the ladies’ organizations to the 
end that the entire indebtedness may be paid. 

Article 6. The two Children’s Homes, one at Beresford, S. Dak., and the 
other at Beloit, Iowa, are both doing a splendid work. While the home at 
Beloit, strictly speaking belongs to the Iowa District, yet it has many friends 
and supporters in South Dakota who in the past have remembered it with many 
gifts and contributions, and the home in return has cared for many homeless 
children from our District. It is hoped that the good people of our District 
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will continue to support both of those homes. Both homes have set aside certain 
Sundays in the latter part of the summer as Fall Festivals and Gift Days. 
The district recommends that the congregations and pastors give their encourage- 
ment and support to both homes in their worthy undertaking. 


Work at State Institutions 


Article 7. A number of our pastors have done very commendable work 
among those of our people who have become patients or inmates at our state 
institutions. This is an important work, and should be encouraged and sup- 
ported. 

Rey. O. G. Malmin, who is located at Rapid City, has made frequent visits 
to the State Sanitorium near Custer, 8. Dak., for those afflicted with tuber- 
culosis. Rev. O. M. Odland, of Yankton, has done splendid work in ministering 
unto those of our Lutheran People who have become patients at the State 
Hospital, and whose condition warrant and permit such ministrations. Rey. B. 
J. Rothnem has made frequent and regular visits to the School for the Deaf 
at Sioux Falls. Rev. I. A. Lavik, of Colorado Springs, Colo., Rev. A. J. Tolo, 
of Denver, Colo., Rev. L. E. Brynestad of Redfield, S. Dak., Rev. J. Hjortaas and 
Rev N. N. Boe, of Sioux Falls, and many others of our faithful pastors have 
done, and are doing noble work in this line. In addition to the state institu- 
tions mentioned, we have the School for the Blind at Gary, S. Dak., the School 
for the Feeble Minded, at Redfield, the Training School at Plankington, and 
like institutions in other States that comprise the South Dakota District. The 
South Dakota District expresses its thanks and appreciation to the pastors 
who are mindful of those among our Lutheran People who for some reason be- 
yond their own control or who have for some other reason, been confined in some 
of our State Institutions, and who visit such unfortunates, and bring them the 
Word of God and try to bring them cheer and encouragement. Such visits 
are not only of benefit to the patient or inmate, as the case may be, but a great 
comfort to the relatives. Such pastors are indeed true soldiers of the Lord, 
and shepherds in the true sence. It is hoped that until the Church at large can 
make different arrangements, the pastors located near any institutions where 
any of our people are liable to come, will do what they can for the spiritual 
welfare of these unfortunates.

Committee No. 6—Finances 


The Committee on Finance, or Committee No. 6, consisting of the following 
members, Rev. B. A. Benson, Chairman, Rev. Walledom, Secretary, Rev. G. Ul- 
vilden, Delegates M. E. Helgerson and Carl Amundson respectfully submit the 
following report: 

Article 1. We join with the Board of Trustees in giving thanks to the 
Almighty God that He “inspired our Church with confidence when its work for 
the year was planned. It was not done presumptuously but in faith to be shown 
by works, and today we ‘Give unto the Lord the Glory due unto His name,’ 
who moved our people to ‘bring an offering’ and to ‘come into His courts.’ 
Ps. 96:8. Also that ‘The Board is conscious of the fact that its function is not 
only for conservation but for advance as well. On the one hand the credit of 
the Church must be zealously guarded, which requires careful observance and 
watchful supervision of all such requirements that may enervate its present 
splendid status.’ ” 

Article 2. We render thanks to God who has so guided and directed the 
hearts of our good people to lay upon the altar te sum of $1,652,338.46 for the 
various activities of our Church, 
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Article 38. The district desires to express its appreciation and thanks to 
the District President and the Circuit Financial Secretaries for their untiring 
efforts in gathering in the budget for the past year. 

Article 4. The District desires to express its appreciation and thanks to the 
Women’s Missionary Federation and the Young People’s Luther League for 
their assistance raising funds and for their educational endeavors, which have 
benefitted all lines of our Church activities. 

Article 5. Though the amount of the 1928 deficit is large, we should feel 
thankful to God for haying given us opportunities of service which calls for 
greater sacrifices than we have given. 

Article 6. That we express our appreciation and thanks to the 168 congre- 
gations which raised their apportionment, or more. Also we appreciate the 
efforts of those congregations which tried but failed to reach their apportion- 
ments. We also urge that the same efforts, if not greater, be put forth this 
year to raise the 1929 budget. 

Article 7. Due to the fact, that the Church has passed a motion that only 
85% of the budget can be used before the entire amount is raised, the district 
urges both pastors and delegates to go home and do all they can to comply with 
the new ruling which calls for quarterly payments of the budget. Furthermore, 
that the congregations seriously endeavor to send in the last quarter not later 
than Oct. 15, 1929, as ws decided by the District Finance Committee on Jan. 
30th, 1929. 

Article 8. We regret the fact that only 24 2-10% of the budget had been 
raised by June ist instead of 50% which results in the fact that the general 
treasurer must now pay out over $1,000 a month in interest, and- that this 
amount will continue to grow. We urge that this be remedied as soon as pos-

Whereas there are still with us a great number of these old servants who, - 
because of old-age or sickness, are unable to be in service, and whereas, we also 
have a number of younger pastors and missionaries who, because of sickness, 
have become unable to continue work, and besides these we have also a num- 
ber of pastors’ widows who have taken their share of personal sacrifice for 
God’s Kingdom. 

Be it therefore resolved by the South Dakota District that it heartily en- 
dorse the resolutions of previous conventions to give these servants annual pen- 
sions up to $500 per year. 

The recommendation of the South Dakota District is therefore that every 
congregation kindly contribute to this cause the full assigned apportionment. 

Article 2. Regarding the so-called New Pension Plan: Whereas the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America has found it desirable to modify the 
pension plan and adopt changes which will materially improve the pension 
system and place it on adequate basis, and 

Whereas such changes in the plan have already been drafted and by a reso- 
lution of last year’s general convention have been submitted to the individual 
congregations for their consideration, and 

Whereas, since last year’s general convention the proposed changes in 
the plan with modifications have been endorsed by the Church Council and the 
Board of Trustees of our Church Body and recommended to the congregations. 

Be it therefore resolved that the South Dakota District recommend that 
every congregation support this cause and give it its whole-hearted approval.

Committee No. 9 (Elementary Christian Education) consisting of Rev.

The Department of Elementary Christian Education merits the whole-hearted 
support of our Church, and ‘it is with gratitude to God that we note the awaken- 
ed interest which this all-important work is receiving in many of our congrega- 
tions 

Your committee accordingly begs to submit the following resolutions: 

First—that we stress the solemn obligation which rests upon the parents 
in bringing up the children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. The 
work in the home can not be delegated to nor supplanted by the teachers in 
the Sunday School no matter how efficient nor consecrated they may be. 

Second—that the Sunday Sschool, week day religious school and Saturday 
school be developed to the highest point of efficiency through such means as 
proper equipment, rooms, books and charts, but especially through teachers as 
well trained as circumstances will permit. 

We recommend: 

a. The formation of teachers’ training classes wherever this is feasible, 
with the pastor in charge. 

b. That Bible classes be organized in every Sunday School. 

Third—we recognize the importance of vacation schools, and we urge upon 
congregations that wherever possible a month of this instruction be offered. 

Fourth—we recommend that boards of Elementary Christian Education be 
elected by the respective congregations. 

Fifth—In view of the fact that we are celebrating the 400th anniversary of 
Luther’s Small Catechism we urge upon congregations to make use of, and also

secure as wide a distribution as possible of the Anniversary Edition of the 
Catechism. 

Sixth—Because of the failure of many congregations and pastors to respond 
to the questionaires sent out, we appeal to congregations and .pastors of the 
district to forward this information to the proper authorities.

1. President’s Report 
Dear Brethren in Christ Jesus! 


Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not in 
vain in the Lord. 1. Cor. 15:58. 

In the fifteenth chapter of the first letter to the congregaton at Corinth 
Paul, the divinely inspired writer, treats in a thorough and comprehensive man- 
ner the great article of Christianity—the resurrection of the dead. He esta: 
blishes, in the first place, the certainty of the Savior’s resurrection, and on the 
basis of this established fact, he refutes the contention that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead. Then further, on the certainty of the Savior’s resurrection, 
he confirms the certainty of the resurrection of all that are dead, and closes the 
chapter with a very earnest exhortation to the Christians to be resolved and 
diligent to the Lord’s service, for He shall finally give them a glorious reward. 

It is apparent that there must have been some in the congregation at Cor- 
inth who denied the doctrine of the resurrection of the dead. It is also ap- 
parent that they denied it in the proper sense, and as a consequence also denied 
a future state of recompense. It is a very strange that this should be the case. 
It would not be strange that heathens and infidels should deny this truth; but 
that Christians, who had received their religion through a divine revelation, 
should deny a truth so clearly disclosed is surprising. It is even more surpris- 
ing when we consider the fact that it is a truth of such vital importance in 
the Christian doctrine. 

The Apostle Paul regarded this truth of the highest importance. This is 
evident from his exhaustive and empathic argument. You will note that a 
considerable portion of the first letter to the Corinthians deals with the ques- 
tion of the resurrection of the dead. The place and impurtance of this doctrine 
is strikingly summarized in the following: “But if there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen: And if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also vain. Yea and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God; because we have testified of God that He raised up Christ, whom 
he raised not up, if so be that the dead rise not. For if the dead rise not, then 
Christ is not raised. And if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet 
in your sins. Then they also which have fallen asleep in Christ are perished. 
If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable. 
But now Christ is risen, and become the first fruit of them that sleept, for since 
by man came death, by man came also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” (1 Cor. 15:13-22). Paul 
declares further that if the doctrine of the resurrection of the dead is denied, it 
will have a serious consequence in the life and conduct of the individual. The 
question will then arise: “What advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? let us 
eat and drink; for tomorrow we die.” (1 Cor. 15:32b). 

Having proven beyond a reasonable doubt that Christ is risen, the apostle 
concludes this wonderful chapter with an earnest exhortation: “Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always abounding in the work 
of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord.” 
(1 Cor: 15:38); 

It was a timely exhortation for a Christian congregation in that day and 
age; it is also a timely exhortation for Christian congregations today ; eis a 
timely exhortation for the congregations of our district. We are living in an 
age of scientific research and speculation. New discoveries are made in the 
realm of nature and new applications are made of laws already known. Truths 
that formerly were considered well established and fundamental are today 
subjected to new tests. This is true, not only in the secular, but also in the 
religious sphere. Doctrines which a decade or two ago were held to be essential 
and fundamental in Christian dogma are today considered absolete and un- 
tenable in some Church bodies. While it is true that we in the Lutheran Church 
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in America have held rigidly to the doctrine that the whole Bible is given by 
the inspiration of God and is the only sure rule for faith and life; and while 
it is further true that we know of no open defection from the accepted Luth- 
eran faith, either on the part of the pastors or our members, we fear, neverthe- 
less, that there may be some in our congregations who to some degree are 
’ shaken in the faith. It would be strange if the atmosphere of liberalism and 
scepticism and doubt, which prevail to such a large degree in our day, could not 
have some effect also among our people. 

The exhortaion of the Apostle Paul to the Corinthians should, therefore, ring 
out to our congregations also: “Be ye steadfast, unmoveable.” Paul urged 
the Corinthians to be firm in the Gospel which he had preached and they had 
received, namely, ‘That Christ died for our sins, and arose again the third day 
according to the scriptures” (V. 3:4). He urged further that they be fixed in 
their belief in the resurrection of the dead. It is the same gospel which Paul 
preached that is preached to our people. It is also of the greatest importance 
that our people remain steadfast and unmoveable in the faith that Christ died 
for our sins and rose again and that if we believe in the crucified and risen 
Jesus, our sins shall be forgiven and we shall be raised on the last day to 
live with Him always. In the last analysis our hope of salvation rest on the 
resurrcetion of Jesus Christ from the dead. Being steadfast in this faith and 
unmoveable in our hope of resurrection from the dead, we shall not succumb 
to the fatalistic philosophy of life which says, “Let us eat and drink, for to- 
morrow we die,” but we shall walk soberly and be strong and quit ourselves 
like men. , 

Finally, let the exhortation also ring out to our people: be ye always 
abounding in the work of the Lord. While it is true that participation in the 
various activities of the Church is not always a sign of faith, it is also true 
that faith should abound in the work of the Lord. God would have us show 
our faith by our works. A truly believing, loving, and grateful heart desires 
to find expression in service. There is every reason why we should abound in 
the work of the Lord. We have been bought with a price. The Lord Christ 
died upon the cross to free us from sin, death, and the power of the evil. In His 
resurrection we have the fullest assurance that all righteousness has been ful- 
filled and that all sin has been atoned. Resting our faith in Jesus on this as- 
surance and rejoicing in the hope of our own resurrection, let us abound in the 
work of the Lord in the local congregation and in the Church at large. Let there 
be vigor and resolution, constancy and patience! If we work in faith, con- 
strained by love and gratitude, we shall not work in vain. God shall bless our 
efforts that they may redound to His glory and to the building of His Kingdom 
and the salvation of souls. 


Elementary Christian Education 


The instruction of the children is a duty that should always engage our 
most earnest attention. We have emphasized the need of steadfastness in 
faith and life. We desire this for ourselves and for our children. But if our 
children shall be steadfast when they grow to manhood and womanhood, they 
must now be well grounded in our Christian doctrine. We feel that the im- 
portance of this fact needs constant reiteration. 

One of the problems of instruction, whether secular or religious is that of 
a suitable textbook. The progress and result will in no small measure depend 
on the texthook. With-reference to textbook, however, we in the Lutheran 
Church have been singularly fortunate. We have a texthook that has been 
handed on from generation to generation through a period of four hundred 
years. It is needless to say that we refer to Luther’s Small Catechism. We 
are this year observing the Quadricentennial of this most remarkable little 
book. Do you realize the full significance of this fact? Through all the changes 
in the method of teaching in the span of four hundred years, no other book has 
appeared to take its place in our Church. This great little book can not be said 
to be obsolete. Leading educators in the Lutheran Church in this country de- 
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clare that Luther’s Small Catechism is equally valuable now as a textbook for 
religious instruction. 

We would urge that during this anniversary year, and especially during the 
month of October and culminating with Reformation Day, there be special ser- 
mons and anniversary celebrations that the contents of the Catechism and its 
value as a manuel of Christian instruction may be thoroughly assimilated and 
appreciated by our people. We believe that it can with justice be maintined, 
that next to the Bible, Luher’s Small Caechism is the greatest little book in 
our Church. God grant that the contemplation of its value during this anniver- 
sary year may become a strong stimulent in the work of Hlementary Christian 
Education in our district. 

Concordia College 

Concordia College is an important factor in the building of our Church here 
in the Northwest. The influence of this institution in the future life of our 
Church can not be estimated. Its influence will be two fold. First that of 
establishing her students more firmly in the faith of their future. Second that 
of training future teachers, pastors, and missionaries. If Concordia College 
shall be able to fulfill this two fold purpose, she must remain a conservative 
Christian institution, true to evangelical Lutheranism. We take pleasure in 
quoting the following from a report to our office by the president: “By the 
grace of God we have sought to remain faithful to the purpose of the founders 
of Concordia College and to the Church it serves. As we see it, the future of 
Concordia College is dependent upon how loyally and faithfully she builds her 
structure on the Rock of Ages. Loyalty to the Word of God always results in 
the outpouring of God’s blessing upon an individual or an institution. Com- 
promising the confessional: position of our Church and the teachings of the 
Word of God will inevitably result in defeat.’ We are confident that this 
statement on the part of the president of Concordia College will be a source of 
much satisfaction in the district. 

Concordia College has enjoyed a successful school year. The attendance this 
year has reached a total of 461, which is a substantial increase in that of last 
year. This fact is very gratifying in view of the difficult financial conditions 
prevailing in the Northwest.. The faculty and administrative officers have per- 
formed their duties faithfully and efficiently, and the various student organi- 
zations have carried on their work in a commendable manner. We bespeak for 
Concordia College the respect, the confidence, and tre support of the pastors 
and congregations of our district. 


The National Lutheran Council 

The National Lutheran Council is still a very necessary factor in the 
Lutheran World Service. The distressed condition of the Lutheran Church in 
Russia, and the difficulties so often besetting the Lutheran minorities in other 
Buropean countries, deserve the prayerful and sympathic interest and active 
assistance by Lutheran Christians everywhere. We, therefore, urge our people 
to assist these brethren in faith through the channel of the National Lutheran 
Council. In the year 1928 our Synod failed sadly in the support of this work. 
Approximately $4000 of the $16,000. or $17,000. alloted our Synod was raised. 
We lay upon the hearts of our pastors and the members of our congregations 
to remember these distressed brethren with offerings and generous collections. 


The Women’s Missionary Federation 


The Women’s Missionary Federation of our district has also this year worked 
with the zeal and enthusiasm characteristic of this organization. The Federa- 
tion is holding its convention in this city today and tomorrow. We note that 
“Christian Nurture” is the convention theme. We commend the choice of such 
appropriate and important subject. We are confident that the discussion of this 
theme and the distribution of literature dealing with this subject will do much 
to stimulate the mothers of our district to greater zeal in rearing the children in 
fear of the Lord. We again urge that the ladies’ aids throughout the district 
become affiliated with the Women’s Missionaxy Federation through circuit 
organizations.

The Intersynodical Lutheran Innermission Society of North Dakota 
At the last bi-annual convention of our synodical body at Minneapolis the 
following resolution was passed with reference to the department of charity: 
(Sec. 6 a)’ Whereas our Church is doing an ever increasing amount of Home 
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Finding and Welfare Work in the Twin Cities and adjacent territory, bene- 
fitting not only members of our own Lutheran Church, but other Lutherans as 
well, and 

Whereas, there is a Lutheran, Intersynodical organization, known as the 
Lutheran Welfare Society of the Twin Cities, doing parallel work along these 
lines, and 

Whereas, turning over our Home Finding and Welfare Work in Minneapolis 
to the said Lutheran, Intersynodical organization, would greatly facilitate and 
simplify the work and eliminate the present duplication of efforts and expense. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we ask the Lutheran Welfare Society of the 
Twin Cities to take over the work on the following terms—The Department of 
Charities is authorized to make the arrangements. 

b) The Church recommends that the Board of Charities try to make similar 
arrangements in other places.—Page 288, Report of 1928. 

We have in our state an Intersynodical Innermission Society, organized a 
few years ago, with a program somewhat similar to that of the Welfare Society 
of the Twin Cities. In compliance with the above resolution of our Synodical 
Church Body, Rev. H. B. Kildahl, executive secretary of the department of 
Charity, and your district president have conferred with the Board of Directors 
and said Intersynodical Innermission Society with reference to a co-ordination 
of efforts in the Welfare Work in our district. A satisfactroy relation has been 
established. For the present the House of Mercy at Fargo, and the spiritual 
care of the inmates in the sanitorium at Dunseith will-be supported and super- 
vised as heretofore by our Department of Charity. The Innermission Society 
will supervise and support the other Welfare Work among the Lutherans of our 
state, and in the event that the members of the various Lutheran bodies in our 
state give a liberal support to the above named organization, it will finally take 
over all the Lutheran welfare work in our state. We do not think that this re- 
quires any action on the part of the district, but we speak of it as a matter 
of information for the pastors and delegates. 


Pastoral Conference 


The District Pastoral Conference met at Fargo, January 29-31. The at- 
tendance this year was perhaps a little above the average. We believe that those 
who were present felt well repaid for their time and effort. We believe that 
such conferences furnish needful encouragement, help, and inspiration, and re- 
sult in larger visions and stronger faith. We would therefore, urge our pastors 
to make every effort to attend our District Pastoral Conference.

Mrs. J. T. Langemo. wife of Rev. J. T. Langemo, passed away September 
30, 1928. Mrs. 8S. S. Wold, wife of Rev. S. S. Wold, passed away February 18, 
1929. They were faithful and loyal workers in the Church, self-sacrificing 
mothers, wise and loving helpmates. We extend sincere sympathy to the be- 
reaved husbands and families. 

Rev. K. T. Strand, born October 8, 1855, passed away at Rolette, January 
18th this year, and was laid at rest January 16th. He was a faithful worker 
in the Lord’s service. X 

Rey. Alfred Hendrickson, born Nov. 18, 1884, passed away at Minot, May 
80th, and was laid to rest at Valley City, June 3rd. Alfred Hendrickson was 
a very able and conscientious pastor, and his passing in the very prime of life 
is a great loss to our Church. May the Head of the Church, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as He calls His servants home, send others to fill the depleted ranks! 

Appropriate resolutions will be adopted at this meeting. 


Home Missions 
The Home Mission work of the district deserves serious and earnest at- 
tention. We believe that there is a fine future for our Church in this state. 
We are the strongest protestant group in the state. The population of the state 
will not doubt be greatly increased in the near future, and if we are active in 
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Home Missions, our Church should be increased in proportion. To do this we 
require men and women, and of the two, the means seem the hardest to pro- 
cure. This year is a particularly difficult year for the Home Missions of the 
district. The reduced budget voted by our Synodical body with the restriction 
that only 85% of the voted budget can be used by the four boards until the 
whole budget is raised, leave a sum inadequte for this year’s work. We urge 
pastors and congregations to raise the whole budget for our district this year, 
and to raise it early. We urge people of means to remember the Home Missions 
of our district with special gifts. It is a matter of much concern to the Dis- 
trict Home Mission Committee how to meet all obligations this year. 


Elections 


It will be necessary at this meeting to elect a member on the District Home 
Mission Committee. Rey. P. R. Syrdal, last year elected to succeed himself, has 
moved from the district. He has been an able and faithful member, and we are 
very grateful for his services to our district in this capacity. We pray that 
God may bless him in his new field of labor. It is also the duty of this meeting 
to nominate ten members for the board of directors of the Lutheran House <4 
Mercy at Fargo from which number the corporation will elect five. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion permit me to thank the pastors and congregations for your 
prayers and your kind cooperation. I pray of God and of you that I may be 
forgiven my many shortcomings, that I may in a measure at least be worthy 
of the trust imposed in me, and that I may to some degree render our beloved 
Church efficient service. May God bless our deliberations these days that His 
name may be glorified and we may become better instruments in His hand to 
save immortal souls.

The committee consisting of Rev. G. R. Estrem of Maddock, Prof. Birkelo 
of Mayville, and Rev. W. Henry Westby of Fargo, elected by the North Da- 
kota District Convention last year to present to the convention assembled 
recommendations for effective spiritual work among our Lutheran students 

“at the state institutions met at Mayville June 22, 1929, and submit the following 
report: : 

Whereas there are at our state institutions in North Dakota at least 3000 
Iutheran students (approximately 800 at the Agricultural College at Fargo, 
or 45% of the entire student body; 5—600 at the State University at Grand 
Forks, and hundreds at other smaller schools, such as the normal schools, 
science schools, ete.) with prospects for a rapid increase, and, 

Whereas the young people in the transition period of their lives are 
subjected to pernicious moral and spiritual influence, particularly the dan- 
gerous theory of evolution in the classroom and the destructive doctrine of 
modernism in the Wesley School of Religion at both the State University and 
the Agricultural College, and 

Whereas our efforts in the past to remedy this condition, while productive 
of much good, have not been on a sufficiently large scale to prove at all 
adequate (inasmuch as we have expended only $500 on the 3000 Lutheran 
Students at our N. D. state institutions while we have, for comparison, spent 
approximately $30,000 on the 461 students at Concordia College.) 

A. Be it therefore recommended to the North Dakota District Convention 
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that a more effective program be developed for Fargo and Grand Forks by 
one of the following alternative plans: 

1. That the board of directors of Concordia College be requested to open 
and maintain an extension school of religion at the Agricultural College in 
Fargo after the plan of the Wesley School of Religion in order that our 
Lutheran students may study the Word of God from the positive Christian 
viewpoint and receive credit for such courses in the State College. : 

2. That as an experiment the North Dakota District open and maintain 
such a school of religion by engaging a professor of religion acceptable to and 
recommended by one of our church colleges as its extension professor in order 
that the State College may grant credit for courses in religion. 

38. That a full-time student pastor be employed, the same pastor to serve 
our Lutheran students at both Fargo and Grand Forks. 

B. Be it further recommended that the Lutheran students at the other 
smaller state educational institutions be for the present committed to: the 
earnest care of the local Norwegian Lutheran pastors. i e

~ ROCKY MOUNTAIN DISTRICT 
1. President’s Report 


To the thirteenth annual convention of the Rocky Mountain District of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: Grace an peace through our 
Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ! It is a wonderful privilege for us as Christian 
pastors and members of Christian congregations to serve our Lord and Master 
through the church and thus be instrumental in extending the Lord’s blessings 
and saving grace to our fellow men throughout the world. 

Let us give thanks to God and sing praises to His blessed name for our 
high and noble calling in Christ and for the opportunity to serve in His name. 

Generally speaking the work in our district is progressing and much is 
being accomplished for the advancement of the kingdom, even under difficulties. 
Because of the reduced budget for our mission work we find it very hard and 
embarrassing in many cases to continue the work, and almost impossible to 
take up work in new places even if the outlook is very bright and promising. 

We thank God for the many faithful pastors and loyal members of our con- 
gregations and pray that God by His grace will continue to sustain them in 
the work. 

Through the reports received and observations that I have made I note 
that the church attendance is, on the average, good. However, the attendance 
at the Lord’s table is not so good. I would therefore urge upon the pastors 
to speak more often upon the meaning, the blessing and the need of the Lord’s 
supper to their people. The same holds true in regard to baptism. So many 
parents neglect to baptize their children for lack of knowledge and full appre- 
ciation of the meaning and blessing of baptism. 

The great present need of our church is a deep, sincere spiritual awakening 
among all classes, pastors as well as lay members—young and old—we all 
need it, and we should all sincerely pray for it. There is no lack of organ- 
ization, there is no lack of money, if only the spirit of God could move us to 
give what is rightfully His. The one thing above all in which we are lacking 
and come short is true spirituality. Information about God’s kingdom, the 
work to be done and spiritual conviction and willingness to do all we can 
is what is needed more. We love God because He loved us first. 


Child Training and Instruction 


In our religious work we can not place too much emphasis on Christian train- 
ing and instruction of our children and young people. I greatly fear, and my 
observations bear me out, that there is a dangerous tendency prevalent among 
us to make light of the training and instruction of the children both in the 
home and the Sunday school and confirmation classes. There is furthermore 
a tendency to neglect the young people more and more after confirmation. 

If we are to succeed in any degree at all in the work of saving souls for 
the kingdom, we must first of all stress and practice personal work among all 
classes and ages, emphasize the importance of Christian parenthood, sincere 
and efficient Sunday school teachers, conscientious and faithful pastors who 
will have patience and take plenty time for the confirmation instruction—who 
will emphasize, not only the need of sufficient knowledge of the Bible and the 
way of salvation, but above all the importance of the child’s true relation 
with God and the true Christian life in conformity with the Christian teach- 
ings. Read with the confirmation class at least two years as suggested by the 
resolution passed by our church body. 

The parochial school during the summer months is a wonderful help to 
inculeate the Christian knowledge to our children. We sincerely urge every 
pastor and congregation to conduct such schools wherever possible. 


Home Mission—Church Extension 


This is in the true sense of the word a home mission district with all kinds 
of opportunities for extending the kingdom and the work of our church. I 
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can point to any number of places where we ought to take up the work— 
where it may be truthfully said “The fields are white unto harvest,” where 
people are praying and asking us to come and take up the work—but with 
the reduced mission budget, what can we do about it? The only way that 
we can find to suggest is to urge all those pastors and mission congregations 
who have received help from the mission for years to simply do their very 
best and make it a matter of conscience and honor to become self supporting 
and thus permit the mission to use that part of the mission budget for work 
in new places where it is most needed. 

There are eight or nine charges in our district that ought to become self 
supporting this year, if the Lord gives us a good crop, and all the rest of the 
mission charges must, before God, plan to make substantial reductions in their 
request for help from the mission. The fact that we failed this year to collect 
the budget makes it a serious matter for our schools and home mission work. 

Church extension is another important factor in our mission work. We 
need churches and parsonages on the home mission fields. This can only be 
realized if every pastor and congregation will contribute liberally to this fund. 
Why not do as requested by the church—take at least one offering a year 
for this cause? 


General Budget—Every Member Canvass 


Our district for 1928 failed to collect the full budget. This was due mostly 
to the fact that some of the most well-to-do congregations in our district failed 
to do their duty. Generally speaking the district as a whole did splendidly 
and many of the congregations sent in more than their fair share, but many 
of the larger congregations failed us. I want to urge upon all of you to do 
your very best for this year and to follow the plan of an every-member can- 
vass and use the envelope system wherever possible to do so. Let us go over 
the top this year and do it early. 


Evangelistic Work and Bible Institute Work 


We feel very grateful for the evangelistic and Bible institute work conducted 
in our district. It has been a great help and inspiration to all of us who have 
attended these meetings. We only wish that we could have much more of it. 
When properly conducted such meetings can accomplish much good and help 
both pastors and congregations in the work for the glory of God and the 
salvation of souls. 

I would very much urge that a midweek Bible study and prayer hour be 
conducted wherever possible. It is a wonderful opportunity for the upbuilding 
of one’s spiritual life and it strengthens the spiritual tie between Christians. 
Yor the same reason I also would urge frequent pastoral conferences, 


Circuit Meetings 

Circuit meetings have been held during the year in all the circuits, and 
without exception they have all been good and profitable, with good programs. 

This year being the four hundredth anniversary of Luther’s small Catechism, 
we would suggest that the catechism be made the basis for the special lectures 
and discussions—not only at our circuit meetings. but that, if possible, each 
congregation put on a special program to impress the value and importance of 
this little book upon the minds of young and old. 


W. M. Federation 


The W. M. Federation has done good work in creating a more universal 
interest among our church membership for the church work in general. This 
work can hardly be overestimated and it is especially beneficial among our 
people on the mission field. This work creates interest, because it brings 
information and understanding of the work of the church. 


Mission Work at the State Institutions 
In our district there are a great number of state institutions, universities, 
colleges and normal schools, where many hundreds of our Lutheran students 
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attend. These students are destined, some day in the future, to become the 
leaders of men. What is our church doing for their spiritual welfare? Only 
in two or three places in our district is anything being done, and even in those 
places the student pastors are not receiving the cooperation from the home and 
home pastors that they would naturally expect and deserve. 

Permit me to request every pastor who happens to have young people from 
his charge attending any of the state institutions to at least write the local 
student pastor and send him the names of such young people and ask him to 
look them up and urge them to attend worship in the Lutheran church. If 
also the parents of such young people would write the student pastor, it would 
help considerably in keeping and preserving the youth for our church. 


Book Mission 
The book mission has been found to be a great blessing to many of our 
church people as well as to the people outside of the church. ‘The pastors 
also find very practical use for the books. I trust that every pastor will make 
use of this opportunity to the greatest extent possible and also support the good 
cause otherwise. 
Church Papers 


When I visit the homes of our church people and find that they do not keep 
any of our church papers, I feel sad and sorry for them, because they do not 
realize what they are missing and the great spiritual loss that they are sustain- 
ing. But when I even find some of our pastors who do not keep the church 
papers, I almost feel tempted to become angry with them and even ashamed 
of them. How can anyone in our day and age be a real practical and intelligent 
Christian and know what is going on in our church without the church papers. 
How can anyone who is to be a leader in church work get along without the 
ehureh paper? The church paper gives information and inspiration that we 
all need very much. ;

Lunde’s charge; Zion Lutheran, Hinsdale, Mont., Emanuel Lutheran, White- 

water, Mont., Rev. O. J. Akre’s charge; First Lutheran, Sandpoint, Idaho, Rev. 

L. Hagen’s charge; Whitefish Lutheran, Whitefish, Mout., and Hidsvold Luth- 
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eran, Somers, Mont., Rey. Gerhard Aarestad’s charge; Antelope Creek Lutheran, 
Antelope, Mont., Highland Lutheran, Outlook, Mont., Plentywood Lutheran, 
Plentywood, Mont., Rev. A. M. Hgge’s charge; First Lutheran, Wolf Point, 
Mont., Rev. A. O. Johnson’s charge. 

The annual district home mission conference was held in Our Savior’s Luth- 
eran Church, Great Falls, Mont., Rev. A. Lunde’s charge. It was in every way 
a blessed and inspiring conference. The plan is to have one such conference 
every year, if possible. Such conferences are very inspiring and instructive, 
and every pastor and as many of the lay people as possible should make it a 
practice to attend. 


Elections 
This year we have to elect two members on the home mission committee, 
as the term of Rev. A. M. Egge and Mr. O. J. Berg expires. Also a district 
financial secretary. Rev. O. K. Davidson is the present financial secretary. 
The term is one year. 


Parochial Reports ' 
I wish to remind the pastors of their duty of sending regular parochial re- 
ports to the secretary of our national church body in due time. Some of our 
pastors have neglected to do this in years past. 


The Y. P. L. L. Work 


Two splendid conventions were held last year—one at the Yellow Stone 
Park, the last part of July and one at Glasgow, Mont., Rev. I. M. Stubkjar’s 
charge, the last part of September. Both conventions had fine programs, but 
the attendance at both of these should have been much greater and more repre- 
sentative. For the future let us try to make more of an earnest effort and 
suecess of our young people’s work. There are many obstacles in our way 
in the young people’s work, but by the grace of God we shall be able to over- 
come them. Let every pastor, if possible, try to have an active young people’s 
organization in all of his congregations. Give the young people something to 
do and to feel the responsibility for the work, and they will become more 
interested and loyal to the church of their fathers—also teach them to practice 
Christian giving. 


Application of New Congregation 
Our Savior’s Lutheran Church of Rudyard, Mont., Rev. O. L. Olsrud’s 
charge, applies for membership in the Rocky Mountain District. The congrega- 
tion has accepted the model constitution for congregations of our church body. 


Application of Rev. S. F. Veldey 


Rev. S. F. Veldey, Newport, Wash., who formerly belonged to the Augustana 
Synod applies for membership in the Rocky Mountain District. Rev. Veldey is 
a graduate of St. Olaf College and has studied one year at our Seminary in 
St. Paul and for some years was a teacher at Spokane College and is quite 
well known in our district. We extend a hearty welcome to all the new pas- 
tors in our district and wish them God’s blessing in their ministry among us. 

Cand. Theol. Melvin O. Simonson, Luther Seminary, St. Paul, Minn., has 
accepted the call to Laurel and Joliet, Mont. 

Following are some of the matters which I feel should be given due con- 
sideration at this meeting: 

1. To what extent is this district able and willing to support Spokane 
College? If Spokane College is to continue, the district will have to support 
it in a reasonable and substantial manner. My personal suggestion would be 
that a certain percentage be added to the general church budget each year 
for the support of Spokane College and in this way save time and expense in 
putting on the many special drives and extra collections. This would also 
give every member of the district an opportunity to support the college to the 
greatest extent possible. 
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2. Indian Missions, The Rocky Mountain District has perhaps more Indians 
within its borders than any of the other districts of our church, and yet no reli- 
gious work of any kind has ever been undertaken among these native Americans 
by the Lutheran church. 

It would be well for this convention to give an expression as to the responsi- 

bility of our church in this matter, and, if practical, to suggest ways and 
means of doing something in the line of home mission work among these peo- 
ple so sadly neglected. 
_ 38. This convention should take under consideration the matter of continuing 
the district home mission conferences as before, including the entire district, 
or, to make it to include only the circuit and have two or three such circuit 
home mission conferences each year—whichever of the two plans would accom- 
plish the greatest good. 

‘4, J also wish for this convention to consider and decide if it would be 
practical to organize a pastoral conference for the entire district or not— 
and if such a conference is organized, should we not try to secure a central, 
permanent location for future conferences? 

5. I wish to suggest that wherever possible, the old time offering to the 
pastor as part of his salary, on Christmas, Baster and Penticost, be done 
away with, and that in place of the offering a reasonable amount be added 
to the pastor’s regular salary, and that on the three festive days above referred 
to mission offerings or offerings for the general budget of our church be taken. 
The pastor can not plead for a large offering for himself, but he can plead 
for a liberal offering for missions on such occasions. The offering to the 
pastor gives too much the appearance of a begging proposition. The pastor 
should not be an object of charity—and it cheapens his service. 

6. Uniform church litergy is of greater importance than most of us realize. 
We know that there is much freedom along this line, but if the freedom is 
abused, it is not always for our good. At the present time in our church. 
There seems to exist an idea that each one is at liberty to make up his own 
ritual as he thinks best. This is the cause of much confusion and some times 
even causes offense. 

Some of our good Lutheran church people who moyed from their old home 
place to live in the west looked up the Lutheran chureh of their synod the 
first Sunday that they came to the new town in the west, but were so horrified 
because of the loose way in which the pastor conducted the services that they 
never came back to that church. 

If our church ritual is not satisfactory, or what we wish it to be to meet 
present day needs, it is our duty as well as our privilege to work for a change 
and improvement, but until such a time let us try to be uniform in our services 
so that young and old alike may feel at home whenever they visit a Lutheran 
chureh anywhere. 

As individual pastors we have no right to change the ritual of the church 
services without the consent and permission of the congregations we serve. 

7. I think, for a number of reasons, that it would be very beneficial for 
the work in our district if there could be a coordination of dates for the circuit 
and other district meetings so as to avoid holding them simultaneously, thus 
giving district and church officials opportunity to attend them all, if possible. 


Reformed Hymnbooks in Lutheran Churches and Sunday Schools. 


Reformed hymnbooks in Lutheran churches and Sunday schools are alto- 
gether out of place and we are not doing the Lutheran church any honor or 
good by using other hymnbooks than the Lutheran hymnbooks which are con- 
sidered by competent men along musical lines the very best to be had. 

A hymn is not only prayer and praise and thanksgiving, but is.in the deep- 
est sense an expression of our religious feelings and faith in God, and we want 
to be sure that the expression of faith is true and not false or misleading. 

Let us not use reformed books because they are cheap, as that would tend 
to cheapen our worship, and we will find the best musie in our Lutheran hymns. 
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- Conclusion 


During the past year we have all, no doubt, had our joys and our sorrows. 
Perhaps to some of us the greatest sorrow has been that we have accomplished 
so little of real worth for our Lord and Savior. Our inefficiency looms up 
before us in so many ways. On the other hand our greatest joy is that the 
Lord is our sufficiency—our all in all—who forgives our sins and blots out all 
our transgressions. 

God be praised for the comforting truth revealed to those of us who seek 
His face. : 

I want to thank all faithful pastors and members of our congregations for 
the fine cooperation and Christian fellowship in the past year. It has been 
very blessed, indeed, to be permitted to be in the work in gpite of trials and 
difficulties at times. 

May the Lord richly bless our deliberations at this convention and to the 
Lord shall be all the glory, world without end.

1. Special Report from the Board of Education 


TO THE CONVENTION OF THE 
ROCKY MOUNTAIN DISTRICT: 


The Board of Education has given much attention to the situation at 
Spokane College. The present financial situation creates a serious emergency. 
It has become necessary for the college to use the entire appropriation by our 
Church for 1929 and $2,500.00 of the appropriation for 1930. Furthermore 
nearly $3,000 has been advanced on the 1929 appropriation by the Joint Synod 
of Ohio. A survey of the situation shows that approximately $6,000 will be 
required to carry the affairs of the institution until August 31, this year. 
This will absorb practically the whole balance of the 1929 Ohio appropriation 
and the balance of the 1930 appropriation by our Church. This would leave 
in sight for mext school year only the $5,000 Ohio appropriation for 1930. 
A further estimate of the cost of operation during the school year 1929-30 
indicates that a minimum of $15,000 additional will be required to carry on 
the work. 

A further complication arises from the decision of the inspecting com- 
mittee of the University of Washington. Among the several requirements im- 
posed as conditions for accreditation the most serious is that which stipulates 
that the college must have a fixed annual income of $40,000. The Board of 
Education is quite unable to see whence such an income can be obtained for 
the institution. 

The Board has had the feeling that it did not possess the authority to close 
the institution, but that it ought to maintain operation until the Church itself 
in 1930 could take some kind of action in the premises. With this in view 
the executive committee of the Board went before the Board of Trustees of 
our Church at its session May 14th and submitted the question as to whether 
that Board could see any way by which within the rules of the Church and 
within consideration of expediency it could guarantee a loan of $15,000 to 
Spokane College for the coming year. After an extended discussion the Board 
of Trustees passed the following resolution: 


“WHEREAS the question of accreditation and other financial 
requirements will be necessary in order to continue Spokane College, 
and inasmuch as we have already granted the use of the 1929 and 
1930 appropriation for current operations this year, 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED: that the Secretary inform the 
Board of Education that the Board of Trustees cannot accept the 
responsibility of advancing $15,000.00, making, in addition to the ear- 
lier loan of $7,500.00, a total loan of $22,500.00, without specific au- 
thority given by the Church direct.” 
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Under these circumstances the Board of Education can see no way by 
which the college can be continued. Our experience in operating institutions 
in such financial condition that they sink into heavy debt should lead us to 
a policy of hesitancy and caution. We should feel the necessity of avoiding 
to the utmost practicable degree any proceeding that will increase the total 
of our indebtedness. 

In the meantime, the Board submits the situation to the Rocky Mountain 
District for such thorough-going consideration and discussion as may help 
to solve the problem of Spokane College.

2. Report from the Board of Elementary Christian Education 


The District Board of Elementary Christian Education met in Spokane, 
Wash., April 1, 1929, at 10 A. M., to consider the condition of religious edu- 
cation in the district. 

In reviewing the work of the development of Elementary Christian Edu- 
cation in our District, we find that no special efforts were made during the 
past year by the circuit in conducting Sunday School Teachers’ Training 
Institute. 

The Inter-Mountain Circuit, however, at its meeting in Kalispell devoted 
two days to Hlementary Christian Education and the meetings proved very 
successful. 

The District Board through its former Secretary, Rev. T. P. Neste, has 
communicated with the pastors of the District but little support has been 
received. The general opinion has been that such Teachers’ Institutes are im- 
practicable in certain sections of the District. 

The Board recommends: 


1. In view of the fact that Sunday School and vacation Bible School 
work is one of the most vital activities of the congregation, we urge the 
circuits that at least two sessions of the circuit meetings be devoted to Ele- 
mentary Christian Education. 


2. That the dates of the circuit meetings be placed in rotation and a 
schedule be worked out by the District President. 


3. That a member of the Synodical Board be secured to visit each of the 
circuit sessions and have the sessions devoted to Christian Education. 

The Synodical Board stands ready to give financial assistance whenever 
the offerings do not cover the expense of the institute. 


We believe that these circuit sessions will be an incentive to all pastors in 
attendance to go back to his own congregation and organize similar local in- 
stitutes with the assistance of the pastors of the circuit. 


We wish to call the attention of the pastors to the decision of the Church 
body: That a board of Elementary Christian Education be elected by each 
circuit and local congregation. These committees should be active in the 
cause of the religious training of the youth. The congregation committee 
should send in Annual reports to the circuit committee which in turn should 
report to the District Committee before the District Annual Meeting. 

We wish to impress upon pastors and congregations the necessity of con- 
ducting summer vacation Bible Schools. It is the opinion of the committee 
that better results can be attained in 4 to 6 weeks of Parochial school than 
in a whole year of Sunday school. We suggest that the pastor take active 
charge of the vacation Bible Schools. 2 : 


When the congregations need financial assistance in conducting such schools 
they may apply to the District President who will forward the application 
to the National Board and such assistance will be granted. 

We suggest that the congregations observe the Sunday School Rally Day, 
the first Sunday in September, as recommended by the Synodical Board. 

We recommend that the District Secretary of the Board of Elementary 
Christian Education urge the National Board that they give more publicity to 
Sunday School work and especially urge that the Board give more publicity 
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to Rally Day in order that all Sunday Schools can begin lessons on the same

The regular biennial convention of the Rocky Mountain District was held 
at St. Paul’s English Lutheran Church, Missoula, Montana, May 26, 1929., 
The convention opened Wednesday evening at 7:30 and the program was as 
follows: . 

Address: “Relation between Church and State,” by Governor J. H. Hrick- 
son. Rey. A L.unde, Great Falls, opened the discussion on our convention 
subject based on Eph. 2:19: “Building the Church.” His topic was, ‘“His-

Mission of our Church and urged the convention to make use of their literature. 

The matter of Spokane College was then taken up again for renewed con- 
sideration. A lengthy discussion ensued. -Moved to extend the session half 
an hour—carried. Moved to elect a committee of 5 to bring in resolutions at 
the evening session in regard to Spokane College—carried. The following 
committtee was elected: Pastors Stockdal, Neste and Davidson and delegates 
Mr. G. A. Kjosness and Mr. Peter P. Sether. ; 

The Credentials committee reported by Rev. Wm. Madson: Arrived 8 
delegates, 15 pastors, and 4 associates. Reported before 3 delegates and 7 
pastors. Total 11 delegates, 22 pastors and 4 associates. The session closed 
by praying the Lord’s Prayer in unison. 

Hvening Session, 7:30: Hymn, Scripture reading and prayer led by Rev. 
C. M. H. Otte. Address by Rev. O. A. Norem on the subject: “The Church in 
its Instruction.” 

Solo by Rey. G. Gabrielson entitled: The Lord is my Shepherd. 

Address by Rey. Amon Johnson on “Translation of the Catechism.” 

Rey. H. B. Kildahl, the Executive Secretary on the Board of Charities, 
then spoke of the work of his department. The session closed by singing a 
hymn.

The meeting assembled in the church parlors for consideration of report 
by the committee of five regarding Spokane College. The committee reported 
by its secretary, Rev. O. K. Davidson.

The Credentials Committee reported by Rev. Madson. Rey. S. Veldey ap- 
plied for admission as pastor in the district. Accepted.

Rey. Neste as the chairman of the board of Hlementary Christian Educa- 
tion then gave his report. The report was adopted. 

The resolutions committee was authorized to prepare resolutions on behalf 
£ the district. 

Rey. T. S. Stockdal then gave an address on the History of the Catechism. 

A motion was made to have the secretary also act as treasurer for the 
district, carried. Moved that the amount left over from the offering for con- 
vention expenses be sent to the fund for needy pastors and their widows. 
Carried. 

The secretary read the minutes of the meeting. These were accepted. 

President Skindlov closed the convention proper with a prayer. 

Saturday evening, 7:30—Concert by pipe organ and the local church choir. 
Address on “The History of Church Music,” and dedication of the pipe organ 
by Rev. O. L. Grefthen, Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Sunday morning, 10:30—Church dedication. Rev. H. O. Svare, a pioneer 
pastor of Missoula, took the Visitor’s place at the chancel and delivered an 
address. The Altar Service was conducted by the local pastor, O. M. Grimsby, 
and Rey. A. M. Skindlov. The circuit presidents read the portions of Seripture 
for dedication. Rev. O. L. Grefthen, the first pastor of the congregation, de- 
livered the main sermon and President Skindlov officiated at the dedication. 
An offering was received for the department of Home Mission. 

Sunday, 3:00 P. M., W. M. F. Program. 

Sunday, 7:30 P. M., was the closing session of the convention. Prof. W. H. 
Hellman, Vice-President of Spokane College, gave an address on ‘“Consecrated 
and Loyal Membership in the Church.” Pastors Grefthen, Skindlov and 
Grimsby also gave fitting remarks in closing and the biennial Convention of 
Rocky Mountain District was over.

4. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Committee No. 1—Chureh Affairs 


Committee No. 1 on district president’s and general president’s report con- 
sisting of Pastors O. O. Andvik and G. A. Peterson and Delegate C. B. Han- 
Son met and organized by electing Rey. Andvik Chairman, and C. B. Hanson 
Secretary. ; 

The following resolutions are herewith recommended by the committee for 
adoption : 

1. That we express our deep gratitude to our heavenly Father for the 
unmerited mercies and loving kindness He has shown us during the past year. 

2. That we express our appreciation and thanks to the officers of our 
synod and district for their faithful services during the past year. 

3. That in as much as this is the 400th Anniversary of Luther’s Small 
Catechism that we urge upon our congregations fitting observance of the anni- 
versary especially by the dissemination of Christian truth in our communities 
through organized classes of children and adults to the end that increasing 
humbers may come under the saving influence and power of the Gospel and 
be gathered into the Church of Christ. We also urge a general distribution of 
the Book Mission edition of the Catechism and a general support of the Book 
Mission cause. 

4, Inasmuch as our Church is not authorized to use more than 85 per cent 
of the Budget appropriated until the full amount is raised. Be it resolved 
that we urge upon the congregations of our District to make special efforts 
to raise and send in their allotments as early in the year as possible. To that 
end we urge that an every member canvass and the double envelope system be 
used in our churches.

5. We acknowledge with thanks the outstanding contribution of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation in their efforts to increase interest and spread 
information in all activities of our Church. Through their efforts a large 
amount of funds have been raised or given for the extension of the Kingdom 
of God and we pray that God’s richest blessing may attend them in their 
continued labor of love for Christ. 

6. Considering the large number of Indians residing in our district we 
urge upon the mission committee a careful study of such situation, and that 
a definite recommendation be made at our next convention in 1930. 

7. We recommend regional conferences to be held such as Spokane and 
Inter-Mountain, Billings and Glendive; Havre and North Eastern Montana. 

8. As for Pastoral Conferences we recommend that upon the Annual L. S. 
Assembly to be held at Loon Lake, Washington, 38 miles North of Spokane, 
on July 15—21 at which Dr. C. M. Weswig and Rev. Bloomquist of Rockford, 
Illinois, will lecture and lead pastoral conferences each day. 

9. We recommend the elimination of special offerings to pastors on festive 
days of the church year and that a corresponding increase be made in their 
salary. Also that the offerings made onthe festive days be devoted to mis- 
sions and general work of our Church. 

10. We express ourselves in favor of a uniform Church Liturgy, however, 
with such modification which shall best serve the congregations concerned. 

11. That as far as possible the dates for circuit meetings shall be so 
arranged as not to conflict, we recommend that the tentative date be sub- 
mitted to the district president before final decision is made. 

12. Regarding hymn books for church services, Sunday School and Young 
People’s societies. We recommend Concordia for the Sunday School and Young 
People’s Society and the Lutheran Hymnary for church services. 

13. On Spokane College. The Committee on Survey for Spokane College 
shall solicit funds for conducting said survey and campaign inasmuch as no 
funds for such expense are available from the district treasury. 

2. Hold such committee meetings as they shall deem necessary. 3. Hn- 
gage such help as funds will provide for that purpose. 4. Report results of this 
survey and campaign for funds to the Board of Education of the N. L. C. of 
America and to the Secretary of the Rocky Mountain District not later than 
July 20th, 1929.

PACIFIC DISTRICT 
1. President’s Report 


I Cor. 12:12-27. Grace and Peace. The Church is a divine institution. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ is the head of the church. Christ loved the church to 
the extent that He gave Himself for it, that He might sanctify and cleanse it, 
and present it to Himself, a glorious church without spot or blemish. 

This church of Christ is compared to the human body and its members. The 
human body is an organism; it is one and hath many members. By an organ- 
ism we understand a whole consisting of parts which exist and work each for 
all, and all for each. “If one member suffers, all the members suffer with it: 
or if one member be honored, all the members rejoice with it.” That there 
should be no schism in the body, and that all members should have the same 
care one for another, unselfish concern and care is bestowed upon all members 
functioning harmoniously for the health and preservation of the body. We are 
the body of Christ and members in particular. 

In the church which is His body, Christ is the constituting power. Through 
His Spirit He maintains those operations which impart vitality to all the 
activities, institutions, and agencies of the church. The character of this august 
institution is one from which all selfish antagonisms have gone, and over 
whom the sentiment of brotherhood is supreme. 

“As no chain is stronger than its weakest link,’ .so neither is the church 
as a body relatively more efficent or successful in its program of work and 
ministration to the world than its weakest integral part, or constituent 
member. 

Our schools, charities, and missions will progress in proportion as our 
Christian giving, prayers, activities and interest for the advancement of our 
church become a spiritual, vital force of conviction and unneglected duty in 
every congregation. 

The organs of the body are distinct but not separate, since they combine 
in one organism and are subordinate to a unitary result. 

Food must be provided for the body, blood, tissues, and muscles, so that 
‘the organs may be tributary in specific ways to the whole organism, or the 
organism must perish. 

A whispered need of assistance from the humblest organ is heard in every 
recess of the corporeal structure. ; ; 

With a view of this analogy between the church and the human body, the 
apostle takes occasion to urge on the church very weighty and solemn duties. 
Mutual forbearance, respect, and honor must be sacredly cherished. 

As constituent members representing the National Church body as well as 
the interest of, our local district, may we, while assembled in convention these 
days, pray for the guidance of His Spirit that we may return to our congre- 
gations with renewed interests and broader visions not only of our tasks but 
of the glorious privileges and opportunities which God has assigned unto us 
individually and collectively. 


THE FOUR HUNDRETH ANNIVERSARY OF LUTHER’S CATECHISM 


As this year marks the Four hundreth anniversary of the publication of 
Luther’s small catechism, a proper observance of this event should be made 
in every congregation in the district, and in the various organizations of the 
local churches. 

First, I would urge upon the pastors that some time during the year they 
give a series of addresses on the history and contents of the Catechism. Such 
addresses could be given at Sunday Evening services or mid-week meetings. 

Second, that wherever possible the program of Circuit Meetings, W. M. F. 
meetings, 8. S. teachers’ institutes, or Y. P. L. L. meetings, be made to include 
a discussion of the contents of the Catechism. 

Third, that an effort be made in the classes of the S. S. to improve the 
memorization of the small catechism. 
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Fourth, that, when feasible, several congregations unite in a public obsery- 
ance of the anniversary. On such programs a place for the recitation of the 
catechism as a whole or in part be reserved for children. 

_Fifth, that pastors seek to bring to the notice of the public press in their 
respective communities the fact that this is the Four Hundredth anniversary 
year of the appearance of Luther’s small catechism. 

Sixth, that some reference to the catechism be made during the period of 
instruction of the confirmation class, as well as on the day of confirmation. 

Seventh, to stress the significance of the catechism as a declaration of doc- 
trine. In an age that knows not what it believes, and believe not what it 
knows, the catechism should afford a real remedy. 

Highth, that the celebration of this anniversary be a preface to the com- 
memoration in 1930 of the Augsburg Confession. 


C. E. E. 


Permit me again to stress the necessity of thorough and systematic teach- 
ing of the fundamental doctrines pertaining to the way of salvation as taught 
in our Sunday and Parochial schools and during the periods of preparation 
for confirmation. After this, there should be a diligent follow-up work in the 
Bible classes and Young Peoples’ societies. 

We need in our day a doctrinal evangelism, and when this is given due 
emphasis there will be no need of the less successful methods of emotional 
evangelism, which is even being denounced by Reformed church bodies who 
deplore losses in their church membership through such emotional methods. 


HOME MISSIONS 


Our district is a rapidly growing home mission field due to the tremendous 
influx of our people from the east and middle west. It is very difficult for 
our Home Mission Board with its limited amount of money allocated this 
District to keep pace with the demands for new missions in many parts of 
our territory. 

The state of California is growing beyond our reach with the present limited 
amount of funds and equipment at our disposal for mission work. The same 
condition prevails in Washington, Oregon, British Columbia, and Alaska. The 
fields are indeed “white unto the harvest,” but we lack workers and especially 
the means to support the laborers with. 

No remedy is in sight as long as our Synodical Budget creates deficits and 
our Synod meetings vote for retrenchments financially from year to year. 

If our Church body is to grow and maintain its institutions of learning 
and benevolences as well as foreign missions, we must specialize more in an 
adequate program of home mission work, in order to gather in the unchurched 
and our Lutheran people who stray from us or are taken up by other Church 
bodies. 

Home mission programs should be encouraged in all our congregations in 
order that our people might be awakened to this most important branch of our 
Church activities. 


OFFICIAL VISITS AND INSPECTIONS 


During the year I have visited thirty-nine congregations in an official capa- 
city, and have also made a survey of our Home mission fields and succeeded in 


-reducing the Home mission contribution to the majority of the missions to the 


extent of about $7,000 and also removed some from the Mission support. 

Have participated in as many conferences, Circuit meetings, Board meetings 
and officiated at Mission Festivals, Anniversaries, dedications and various pro- 
grams as far as time and opportunity would permit. These duties together 
with heavy correspondence and Board meetings to attend in the east several 
times a year will not permit me to attend all meetings in the District especially 
when such occur simultaneously in the District.

We are thankful to the W. M. F. for the splendid work carried on in our 
district by the W. M. F. Their programs conducted throughout the Circuits 
have created greater enthusiasm and interest for our various Christian acti- 
vities in our Church. 

The Y. P. L. L. 


We must admit that to keep the young people within the fold of the church 
and secure their interest and support is a vital problem confronting us. It is 
a problem which calls for our earnest and serious attention. 

We are pleased to note the general activity of the Y. P. L. L. throughout 
the church and the interest they manifest in their work for the Master. Sev- 
eral quarterly Circuit meetings have been held in various parts of the District 
during the year, which by the grace of God have been a great blessing to our 
church and stimulated the Christian life and faiht in our young people. Would 
it not be well to remember our young people when we elect officers and work- 
ers in the various congregations so that these may be trained in the work of 
the congregation as before long they will constitute the church membership 
of tomorrow. 

PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


On Dec. 14th, 1928, Dr. O. A. Tingelstad was installed as President of 
P. L. C. by the Rt. Rev. J. A. Aasgaard, assisted by the District President and 
Gther officials of the Church. 

The attendance at the College is increasing and in order to meet the stan- 
dards for accreditation several improvements have been made in the equip- 
ment of the Chemical Laboratories as well as other necessary improvements. 
All such requirements for efficiency have increased the indebtedness of the 
institution, which must be met by the District in some practical manner at 
this meeting. f 

God has blessed our school with health and preservation among the student 
body for which we are thankful. We hope by the grace of God to look for a 
uew era of success in answer to our prayers and united support of the College.

Dr. H. B. Kildahl, Secretary of Charities, spoke on the charity work of our 
Church. The convention gave him a rising vote of thanks.

The convention requested Rev. L. C. Foss to appeal to the district for funds 
for Home Mission work. 

Dr. O. A. Tingelstad thanked the convention for its attitude towards the 
college. 

The meeting adjourned, Rey. L. C. Foss leading in prayer and thanksgiving.

4. COMMITTEE REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Committee No. 1—Chureh Affairs 


Committee consisting of pastors L. C. Foss, R. Bogstad, S. C. B. Knutsen 
and delegates Ole Bulie, H. Hawkins, organized by electing Rev. L. C. Foss, 
chairman, and Rev. R. Bogstad, secretary. The committee submits the fol- 
lowing report. 

1. Pastors and delegates of the Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church in convention assembled, wishes to thank Almighty God for His gracious 
protection over us in the past year and acknowledge with thanks the receipt 
of many blessings. 

2. In the, preamble to his report our President has called attention to the 
underlying power of a successful and blessed church life and church work. 
His pointing ‘to 1 Cor. 12:12-27 where the apostle speaks of the church as an 
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organism, like the human body, in its functions, he has called our attention 
to a most timely topic. 

United effort and brotherly co-operation is indeed precious in the sight of 
God and therefore fraught with the greatest blessings. Let us carefully study 
this passage and apply it to our daily tasks and the church shall be builded and 
the name of God glorified. ; 

3. The Pacific District rejoices in the fact that new congregations have 
been organized and that through the efforts of the president many congrega- 
tions that heretofore have received support from the home mission board have 
become independent and others have succeeded in raising more money for their 
local expenses and thereby ease the burdens of the home mission board ma- 
terially. 

4. The Convention of the Pacific District urges most emphatically upon all 
pastors and other influential people within the district to make the most possible 
use of the Four Hundredth Anniversary of the publication of Luther’s Small 
Catechism and recommend to the pastors and all congregations to follow as 
far as possible the eight suggestions made by the district president in his re- 
port to commemorate this event. 

That a text book for religious instruction has been able to keep its place 
tor a period of four hundred years in a time when so many changes are called 
for and the best efforts of the best of men are short lived is a fact that should 
be heralded from every housetop and every Lutheran pulpit through our broad 
land. 

5. Relative to the Elementary Christian Education the convention wishes to 
impress upon the congregations that while it is a praiseworthy thing to hold 
conventions for the purpose of discussing the necessity of a thorough and sys- 
tematic teaching of the fundamental doctrines pertaining to the way of salva- 
tion—that is not sufficient. It should be the business of the HBlementary 
Christian Education committees in the district and the circuits and congrega- 
tions to see to it that Sunday schools, Parochial schools, Vacation schools and 
week-day schools be organized and maintained. Of the above mentioned schools 
the convention would especially emphasize the week-day school, where the law 
permits when the children get time off from the public school for religious in- 
struction and the children get credit for it in the public school. When the child 
has received some instruction in the Bible subjects and history it is a great 
deal easier to have them understand the doctrines of the catechism. This is 
what we will call doctrinal evangelism as over against emotional evangelism. 

6. The Pacific District recommends to every congregation the establishment 
of Brotherhoods. These should again be organized into circuit and possibly 
district brotherhoods. We have overlooked the importance of the enlisting and 
developing the man power of the church long enough. See what the women have 
dene and are doing. The committee on nominations are asked to bring in five 
names for a committee to look after this work. 

7. The District is thankful for the splendid work carried on by the Women’s 
Missionary Federation and recommend their work to the goodwill of all people 
within the district. Likewise we are also thankful for the work of the Y. P. 
L. L. and would underscore what the President says about remembering our 
young people when we elect officers and workers in the various congregations 
so that there may be trained workers for the work when the young people of 
today will constitute the church membership of tomorrow. 

8. What the district President has to say about Pacific Lutheran College, 
Parkland Children’s Home, Josephine Old People’s Home and the Seamen’s 
Mission and Home Mission be referred to the respective committees. We would 
also ask the resolution committee to draw up proper resolutions concerning 
brother pastors that have departed this past year.

Monday forenoon Rey. Geo. Henriksen read a letter from Dr. Stensrud rela- 
tive to attending the district meetings. It was moved, seconded and carried to 
adopt the communication, spread it on the minutes and have it published in 
“Budbereren.” The letter reads as follows: 

To the Members of Pacific District Convention, Portland, Oregon: 

I think I voice the sentiment of the members of this convention, when I 
say, that we deeply deplore the fact that so many pastors stay away from a 
meeting as important as the annual convention of one of our synodical districts, 
and further, that so many congregations do not send delegates. Added to this 
sad state of affairs another most depressing fact, that not even excuses are sent 
in by the majority of absent pastors and congregations. Thirty-nine out of 
ninety pastors are present, and only a few congregations have sent excuses for 
not being represented. With great concern some of us look at this situation. 
Dissolution of the district seems to stare us in the face. Those who come will 
soon quit coming and quit belonging to an organization so lax in practice. 

The district should urge upon all congregations and pastors to come to the 
conventions, and coming, to come on time and stay to the end of the meeting. 
There may be compeliing circumstances and extenuating reasons for not coming 
on time and for not staying to the end of the meeting; but there are no com- 
pelling circumstances for not even sending so much as an excuse for not coming. 

Privately it is reported, that some pastors cannot come because of the fin- 
aucial loss looking to ministerial acts, some have to stay away to save money 
for going to the general convention in the East, some cannot come, because they 
cannot afford it, and other similar empty excuses—such excuses will not do 
and should not be tolerated. They are not excuses but selfishness pure and 
simple, and if allowed to prevail among us, we will soon stand face to face 
with the disruption of the whole church work on the Pacific Coast. We need 
to stand together. We need to plan together. We need to work together. The 
district should take steps to remedy this unwholesome and deplorable situation 
in our districts.

The Committee on Christian Education organized itself by electing Mr. L. 
Breum president and Rey. M. A. Christensen, secretary. We submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

In looking over the past year, we thank God who has held His protecting 
hand over the Pacific Lutheran College, and that another school year is being 
brought to a successful termination. 

We are thankful to the present faculty, trustees and others connected with 
the institution for their untiring zeal and devotion. 

We are also happy to notice the friendly attitude taken by neighboring 
Lutheran bodies towards this institution. We urge our people to consider it a 
sacred privilege and serious duty to promptly redeem the endowment pledges 
made in the drive in 1927. 

We would recommend that some eminently fitted person should be given the 
particular job of collecting and keeping up the enthusiasm for this fund. 
While we are thankful for payments already received, we feel that in many 
instances the official visit of such an agent would mean much to bring the en- 
dowment fund to a successful termination. Unpaid pledges furnish no income. 

As the development association already has over 1500 active members, we 
kindly submit that each member of our church not only join, but urge others 
to join this association. By the end of the fiscal year, July 31, 1929, we should 
have 3,000 members. 

Empower the Board of Trustees to secure men to solicit funds in other 
districts as recommended by President Aasgaard. 

After carefully reading the recommendation of Architect Altfillish, we re- 
commend that the first year’s work be carried out, namely, the erection of a 
residence for the president, securing strips of land adjoining the compus and 
enlarging the biology laboratory to satisfy the demands of the University of 
Washington Committee.

Committee No. 6—Finances 


Committee No. 6 on finances, consisting of Pastors A. H. Thorson, H. A. L. 
Hjermstad, and J. Torval Norby, and delegates, T. T. Hnger and H. H. Ander- 
son, met and organized by electing Rev. Thorson chairman and Rey. Norby 
secretary. 

The committee respectfully submits the following resolutions: 

First. ‘The Pacific District in convention assembled expresses its gratitude 
to God for what He has given the people of our church grace to do. Also in 
a material way especially with regard to contributions for current use as well 
as large sums committed to the church for permanent endowments. 

Second. It has become more and more felt that the Y. P. L. L. has been 
going from strength to strength and is a vital force, a persuasive influence, and 
very comprehensible in its activities. The Y. P. L. L. deserves the deep gra- 
titude of the church. 

Three. The district expresses its sincere gratitude to the W. M. F. and 
other women’s organizations for the splendid service rendered to the church 
by them. 

Four. We learn with deep gratitude that the number of our congregations 
contributing little or nothing to our synodical budget is gradually decreasing. 
A few years ago the congregations contributing nothing numbered 1200; now 
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there are only 190 this year—34 less than last year. In our district of 106 
congregations, 18 have contributed more than their fair share; 59 less than 
their fair share. On the other hand we regret to learn that 35 gave nothing to 
education. Twenty-four gave nothing to home missions (our district being 
predominantly a home mission field). Twenty-one congregations gave nothing 
to foreign missions, twenty-six gave nothing to charities, sixteen gave nothing to 
either of these branches. 

We urgently appeal to our congregations and pastors to do their utmost 
to raise the full amount of the synodical budget and to send in their donations 
early in the year, preferably monthly or quarterly. 

We are thankful that the synodical budget deficit has been reduced from 
$827,468 to $285,844. We urge our congregations to do all in their power that 
the balance of this indebtedness may be paid soon. 

The Pacific District has contributed $10,868.31, or only 58% of its fair 
share toward the liquidation of this debt. We yet have $8,558.83 or 43% to 
raise. 

Five. Since our church has advanced large sums to various institutions for 
emergency purposes amounting to $180,029.42, being loans not gifts, the vari- 
ous institutions are earnestly urged to repay these loans at the earliest possible 
date. 

Six. We express our sincere thanks to Dr. O. A. Tingelstad, President of 
the Pacific Lutheran College, for his untiring efforts for the school and for all 
support given him. 

We plead and urge that the endowment fund pledges be paid as soon as 
possible, also that all our people get behind the Pacific College Development 
Association. . 

Seven. The Pacific District earnestly pleads with our church body, its 
boards and constituency to remember our own institution of higher Christian 
education on the Pacific coast, the Pacific Lutheran College. We shall yet, 
for many years, need the hearty and liberal support of our church to maintain 
and develop this institution. J. Torval Norby, Secretary.

2. That ‘“Budbereren” be changed from a bi-monthly to a weekly paper as 
secon as the business management sees fit to do so, Also, that more space be 
given to the English department. 

3. That the Theological Forum be subscribed to by every pastor. 

4. That a book of devotion based on the Catechism be published as soon 
as possible by the Augsburg Publishing House. 

5. That the Augsburg Publishing House would also take steps toward the 
publication of a book on our own missionaries, giving a brief history of their 
life’s work on the mission field. We feel that such a publication is needed 
especially for our young people. 

6. Again we would urge that our Publishing House would establish branch 
book stores in Seattle and San Francisco, in order that our church people on 
the West Coast may have better access to our own literature.

Committee No. 8—Pensions 


The committee has met and organized as follows: Chairman, Rev. L. Ras- 
mussen; Secretary, H. J. Nordseth; and after due deliberations submit the 
following report: 

The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in con- 
vention assembled, desires to express its gratitude to Almighty and Gracious 
God for what our Church has been able to do through the Pension Fund for its 
aged pastors and their families. 

We, however, deplore the inability of our Church to make adequate pro- 
visions for its aged ministers whose pensions in recent years have not ex- 
ceeded $320 annually, which is entirely insufficient. 

To maintain even these small pensions the district urges all congregations by 
ali means to continue sending to the Treasury of our Church at least the appor- 
tioned amount for this purpose, continuing faithfully the support given by 
congregations, ladies’ aids and other societies within the Church. 

Inasmuch as the Church at large has worked out a new and improved 
pension plan which is found printed in “Reports to District Conventions for 
1920” requiring each congregation to express by vote its will in the matter 
before the next general convention in 1930. The district urges that all con- 
gregations give this Pension Plan serious and prompt consideration. Doing 
all in its power to co-operate with the Pension Board in carrying out their 
plans that the matter come before the congregations properly. 

The pamphlets furnished by the Pension Board should be circulated to all 
members and every effort made that congregations receive a proper under- 
standing of the Pension Plan, thus insuring an intelligent decision by each 
congregation. 

The lay members of this committee are fully aware of the solemn obligations 
on the part of the congregations to our faithful Pastors who have consecrated 
their lives to bring the Bread of Life to our people; and when we consider that 
most of them live and support their families on small salaries without the op- 
portunity to lay aside anything for the day when they must step aside from 
active service. 

We must feel duty bound before God to work with all honest effort toward 
a satisfactory solution of the pension question.

Committee No. 9—Elementary Christian Education 


1. We thank the Lord for the work accomplished in the field of Elemen- 
tary Christian Education, and for the increasing interest in this important 
work. 

2. We approve the emphasis of our District President on the need of doc- 
trinal evangelism. In this connection we would urge upon our constituency the 
necessity of keeping thoroly informed in regard to developments in this field in 
other chureh bodies, notably in modernistic circles, as well as in connection with 
the.Public Schools. We strongly approve and encourage the efforts of our Board 
of Elementary Christian Education to provide proper material and methods 
for this work. ¥ 

3. Epecially do we rejoice in the increased recognition of the unique value 
of Luther’s Small Catechism, as shown in many places and in many ways in this 
four-hundredth anniversary year. In view of the findings of Prof. Betts of 
Northwestern University to the effect that only the Lutheran Church among 
Protestant Churches, in this day of religious chaos, pretend to any unanimity 
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in creed and teaching, even on the part of pastors and theological students, we 
recognize this unanimity among Lutherans as being due in conspicuous measure, 
under God to the unifying influence of the Catechism in providing, from gener- 
ation to generation, the common core of doctrinal concepts and _ religious 
thoughts. We suggest that October 31, Reformation Day, this year be made 
Catechism Day; and furthermore that the local congregations provide for that 
occasion copies of the Memorial edition of the Catechism, for distribution to 
every home. 

4. We hope that ways may be found promoting more active co-operation 
between the General Board, our District Board and the Circuit Boards of 
Elementary Christian Education. 

5. We urge upon our congregations the full use of the opportunity provided 
by law in Oregon for the week-day religious instruction. We look forward to 
the day when our congregations on the Pacific coast may enjoy the advantages 
afforded by systematic religious instruction in many of our Lutheran communi- 
ties, especially in Iowa and Minnesota. 

6. In view of the fact that many copies of Dr. E. M. Stensrud’s pamphlet, 
which was printed some years ago at the request of the District Board of 
Elementary Christian Education, are still available, for distribution, we author- 
ize our District Board to distribute this material to the congregations, pre- 
ferably in connection with the celebration of Reformation Day.

CANADA DISTRIKT 
1. Formandens indberetning 


Venner og brddre! Naade og fred! 

Vi kundgijgr eder, brddre, den naade som Gud har git i Makedoniens menig- 
heter, at endda de var haardt prévede med trengsel, saa har dog deres over- 
veettes glede og deres dype fattigdom i overstrémmende fylde virket hos dem 
en rigdom paa oprigtig kjerlighet. Ti efter evne gay de, det vidner jeg, ja, over 
evne, av egen drift, idet de indtrengende bad os om at faa lov til at vere 
med i hjelpen til de hellige; og de gay ikke bare saaledes som vi haabet, men 
de gav sig selv férst til Herren og til os ved Guds vilje, saa vi bad Titus, at 
likesom han fgr hadde begyndt, saaledes skulde han fuldende hos eder ogsaa 
dette kjlrlighetsverk. Men likesom I er rike i alle maater, paa tro og paa tale 
og paa kundskap og paa al iver og paa kjerlighet som I har vakt hos os, saa 
bli nu og rike i dette kierlighetsverk! (2 Kor. 8. 1—7.) 

Her fremholdes menighetene i Makedonien som eksempler paa hvorledes 
kristne menigheter bgr ta fat paa og utf¢re det arbeide de i fellesskap har faat 
at gjgre. Menigheten i Jerusalem var i ndd og treengte til hjelp. De kristne 
menigheter i Makedonien og andre land fik vite om dette og besluttet at hjelpe; 
Paulus og hans medarbeidere tok sig av indsamlingen og ved tale og brev op- 
muntret Paulus menighetene til at yde en rikelig gave og til at faa den indsam- 
let i ret tid. Det er i sit andet brev til menigheten i Korint i det 8de og 9de 
kap. han skriver om dette, og det som der er skrevet er skrevet os til lerdom. 
Det var i denne indsamling at menighetene i Makedonien hadde vist sig som 
mgnstermenigheter. Disse menigheter var haardt prévet med trengsel og var 
i dyp fattigdom, saa Paulus.ikke hadde ventet meget av dem, ja det synes at han 
ikke hadde tenkt at be dem om noget, men at de indtrengende ba om at faa 
lov til at vere med og hjelpe. Denne deres iver kom av deres overveettes 
gleede over at vere frelste; denne glede hadde i overstrgémmende fylde virket 
hos dem en rigdom paa oprigtig kjerlighet, saa at de var med og gav efter 
evne, ja over eyne, avy egen drift. Og de gav ikke bare saaledes som Paulus 
haabet de vilde naar de saa indtreengende ba om lov til at vere med, men de 
gav mere end sine gaver: De gav sig selv fgrst til Herren og til hans utsen- 
dinger ved Guds vilje. Dette kalder apostelen et kjeerlighetsverk og opmuntrer 
andre til at gjgre lignende kjerlighetsverk. 

Kjere menigheter! I har sluttet eder sammen for at utfgre et arbeide, og vi 
er nu samlet her for at forhandle og beslutte angaaende dette arbeide. Vore 
aarsm¢ter er bare en forberedelse for arbeidet, selve arbeidet maa utf¢res gjen- 
nem hele aaret, og det beror paa den troskap enhver utviser om arbeidet skal 
bli vel utf¢rt. Det arbeide vi har faat at gjgre er ogsaa et kjerlighetsverk ; 
det har sin oprindelse i Gud som er kjerlighet, og som elsket verden gaa at 
han gav sin sén den enbaarne. Den fuldbragte frelse er det stérste kjerlig- 
hetsverk, og forkyndelsen avy denne frelse, som er de kristne betrodd, er det 
kjeerlighetsverk som vi har faat at utfgre. Det som volder os den stgrste van- 
skelighet i utfgrelsen av vort arbeide er at faa samlet de midler som treenges, 
og det er med hensyn til denne del av vort arbeide at vore menigheters op- 
merksomhet henledes paa menighetene i Makedonien: vil vi lere avy dem og félge 
deres eksempel saa vil det gaa let at faa samlet de midler som treenges i arbei- 
det for Guds rike. La os ta tid til at se paa disse menigheter for at deres 
eksempel kan ha sin virkning paa os. 1. De var haardt prévede med treengsel. 
Dette kunde tjent til undskyldning for dem; de hadde nok med sig selv, uten at 
tenke paa andres ngd og komme andre til hjelp; det vilde veret saa naturlig 
at tenke saa. Men de tenkte ikke saa; tvertimot, deres egen treengsel hadde 
gjort dem f¢lsomme for andres ngéd og virket hos dem en rigdom paa oprigtig 
kjerlighet. 2. De var i dyp fattigdom. Dette maatte vel vere gyldig grund 
for dem at vere undskyldt! De hadde ikke nok til sig selvy, hvorledes skulde 
de da kunne hjelpe andre? Men nei, heller ikke slike tanker fik rum i deres 
hjerter. De tok av det de hadde og delte med de trengende. Ogsaa deres fat- 
tigdom virket hos dem en rigdom paa oprigtig kjerlighet saa de gav efter evne, 
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ja over evne, av egen drift. Fgrst gav de sig selv til Herren og med sin gave 
hadde de git sig hen til brgédrene saa de var ett med dem og f¢élte med dem i 
kjeerlighetens deltagelse i andres ngd. Slik virket deres overveettes glede over 
at veere frelste, ved Guds naade, en sand rigdom paa oprigtig kjerlighet. Et 
sandt kjerlighetsverk ! 

Er det mulig for vore menigheter at bli slike menigheter? Ja, ved Guds 
naade er det mulig. Kristi evangelium er en Guds kraft til frelse for hver den 
som tror. Derfor formanes ordets tjenere til at preke ordet og bli ved med det 
i tide og utide, og at gi agt paa sig selv og paa leren, og at holde ved dermed! 
Ti naar de det gjgr, da skal de frelse baade sig selv og dem som hgrer dem. 
Paa den maate skal sandhetens aand overbevise om synd, retferdighet og om 
dom; og vi skal faa kristne som ikke bare sier: Herre, Herre! men som gij¢gr 
Gud faders vilje. Vi skal faa kristne som i overvettes glede gir sig selv til 
Herren og til hans tjenere for at utfgre kjerlighetsverk, og vi skal erfare at 
den som saar med velsignelser, skal hgste med velsignelser, og vi skal ogsaa faa 
se at den karrig saar skal karrig hgste. Maatte disse sandhetsord gaa os alle 
til hjerte og virke saaledes paa os at vi gir os hen til Gud og blir hans tjenere 
som arbeider med troskap mens arbeidsdagen varer. Natten kommer, da ingen 
kan arbeide. Med arbeidet og missionsmarken for vort ¢gie la os bede: ‘Herre, 
bevar og velsigne din aker, plantet med ordets den himmelske sed! La ikke 
stormen, som over den drager, bryte den spire, som endnu er sped! Vi kunde 
plante og vande alene, veksten fremkalder din skapende aand, renser for torner 
og tidsler og stener akeren selv med en naaderik haand.” 


Indremissionen 


Det er med sorg i hjerte vi mgter vore missionsprester ved dette aarsm¢te. 
Sorg fordi vi ikke kan betale dem deres 1gn. Vort indremissionsbudget blev, paa 
grund av det reducerte budget som bley antat av aarsm¢gte ifjor, saa meget be- 
skaaret at det strekker ikke til at Ignne de arbeidere vi har, og det er med stor 
bedrgvelse vi ser ut over nye str¢ék hvor vort folk har bosat sig og hvor vi 
burde opta arbeidet, men kassen er tom. For at faa hjelp i denne vanskelige 
stilling har missionsbestyrelsen henvendt sig til missionsmenighetene med b¢gn 
om at de maa forh¢ie sine bidrag til prestens lgn saa at presten ikke skulde lide 
tap, og vi har faat flere imgtekommende svar, men det streekker ikke til. Val- 
halle Centre-kaldet er fra nyaar av blit selvsteendig og to kald som var lovt 
midlertidig hjxlp er str¢éket av listen. Ht kald er midlertidig nedlagt, nemlig 
Sylvan Lake-kaldet. Til neste aar venter vi at mange missionskald vil bli 
selvsteendige saa at vi kan faa midler til at utvide arbeidsmarken. For 1928 fik 
vi og brukte til indremissionsarbeidet $26,488.40; av denne sum samlet Canada 
distrikt $2,700.00 ifglge sidste opgave fra kassereren. For 1929 er Canada di- 
strikt garantert $17,595.64 til sit missionsarbeide. Her er en kraftig opfordring 
til alle vore missionskald at gjgre alvor av at bli selvstendige. 


Hedningemissionen 

Det er gledelig at se den iver som mange av vore menigheter utviser for 
hedningenes frelse. Distriktet har flere missionzrer paa Madagaskar og i Kina. 
De som maatte forlate Kina paa grund av borgerkrigen der, venter med lengsel 
paa at faa reise ut igjen. Imidlertid har vi nytt godt av deres bes#k derved 
at de har reist omkring i distriktet og talt missionssaken; serlig maa vi nevne 
Miss Ida Groseths opofrende arbeide, for hvilket distriktet skylder hende tak. 
Som en synlig frugt av hendes arbeide kan nevnes at Canada distrikt sidste 
aar samlet 125% av sin andel til hedningemissonen. Vi gnsker over hende og 
de andre missionzerer som atter faar lov at reise ut til Kina Guds beskjermelse 
og rike velsignelse. 

Emigrant og kolonisationsarbeidet 


Dette er en gren av vort missionsarbeide som vore menigheter har vist stor 
interesse for og som sikter paa at lette missionsarbeidet ved at faa vort folk 
som kommer til Canada, enten fra Norge eller fra Statene, samlet der hvor vi 
allerede har menigheter, eller i kolonier paa nye trakter. Vort samarbeide 
med Canadian National jarnbanene i dette arbeide har betydelig grad lettet os 
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i denne virksomhet, og under past. T. J. Langleys dygtige ledelse er et tilfreds- 
stillende arbeide utfgrt. Past. Langley vil selv avgi rapport om sin virksomhet. 
Det kolonisationsbyraa som blev valgt for to aar siden, har mé¢tt flere ganger, 
og har ved raad og veiledning st¢ttet kolonisationsarbeidet. 


Skolene 

. Vore to skoler, Outlook College og Camrose College har det sidste aar veret 
godt besgkte, saa de har hat vanskelig for at skaffe plads, ja for Outlook Col- 
leges vedkommende maatte flere ansgkere avvises av mangel paa plads. Det er 
gleedelig at se saa mange unge sgke hen til vore kristelige skoler. Maa den 
sed som der saaes i de unges hjerter bere velsignet frugt. Men med gleden 
over den store sékning til vore skoler blander sig sorgen over at vi ikke hadde 
plads til alle som vilde komme. Bestyreren for distriktets skole, prof. Bergsa- 
gel, vil avgi rapport om skolens drift under dette skoleaar. Bestyrelsen for 
skolen har hat flere mgter for at ordne og bestemme angaaende skolens drift. 
Rapport fra kassereren for skolekorporationen vedlegges. 

Board of Education paa 5 medlemmer valgt i 1927, og Board of Elementary 
Christian Education paa 83 medlemmer har ingen m¢ter holdt da ingen bevilg- 
ning er gjort for at dekke reiseutgifter. 

Det kan oplyses at for saadanne menigheter som trenger hjelp for at faa 
religionsskole har samfundet et hjelpefond fra hvilket det halve av lererens Ign 
kan dekkes: Ansgkning om hjelp sker gjennem formanden; fattige menighe- 
ter burde benytte sig av denne hjelp. Alle anledninger bgr benyttes for at gi 
vore barn kristendomskundskap, baade hverdagsskole (ukeskole), Igrdagsskole 
og séndagsskole og den halve time i publicskolen foruten undervisningen i hjem- 
met. Leerer dem at holde alt det jeg har befalt der, er Jesu befaling. Han 
hjzlpe os at komme den i hu. 


Bethania alderdomshjem 


Et velsignet arbeide har ogsaa i det forlgpne aar veret utfgrt ved vort al- 
derdomshjem. Alle pladser har veret optat og flere ansgkere har stadig veeret 
paa ventelisten. Bestyrelsen for hjemmet har underhandlet med bystyret for 
Camrose om passende tomt og skattefrihet for hjemmet uten noget tilfredsstil- 
lende resultat. Skattefrihet for hjemmet maatte stemmes over ay skatteyderne 
ved serskilt valg, og omkostningene forbundet med et saadant valg, henimot 
$500,00, maatte beres av hjemmet uanset hvad utfaldet av valget blev. Besty- 
relsen for hjemmet vilde ikke gaa med paa dette, og underhandlingene stanset. 
Ved sidste bestyrersesmgte, den 17de april, blev det besluttet at fremlegge saken 
for byraadet endnu engang, og resultatet av denne henvendelse vedlegges i sser- 
skilt rapport. 

Den nye bestyrer for hjemmet, pastor J. O. Gjgvaag, vil avgi rapport og 
regnskap over hjemmets drift siden han overtok bestyrelsen. 


Evangelistarbeidet 


Tre avy samfundets evangelister har virket i kortere eller lengere tid i 
Canada sidste aar: Past. T. Tjornhom bes¢kte to kald i syd Sask., hr. B. L. 
Scotvold deltok i Camrose-uken og besékte flere kald i Camrose kreds og i 
Proyost kreds. pastor H. N. Rgnning har i lengere tid virket som evangelist 
i Peace River strgket. Distriktet har ingen egen evangelist hat det sidste aar 
paa grund av mangel paa midler. Flere legmend baade av vor egen midte og 
fra Norge har virket som emisserer. Prg¢gvede mend som har folkets tillid, kan 
paa denne maate utfgre et velsignet arbeide. Vor velkjendte evangelist, hr. O. 
Mosby, som har nedlagt et stort arbeide i Canada, har det sidste aar veret 
haardt plaget av sygdom. Maa Gud gi ham lindring og styrke ham i taal- 
modighet.

OUTLOOK COLLEGE 


'o the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada: 

In compliance with the request of the president of our Church I am here- 
with submitting a report covering the school year 1928-29. 

The enrolment this year was 111, 71 boys, and 40 girls. Of these 40 were 
enrolled in the Newcomer and Preparatory classes. In the Second Year Uni- 
versity class 7 students were entered: Grade XII—9; Grade XI—24; Grade 
X—9; Grade IX—12. Even before Christmas the attendance had reached the 
100 mark and we were obliged to decline applications from prospective students. 
It is the first time in the history of the school that students have been refused 
admittance because of lack of dormitory accommodation. However, since a 
large number of these students remained for the winter term only the attendance 
in the spring term has not been as large as the previous year. With the grow- 
ing Junior College it will be necessary to reduce the number of winter students 
to a minimum and rather concentrate on the academic departments. 

The work has been carried on with a staff of seven teachers including the 
principal. The staff has worked diligently and faithfully. The addition of the 
Second Year Arts to our curriculum without increasing the number of teachers 
added considerably to the already heavy teaching load of several instructors, 
but these added burdens have been carried willingly. The whole faculty is 
permeated with a desire to promote the best interests of the College. This 
interest is manifest, both in their teaching and in their desire to advance in 
their chosen fields of scholarship. Miss Farden, teacher of English, studied 
last summer at Toronto and will this summer attend the University of Sas- 
katchewan. Mr. A. T. Gimnes, teacher of History and German, has already com- 
pleted the work required for the Master of Arts degree at the Saskatchewan 
University and will this summer write his thesis. For next year two new in- 
structors will be added to the staff. Mr. Georg Moi, with B. A. from Saskatch- 
ewan University and three years at Menighetsfakultetet, Oslo, Norway, will 
teach Greek, Latin, and French; Mr. Fred Olness, with B. A. from St. Olaf 
and one year graduate work at the University of Minnesota, will be the teacher 
of Mathematics. 

The present school year has been noteworthy in several respects. First 
should be mentioned the establishment of the Junior College which is affiliated 
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with and under the supervision of the University of Saskatchewan. ‘The fol- 
lowing courses were offered for which Second Year credit was obtained: Eng- 
lish, History, Psychology, Logic, Latin, and as a Matriculation subject, Be- 
ginners’ Greek. For next year the following subjects will be added to this list: 
French, Mathematics, Norse. It is especially noteworthy that the University 
has agreed to recognize Second Year Norse, as a University subject, despite 
the fact that it is the policy of the University not to recognize any subject in 
the Junior Colleges which is also taught in the University. 

It is thus possible to obtain University credit for three years of Norwegian, 
and students not having the matriculation requirements in modern languages, but 
with a speaking knowledge of Norwegian may prepare to take the Matriculation 
examination in Norwegian which will be given at the University of Saskatch- 
ewan, or at the Outlook College, during the month of September, coritinue 
their studies in Norse in Junior College and receive their standings from the 
University. The University report on work of our Junior College was most 
sratifying, one professor stating that the quality of the work at Outlook College 
was the best he had observed in any Junior College in the province this year. 
The University term was only seven months but has been lengthened to eight 
months for the next year. 

Mention should also be made of the spirit of loyalty which is evidenced in 
the student body this year. There have been several mature, capable student 
leaders who have been a great influence for good. There have been no serious 
problems in discipline. A deep interest in things spiritual has been manifest 
though there has been no effort made by special meetings aside from a few 
held this winter by Hvangelists Oygaard and Sattra. The Prayer Circle in the 
boys’ dormitory has become larger and larger. The interest in Luther League 
has been general in the whole student body. Meetings have been held every 
Sunday evening at 6:30. The classes in Religion were taught by Mr. Hoyme, 
a student in the Junior College, during the fall term, but were in January 
taken over by the principal who will also teach all classes in religion for the 
next school year, in accordance with the decision of the Board of Management. 

The Alumni of the College have also shown considerable interest in our 
welfare. They are at the present time engaged in raising sufficient money to 
buy an electric clock system for their Alma Mater. On November 6th last fall 
we had the Commencement exercises, together with the reunion of former 
students and graduates, the Commencement speaker being Dr. Wilson of the 
University of Saskatchewan. The following students were successful in ob- 
taining Normal or University entrance:

Though we had no serious sickness at the College this year yet our work 
has been interrupted by a few cases of measles, tonsilitis, and influenza. Two 
students were obliged to discontinue on account of ill health. Though we feel 
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the need of a hospital ward, nevertheless all patients have had the best of care. 
This is particularly true in the girls’ dormitory where Miss Farden personally 
supervises the care of the patients. Dr. Morris, the College physician, has 
unstintingly given his services to the College. 

During the school year equipment to the amount of about two thousand 
dollars has been bought. The dining room has been furnished with marble- 
topped tables and will the next school year be supplied with oak chairs. New 
office furniture has been bought, two new pianos, dressers, tables, desks, book- 
cases, ete. During the summer the roofs and wooden fixtures of all the buildings 
will be painted. A landscape architect has made a plan of the College campus 
and in accordance with this plan considerable planting will be done from year 
. to year. This year about sixty shrubs were planted, paths were graveled, and 
new lawns sown. 

With regard to the current finances, I am pleased to report that we have 
also this year been.able to operate without any deficit. A separate report re- 
garding the old debt will be submitted by the treasurer of the College Associa- 
tion, Mr. Chris C. Olson. I would call the attention of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of Canada to the fact that it will not be possible to build a Junior 
College which is to give adequate service both to the Church and to the state 
on the tuition income alone. Our present appropriation from the general 
church body is entirely inadequate. Outlook College has today a brighter 
future than ever before and it is freely conceded by school men in our Church 
that there is no Junior College within our Church that has greater opportunities. 
It is the privilege of this generation to establish an institution which will be 
to our Lutheran Church in Canada what St. Olaf and Luther have become to our 
Church in the United States. May God give us grace to live up to the large 
expectations of our people and of our Church.

RAPPORT FRA MISSIONSKOMITEEN FOR CANADA DISTRICT, 1928 
Joh. 4, 35—38 


“Siger ikke I, at der endnu er fire maaneder, saa kommer hgsten? Se jeg 
siger eder: Oplgtt eders gine og se markene, de er alt hvite til hgsten! Den 
som h@gster, faar lgn og samler frugt til evig liv, forat baade den som saar og 
den som hgster kan glede sig sammen; ti her er det et sandt ord, at en saar 
og en anden hgster. Jeg har utsendt eder for at hgste det som ikke I har 
arbeidet med; andre har arpeidet, og I er kommet ind i deres arbeide.” 

Jesus saa allerede i aanden frugten av hans samtale med kvinden fra Sikar. 
Ja, han saa meget lengere, han saa at fra denne tid av skulle indh¢gstningen 
begynde; ti tidens fylde var kommet, og overalt hvor det glade budskap blev 
forkyndt, skulle det ogsaa bli mottat av nogen som en livets frugt til liv. Nu 
var det kun sp¢grsmaal om hgstfolk nok til at ta vare paa grgden. Det var en 
gledelig tid han forutsaa, om det end var en anstrengende tid.

Det er tungt at maatte si nei, vi har ingen 
at sende. Vi har heller ikke nok midler at arbeide med. Vort budget beskjzres 
gang paa gang. Brgdre, er dette ret mot Herrens befaling? Er vi tro hushol- 
dere over Guds gaver? Venner! hvorfor skal vi staa tilbake i arbeidet og ikke 
faa drive det med lyst og kraft? Dersom vi ikke er med i h¢gstarbeidet, mon 
vi da faar vere med i gleden? Skal Jesus og hans tro arbeidere glede sig 
uten os? Maa det bli bedre med os, saa vi kan faa vere med i arbeidet med 
stérre kraft, og faa lgnnen og frugten og gleden med vor Frelser til evig tid. 

Vore indremissionsprester har gjort godt arbeide ogsaa i det forlgpne aar. 
Mange har slitt tungt, med altfor liten 1én; men de ser at warkene er hvite til 
h¢gsten og de arbeider med blikket rettet mot Ignnen som venter dem hjemme 
hos Gud. Maa Herren velsigne vor indremissionsmark i Canada.

RAPPORT FRA IMMIGRANTMISSIONEN 
Naade og fred! 

Denne mission er en av de vigtigste og mest omfattende som Den Norsk 
Lutherske Kirke i Amerika nogensinde har tat op, det vil si, for Canadas ved- 
kommende. Mer og mer eftersom jeg kommer ind i arbeidet ser jeg ngdven- 
digheten av at drive denne mission. Jeg kan ikke tenke mig til hvorledes det 
vilde gaa med de norske immigranter, ukjendt med sproget og landet i det 
heletat, dersom der ikke var en til at lede dem. Og heller ikke vet jeg hvor- 
ledes det vilde gaa dem, dersom ikke arbeide var arrangert for dem ved an- 
komsten til Winnipeg, da majoriteten er saa stillet, at de maa ha fortjeneste 
med en gang. Paa grund ay mange aars arbeidslgshet i Norge, saa har de 
som regel ikke mere end den lovbestemte sum som er $25 ved ankomsten til 
Winnipeg. Og da er det om at gijgre at skaffe dem beskjeftigelse med en 
gang. Og derfor er jeg saa taknemmelig til prestebrgdrene og menighetsfolkene 
utover i provinsene, fordi de har staat mig bi i dette arbeide. Ogsaa i vinter 
har jeg reist rundt saa meget som mulig. Jeg har reist 15,236 mil for at sikre 
plads og arbeide til dem som kom. Jeg har kun vinteren at reise paa, fra 
iste mars maa jeg vere paa kontoret. Og jeg vet ikke hvad jeg skulde ha gjort 
naar immigrantene kom, dersom arbeide for dem forut ikke var ordnet. Naar 
jeg stundom har 150 og op til to hundrede paa en gang, da er det godt at 
vite hvor man skal sende dem for at faa arbeide. 
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Dette aar har her kommet betydelig mere end sidste aar. Til denne tid har 
her kommet 2,130 med anvisningskort fra hovedkontoret i Oslo til mig. Im- 
migrationen er endnu ikke over. Og jeg kan vere beredt paa at faa store flokker 
baade i juni og juli. Mange av de kvindelige immigranter har Mrs. Langley 
Pplasert her i Winnipeg ogsaa dette aar, hvilket er av stor betydning for im- 
migrantene, da mesteparten av dem ¢gnsker at komme i tjeneste i byen. 

Mrs. Langley har ogsaa dette aar holdt engelsk aftenskole for nykommere 
sem ogsaa immigrantene setter stor pris paa. En brudevielse har jeg utf¢ért 
ogsaa dette aar, nemlig to som kom fra Lillehammer, Norge, og som jeg siden 
skaffet plads i en av vore menigheter borte i Saskachewan. Meget kunde skrives 
om dette arbeide. Men vil kun tilslut takke vor Norsk Lutherske Kirke i 
Amerika for den stgtte som den yder Immigrantmissionen i Winnipeg. Gud 
velsigne dem derfor. Ogsaa Canadian National takker paa det hjerteligste. 
Maa Gud fremdeles veisigne dette arbeide til kirkens vekst i Canada og sjeles 
frelse. Og Gud til wre og pris.

BETHANY OLD PEOPLE’S HOME, BAWLF, ALTA. 


When I arrived to take my position as superintendent for Bethany Home, 
Oct. 1, 1928, I found everything in very good order. There were twenty inmates. 
At the first meeting of the Board, the Bawlf Mission Society sent two rep- 
resentatives with an offer to complete an unfinished room. Its cost is estimated 
at about $100. It will provide room for two more inmates. Mr. and Mrs. 
Stromsrud also offered to care for two old people when we were crowded. These 
offers were gratefully accepted by the Board. Five of the eight applicants were 
accepted, Andrew Oppen, Asgeir Johnson, Lars Benson, and Mr. Hill. But 
only two of these have arrived. 

We have been spared by the Lord from serious illness the past winter for 
which we are very grateful to the Lord our God. 

The spiritual life among the inmates is commendable. There is much read- 
ing of the Word of God, much prayer, and much joy in the Lord. But we are 
not perfect. We are still fighting sin and temptations, so we ask our Church 
for her intercessory prayers. Many have come to us with a message. Some 
stayed for a few days conducting a series of meetings which were greatly en- 
joyed and of great spiritual help. 

Gifts in the form of money and clothing have been received from many 
- quarters. Needless to say that they have been of great blessings. 

The building is not in the best condition. The present heating system is not 
satisfactory, besides it is unsafe. The foundation is cracked and broken. The 
ventilation is poor. Modern conveniences are conspicuous by their absence. 

We rejoice to see that our church people are interested in Bethany Home 
to the event that conditions will be improved for the comfort of the aged en- 
trusted to our care. 

The most deplorable fact about Bethany Home is that we cannot care for 
all who seek the care and protection of our Church in their declining days. 
This is due to lack of room and a lack of means to pay for their support. 

We ask for the continued and increased support both in prayers and in 
material means of the congregations and individuals and societies throughout 
our Church in Canada.

En del av 
disse er “exchange copies” og nogen kopier blir sendt til skoler og hospitaler. 

Der er forholdsvis store utgifter i forbindelse med utgivelsen av endog et 
saa litet kristelig blad som “Hyrden.” 

Utgiftene til hver maaned er ca. $157.00. (Det blir for et aar altsaa ca. 
$1,900.00. ) 

Nu, dersom alle abonnenter punktlig vilde indbetale sin kontingent, saa 
skulde vi ikke komme i nogen stérre underbalance. Men det er en kjendsgjer- 
ning, at det ofte blir forsgmt at indsende kontingenten — endog for et kriste- 
lig blad. 

Hvad vort blad “Hyrden” angaar, saa har vi ved utgangen av mai maaned 
1929 en gjzld Ved Augsburg Publishing House, Minneapolis, Minn. (som trykker 
vort blad) paa $443.59. Desuten skylder vi redaktgren for den lille 1gn som er 
lovet ham — for nesten tre aar. 

Men saa har vi utestaaende flere hundrede dollars i forfalden kontingent. 
Det er i mange tilfeelder bare en forsémmelse. Men denne forsgmmelse kan 
bli noksaa ubehagelig for dem som utgir og er ansvarlig for dette blad. 

Det ser ut, som de aller fleste kristelige blade har vanskelig for at kunne 
klare sig — uten at komme i underbalance. 
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Men spgrsmaalet blir ogsaa her, om vort blad “Hyrden,” gjgr et missions- 
arbeide, saa at det er berettiget til underst¢gttelse, selyv om ikke abonnements- 
pengene strekker til. Og dersom det gjgr en missionsgjerning og er til velsig- 
nelse for vort folk, saa la det ogsaa faa den stétte som er ngdvendig for at 
det kan vokse og utbredes endda mere. 

Vi har hat et Board of Management for ‘Hyrden.” Et saadant Board 
kunde vistnok gjgre ikke saa litet for et saadant foretagende, om det kunde 
sammenkaldes til mgte en og anden gang. Men, ogsaa dette Board mangler 
midler til at samles en og anden gang. 

Vi vil tillate os under saadanne omstendigheter — at henstille til aarsm¢tet, 
at vor indremissionskomite blir som et “Board of Management” ogsaa for 
“Hyrden.” Dette saa meget mere, som vort kirkeorgan — ifglge manges er- 
klering virkelig gjgr et indremissionsarbeide iblandt os. 

Indremissionskomiteen kommer sammen nu og da for at samtale og raadslaa 
angaaende vort missionsarbeide i dette land. 

Vi er av den formening, at denne missionskomite ogsaa burde ha med blad- 
missionen at gjgre. Aarsmgtet bér ta beslutning i denne for ‘“Hyrden” vig- 
tige sak. — ; 

“Hyrden” har mange trofaste venner som st¢tter den paa mange maater. 
Det har man gjort ogsaa i det sidste aar. 

Vi vil gjerne faa lov — ogsaa herved — til at takke disse trofaste venner 
for den st¢gtte og opmuntring, som de har ydet vor bladmission.

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2. Report from Board of Education 


To The District Conventions: 
A 


O Lord our Lord, how excellent is thy name in all the earth (Ps. 8:1) ! What 
is all the work of the Church of Christ in the world. except to glorify the name 
of God as He has revealed himself to us in His Son Jesus Christ? ‘This’ is 
also the all-including mission of our Christian educational institutions. As 
we look back upon the past history of the schools within our Church we have 
reason to be glad and to thank God for the devoted service which they have 
by grace been permitted to render in the cause of Christ. The record of the 
past, bright with divine blessings, should give us rich encouragement to push 
our educational cause also for the future. 


While we rejoice over the achievements of our schools, we cannot be un- 
- mindful of the difficulties imposed upon them by the many and mighty forces 
that are active in secular society, yea, even in a large part of the supposedly 
Christian church. The great tax-supported educational world, entirely neces- 
sary indeed in our democracy, is today permeated with the modern evolutionary 
world-view and thus promulgates conceptions that are inimical to the con- 
servative Christian faith for which our Church unequivocally stands. And 
this system of schools is increasingly occupying the field. We find no fault 
with the public schools for extending their work. Let us rather find fault 
with ourselves for our failure to extend ours. 


Our financial situation offers a subject for serious thought. At the biennial 
Convention of 1928 our Board submitted for the educational department a 
budget request of $327,600 for each of the years 1929 and 1930. The Board has 
followed the policy of submitting to the Convention a budget that represents 
the amounts needed to carry on the work of the schools in a creditable manner 
but at the same time with the exercise of the best possible economy. It did 
so at this time. However, after the budgets for all the departments had gone 
through the gauntlet of committees and the Convention and had suffered sub- 
stantial reductions there was left for education the sum of $254,151.09. This 
heavy reduction was made not because there was any lack of interest in our 
schools but under the pressure of financial shortages. The reductions were 
undoubtedly necessary. It should be added, however, that the amount thus guar- 
anteed by the Church represents only 85 per cent of the budget voted and that 
if the additional 15 per cent can be raised it is available for the schools. 
very effort should therefore be made all along the line to bring the amount 
up to the permitted sum of $287,236.59. 


In transmitting to the schools information in regard to the budget allot- 
ments the Secretary of the Board addressed to them the following communica- 
tion: 


Presidents of Schools: 


Gentlemen : 

We are sending you herewith a schedule of the appropriations which the 
Board of Education according to its best judgment assigns to the different 
institutions. In this connection may we submit the following remarks: 


(1) We regret greatly that the appropriation granted by the Church is 
not sufficiently ample to meet the urgent needs of our Schools. At the same 
time we trust that the friends and supporters of the schools will realize that 
the Church, after it has in the course of these few yeurs borrowed over half a 
million dollars to keep the schools going and is yet struggling with much of 
this indebtedness, cannot continue this policy indefinitely. 


(2) You will recall that the amounts for the four senior colleges was fixed 
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by the Church Convention and are not subject to modification under the per- 
centage provision. 

(3) The three secondary church-owned institutions naturally have a pri- 
ority claim on the support of the Church. For any deficit in these institutions 
the Church stands directly responsible. 

(4) In the schedule herewith submitted the Board has, almost in despera- 
tion, reduced the figures for administration and Board expenses from $45,375 
to $30,000, in order to leave as much as possible for distribution to the schools. 
Unless the deficit shall be practically wiped out and the interest requirements 
nearly eliminated, before this budget goes into effect, the Board will be in 
difficulty. 

(5) The schedule for the secondary schools is based on the minimum budg- 
et, which is $254,151. You will note that even with the reductions made the 
submitted schedules exceed this total by $3,249. It is earnestly hoped that the 
actual receipts in 1929 and- 1930 will cover this. Should they not, then the 
Board cannot stand responsible for this excess. ; 

(6) It is to be hoped that instead of the guaranteed educational budget of 
$254,151 we may be able to reach the maximum of $287,236. To this end it 
will be necessary to mobilize every agency within the educational field of the 
Chureh. Concerning this further advise will be communicated in due time.

The Board of Home Missions held two meetings last year, one March 14-15th 
and one October 17th. The Executive Committee- en meetings on March 28th, 
June 5th and November 9th. 


The Field 


Includes the nine districts, the American Lutheran Conference, the Sea- 
men’s, Indian, Eskimo, Immigrant, Deaf and Blind Missions, the Evangelistic 
Work and Chureh Extension. The Book Mission, to which the Home Mission 
donated $500.00 for the year, has its own Board. 

In regard to the Home Mission proper, the District Presidents who are also 
the Mission Superintendents of their respective districts, will undoubtedly give 
a full and concise report of this so important work, and also give it a prominent 
part on the program. 

A cut budget or a reduced budget has made it very difficult for the Home 
Mission not only to take care of the work already established but absolutely 
impossible to take up any new work and open any new fields. There are many 
openings where we ought to go in and do work, but on account of lack of funds 
we have to abide the time. Therefore, it should be essential for the Church 
to consider what can be done to get not only the full budget for Home Missions 
but even something extra above the budget, so that the most important Home 
Mission fields could be occupied immediately, or they will forever be lost to 
our Church. 


SEAMEN’S MISSIONS 
East Boston, Massachusetts 


Rey. Axel Bergh, who is both Seamen’s pastor and pastor for the local con- 
gregation at East Boston, reports that the work is progressing both in regard 
to the upbuilding of the local congregation as well as taking care of the many 
Seamen who are coming to our reading room in the church building. 

Rev. Bergh reports that during the past year 14,079 sailors visited the read- 
ing room, 3,555 sailors came to the services and during the year 190 ships were 
visited. 

Also this year many of the old friends of the Seamen’s Mission at East 
Boston have sent in their Christmas Card donation and we are very grateful 
to the many friends of this mission who have come to the assistance of this 
work in this special manner. 


Galveston, Texas 


Rev. E. Bonnevie Kluver who is the Seamen’s pastor at Galveston and also 
pastor for a small congregation reports that last year was a better year in 
regard to Norwegian ships and sailors visiting Galveston, and since a new church 
has been built it has materially helped the work, not only for the Seamen’s Mis- 
sion but also for our people living at Galveston. A nice little Sunday School 
has been started and the Ladies Aid has now a place in which to meet and work. 
During the past year 82 services have been conducted and about 116 ships have 
been visited. 


San Francisco, California 


The Seamen’s Mission at San Francisco is the oldest of our Seamen’s Mis- 
sions. Rey. O. Gronsberg is in charge, with Rev. C. J. Olberg as assistant. 

Four services per week have been conducted in the chapel and 147,556 sail- 
ors visited the mission during the year. Large sums of money have also this 
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year been left with the mission for safe-keeping and a large amount has been 
sent to dependents in the old country thru the Seamen’s Mission. 

On account of financial depression it has not as yet been possible for our 
Church to get a permanent home for our work at San Francisco. 


Seattle, Washington 


Rev. E. B. Slettedahl who is the superintendent of the Seamen’s Mission at 
Seattle reports that during the past year the Mission and Reading Room had 
a total of approximately 170,000 visitors. 767 seamen were directly helped to 
employment by the Mission. Large sums of money were kept for safekeeping 
and also a large amount sent home to dependents. 

The Government has bought the property where the Mission now has its 
headquarters, and the building will be torn down. It will therefore be neces- 
sary to move this fall into the building which was bought some years ago for 
that purpose. The new quarters are only a block away from the present home. 
It will be a blessing when the missiqn can move into its own home and be better 
equipped to take care of the work among our seafaring men. It is gratifying 
to know that many of these sailors have thru the efforts of our Seamen’s Mis- 
sicns found peace with God and have dedicated themselves to a new life in the 
service of their Lord and Master. 


Vancouver, B. C. 


The Seamen’s and Immigrant Home at Vancouver is under the supervision of 
Rev. O. Hagoes. This mission has also the past year been a blessing to many 
of our sailors and immigrants. The Church has its own building in Vancouver. 
The upper stories, 52 rooms are rented out, as we are unable to furnish the 
money for equipment. On the first floor we have a very large, fine reading 
room. This mission has been quite a help especially to the many immigrants 
who are coming to Vancouver and looking for work. Last year we also provided 
meals and free bedding in the basement for the more unfortunate of our coun- 
trymen. 


Fishermen’s Home, Ketchikan 


The work at our Fishermen’s Home at Ketchikan has also this year been a 
great help to many of our fishermen who have come there to make their home 
a part of the time. Rev. Adskim has taken care of the work and managed it 
very carefully and economically. An addition has been added to the building 
so that we now have adequate rooms to take care of many more of our fisher- 
men and sailors who prefer to stay at our home. Last year was a poor year 
for the fishermen both on account of prices and a strike. The congregational 
work at Ketchikan, under the leadership of Rey. O. Fosso, has been a new 
power for good to our people up there. A fine lot has been bought and in the 
very near future the congregation will undoubtedly erect a suitable edifice, 
which is so essential for the church work and not the least in a city like Ketcb- 
ikan. The congregation and the Ladies Aid together with the pastor have given 
splendid aid to the work at the Fishermen’s Home. For this we are very 
thankful. 

May the Lord continue to add his blessings to the work at all our Seamen’s 
Missions, and may it bring forth fruit unto eternal life. 


IMMIGRANT MISSIONS 
Brooklyn, New York 


The work at Norway House, which is our Immigrant Station in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., under the supervision of Rev. A. O. Bjerke, has also this year been 
carried on to great blessing both for our immigrants coming here as for the 
many of our, people going across. Among the 6,400 immigrants, which is the 
quota from Norway, the greater part of them come thru New York, and our 
Immigrant Mission is therefore a great help to them. To meet the newcomers 
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in the name of the Church, taking them from the boat to the Home, caring for 
them here a few days, then again bringing them to the R.R. station and send- 
ing them on to their destination with Christian advice and the Word of God, 
is the main work of this mission. Many of the newcomers who remain in New 
York or surrounding cities consider Norway House their home where they re- 
ceive their mail, meet friends and relatives and here they are always reminded 
of their dear old Church and their personal relation to their God. 

Devotions are held in this home every evening. On Thursday evening there 
is a special service and on Sundays everyone goes to a Lutheran Church. May 
we continue to remember this work with our love and prayers. 


Winnipeg, Man. 


Rey. T. J. Langley has been appointed our Immigrant Missionary for Cana- 
da, with headquarters at Winnipeg, Man. 

The tremendous influx of our people to Canada made it necessary that one 
of our pastors be called to this position to help the many thousands of immi- 
grants coming to this new land of opportunity. Rev. Langley uses the winter 
months to visit the different congregations to find work and land for the new- 
comers coming to Canada in the Spring and Summer. He meets them and helps 
them both spiritually and physically. It is our Christian duty and a blessed 
privilege to take care of the great number of our people coming to this new 
country so that they shall not be lost to our dear Lutheran Church. 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION © 


The Bethany Indian Mission located at Wittenberg, Wisc., is under the su- 
pervision of Prof. Axel Jacobson, with Rev. J. M. Rykken as pastor. Prof. 
Jacobson has been in the Indian Mission work for forty years. it is an import- 
ant work and a work that has brought untold blessings to many of the Red 
people of America. There are now 139 children at the mission. A class of twelve 
were confirmed during the year and three were baptized. Out in the settlement an 
aged man and nine infants received baptism. We have a church at the station 
at Wittenberg where services are conducted on every Sunday morning and also 
a church out i the settlement where services are held in the afternoon. 

Only eternity will reveal the fruits of our labors among the Red men in 
America, both among young and old. May God bless our efforts also in years to 


come! 


ESKIMO MISSION 


Also during the last year God has been with the work among the Hskimos. 

Our Teller station, where Sister Anna Huseth labored for many years, was 
since early in the Spring taken care of by Sister Helen Frost. Miss Anna 
Mathison came to assist her in the Fall of the year. 

Sister Anna Huseth who worked so faithfully and loved the Eskimos so 
dearly, came home last year and after a few months’ rest was ready to go back 
to take up the work, but enroute to Seattle she was taken suddenly ill and 
after a lingering sickness died at the Deaconess Hospital, Chicago, the mother 
institution, on April 2nd, 1929, and was laid to rest at Kenyon, Minn. 

Sister Anna was a consecrated, Chrisfian worker, giving her life for the 
cause. We cannot but praise our God and Father for what He gave us in 
this dear, sainted Sister. She has gone to her reward and may her memory 
always be blessed among us. 

Miss Frost is now coming home, having been at Teller three years, and the 
Home Mission Board has called Sister Mabel Lien to again take up the work 
there, together with Miss Mathison. At the close of the year there were 27 
children at the mission. 

Leonard Sulooguak, formerly stationed at Council, now resides in the Mis- 
sion village and acts as interpreter at the services at the orphanage. 
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2 Igloo 


Rev. and Mrs. EH. H. Dahle and their two children are stationed at our Igloo 
Mission station, which is about 46 miles east, inland from the Teller orphanage. 
During the winter months the religious activities correspond to those of any 
congregation in the states, with the exception that every person in the village 
is regular in attending every service. The natives live in the village from 
October to April, spending the summer months at reindeer and fishing camps 
near the seacoast. 


Shismareff 


The Daughters of Reformation are working faithfully to gather money so 
that a mission station could be built at Shismareff and a missionary sent there. 

They have already gathered about $3,000.00 at present, which is very en- 
couraging indeed. Sister Anna Huseth willed her money to the Shismareff 
Station. We hope and pray that the 500 natives in that village may soon hear 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. They are waiting and praying for a missionary ! 


DEAF AND BLIND MISSION 


The Effata Mission for Deaf and Blind, Faribault, Minn., Rey. H. O. Bjorlie, 
pastor, has been carried on without any interruption during the past year. A 
class of about 25 deaf and blind are preparing for confirmation, out of which $8 
will be confirmed the coming year. 

At the Iowa School a new class of about 20 has been enrolled, but confirma- 
tion will be postponed a year. The attendance at services, both at Faribault 
and at Council Bluffs on Sundays has been about 175 deaf. About 50 blind at- 
tend regular church services at Effata Church and about 150 partook of com- 
munion. On Saturday religious instruction has been regularly conducted at 
the School for the Blind and at Effata Church for about 150. 

Rev. Rothem has also this year worked among the deaf and blind at Sioux 
Falls, So. Dak. What a wonderful work it is, this work among these unfor- 
tunates. May God continue to shower His richest blessings upon this work! 


BOOK MISSION 


The Book Mission has also the last year been sowing the seed among our 
people thru its small booklets, tracts and pamphlets. We believe that these 
little messengers have brought comfort and spiritual help to many souls. Rey. 
Guldseth, Exee. See’y. reports that last year we printed 105,000 copies of dif- 
ferent pamphlets; we sent out 96,500 pamphlets and 98,000 tracts, besides send- 
ing out 100 New Testaments and 458 small Gospel Tracts. The Book Mission 
has now printed 25,000 copies of “Luther’s Small Catechism,” which are now 
ready for free distribution. 

It is certainly gratifying to see that the work of the Book Mission is more 
and more appreciated. If the pastors and Church workers knew what blessed 
help these little pamphlets and tracts are for the work, they would hasten to 
ask for them. May God continue to bless the Book Mission. 


THE EVANGELISTIC WORK 


The four Evangelists of our Church, Rev. H. N. Ronning, Rey. T. Tjornhom, 
Mr. E. L. Scotvold and Mr. K. O. Lokken have also this past year been busy 
about the Master’s business, vititing the many pastors and congregations of our 
Church. The Lord has been with them and abundantly blessed their meetings. 
Their meetings have been very well attended and letters have been received 
from many pastors expressing their deep appreciation for the spiritual help 
and encouragement that these men have brought them and their congregations. 
More and more invitations are coming in and it makes it impossible for these 
four men to cover the field. May God continue to bless this so important work 
within our Church.

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CHURCH EXTENSION 


More and more congregations are pleading for help from the Church Ex- 
tension Fund in order to get a house of worship. It should be readily under- 
stood by every interested Church member that Church Extension plays a very 
important part in the Home Mission work, especially in new fields and new 
territories. It is not so easy today as it was 30 or 40 years ago to gather 
people in an old store or a dance hall. The Church therefore must help to erect 
a suitable meeting place so that the work just started may forge ahead. 

Our Fund is entirely too small to do what should be done to help these strug- 
gling Home Mission congregations. When we consider the great need and think 
of the fact that our whole Church last year only donated $4,575.73, about $1.50 
per congregation—not a very large amount of money for such important work, 
then we wonder if really our Church people understand the great importance 
of Church Extension. 

To all who remembered this Fund the past year, with their offerings or 
personal gifts, we want to express our hearty thanks and appreciation. 

May we kindly ask our pastors and congregations not to forget what they 
themselves have been along to resolve, namely, that each congregation should 
lift an offering for Church Extension every year. Let us not forget that many 
of our stronger congregations today were small struggling mission congregations 
some years ago who got aid from the Church Extension Fund. Please remember 
your brethren who are in need of a church home. What encouragement and 
help it is when Church Extension can come to their assistance.

Missionzrene, midlene, metodene og alt vedrgrende missions- 
arbeidet hjemme og ute maa vere indenfor denne ramme. Da er han selv med 
og kun da er velsignelse og fremgang sikker. Da velsigner og fremmer han sit 
verk enten det for os blir giennem glede eller sorg, medgang eller motgang. 
Hvad som for os synes motgang og stans er kanske hans maate at korrigere 
og fremme sit verk. Saalangt. vi forstod og evnet det, har missionsarbeidet 
veret drevet i hans navn. Dette gjelder baade for bestyrelsens beslutninger 
saavelsom for m¢gter og arbeidet hjemme og ute paa missionsmarkene. Om ar- 
beidet i det hele maa sies: det har gaat over forventning bra.

Missionssekretzer Saterlie 


I over tyve aar hadde han git aarlige rapporter til kirken hernede. Nu har 
han levert livsrapporten til sin frelser deroppe. Han dgde paa et hospital i 
Brainerd, Minn., den 1lte febr. 1929 — 71 aar gammel. Begravelsen holdtes 
fra Sauk Valley menighets kirke den 19de febr. og han stedtes til hvile paa 
gravpladsen der. 
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I 1908 kom Saterlie, som missionsemisser, ind i det arbeide som blev hans 
store livsgjerning. Fra 1904 til 1926 var han hedningemissionssekretier, f¢rst 
i den Forenede Kirke og efter foreningen i Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Ame- 
rika.

Deri 
hadde han sin store andel og derfor mindes vi ham med tak til Gud og til ham.

Maa hans interesse, tro og utholdenhet anspore os til trofast at fort- 
seette.

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2s Report from Board of Charities 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


There is a great plenty. When God created the Heaven and the earth, He 
placed in the earth the life-sustaining power for every human being, beast, bird, 
fish, insects, etc., that have lived these thousands of years, that live today, and 
that will live for all the years to come. There seems to be no limit to the life 
sustaining capacity of the earth. When God sent His Spirit, He did it without 
measure, and Christ says, “I am come that they might have life and have it more 
abundantly.” So God has arranged it so that there is a great plenty for every- 
body, whether we look at it from a physical or a spiritual point of view. ‘There 
is a great plenty for everybody, whether they are able to support themselves or 
whether they are being supported in the different institutions of the Chureh. 
This has also been demonstrated in the year 1928. As usual on January first, 
we did not have enough food, fuel, clothing, etc., on hand at the different insti- 
tutions to last through the year. The funds were also just barely covering 
the bottom of the treasury. Yet there was a great plenty for each of the 865 
days of the year, and there was about the same amount in the store rooms 
and the treasury at the close of the year as at the beginning. 

It is indeed encouraging that our people are gradually growing in their 
attitude as stewards rather than owners; that they consider the silver and the 
gold, the flocks and herds, the fields and orchards as theirs only as stewarts 
and servants in God’s great plan to provide a great plenty for all. ‘There have 
been no crop failures at any of our institutional farms. The usual contributions 
have come from our fields, orchards and dairies. 

The Board of Charities is very grateful to God and all His people for this 
splendid manifestation of God's good-will spirit in our church people. The 
Board is very much encouraged and hopeful for the future, which is brightened 
by God’s assurance that He is yesterday and today the same, yea and forever 
more, and therefore there will be a great plenty for everybody in the TulUre 
as there has been in the past. 

Not only the Board of Charities, but the local Boards of the institutions, 
the Superintendents, the Matrons and their helpers share this sense of gratitude 
for the past and their confidence in the future. 

As usual, we are submitting tabulated statistics on other pages of this re- 
port. As a rule, statistics are not considered interesting reading except to peo- 
ple especially interested in the cause which the statistics report. That is why 
we are printing these statistics. We believe that all of our Church people are 
especially interested in the work and that they will find these statistics very 
interesting reading. ; 

The Board of Charities has met on April 11th and 12th, and June 5th; the 
Executive Committee has met on May 7th, and the Probate Committee has 
met on November 13th. 


OUR DEACONESS HOMES 


The Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital, 4th Ave. and 46th 
Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The sisterhood consists of ten deaconesses and one probationer—a total of 
11 sisters. One probationer was consecrated during the year. 

All the sisters ure at the Mother-house except Sister Amanda, who is at her 
home in Norway. Sisters Olette and Anna, who seven years ago went to the 
Soudan Mission field, returned to the Motherhouse on October 15th, where they 
expect to spend a year of rest and recuperation. They will probably leave for 
the mission field before another Annual Meeting takes place. 

The several societies, the Ladies’ Auxiliary, the Women’s Guild, the Men’s 
Aid Society, the Sewing Society and the Society for Poor Relief, have all done 
splendid work during the year. 

Continuing the policy of acquiring adjacent property for future expansion, 
two additional buildings have been purchased during the year. One of these, No. 
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262 Forty-tifth St., is rented at present; the other, No. 370 has been remodeled 
and is now used for clinic purposes and nurses’ quarters. Hot water heating 
has been installed, connecting up with the central heating plant. Besides these 
improvements, which amounted to $27,868.13, an amount of $10,229.54 has been 
spent in ordinary repairs and replacement of equipment. 

The social welfare work has been reorganized to include all clinics, besides 
the family welfare work and visiting nursing. The office facilities and various 
examination rooms needed for the Department have been greatly augmented by 
the purchase of the new building, 370 45th Street. : 

- The spiritual work has been carried on mainly by the Chaplain, Rev. Sol- 
heim. This applies especially to the spiritual work among the patients and 
other service incidental to his office. 


The Lutheran Deaconess Home, 1138 N. Leavitt Street, Chicago, Ill. The 
sisterhood consists of 42 deaconesses, of which 14 are stationed at the Lutheran 
Deaconess Hospital, 1 is a Juvenile Court attendant, 1 City Missionary, 4 are 
stationed at the Deaconess Day Nursery, 2 are stationed at the Edison Park 
Children’s Home, 2 are serving as parish workers, 4 are on furloughs, 1 is sta- 
tioned at St. Olaf College, 4 are stationed at our mission field in China, 5 at our 
mission field in Madagascar, and 1 is a student at the Lutheran Bible Institute 
in St. Paul, Minn. Two sisters, namely Ingeborg Pederson and Anna Huseth 
have been seriously sick during the year. 


Sister Ingeborg, while traveling in the interest of the building fund for the 
new Deaconess Home, fell October 1st and broke her left limb, which neces- 
sitated an amputation above the knee. When she was restored to the extent 
of walking with the aid of crutches, she fell again on February 17th, 1929, and 
sustained a bone fracture of the same limb. She is recuperating nicely and 
expects to be equipped with an artificial limb soon. 


Sister Anna, who for many years has been stationed in our mission field in 
Alaska, has been seriously ill at the Home for several months, suffering from 
a streptoccocus infection of the blood. Her prayer was that she might be per- 
mitted to return to her dear Eskimo children in far away Alaska, but the good 
Lord had other plans for her. He called her home April 2, 1929. He will find 
others to care for the Hskimo children in Alaska. 

Sister Anette Fossum, Assistant Day Nursery Worker, has been critically 
ill from “Thrombosis-phlebitis” since May 1st. At times, it seems that she 
was about to recover, but she has suffered repeated relapses. 

Sister Martha Bakke, Superintendent of the Edison Park Children’s Home, 
has been very ill, suffering from spinal arthritis, which causes her much pain. 
The doctor prescribes another climate for her. She will be taken to another 
climate for a long vacation. 


THE NEW DEACONESS HOME 


In 1926 the Church adopted the following resolution: 

“We rejoice over the splendid work of the Deaconess Home and Hospital, 
and urge that as soon as possible a Home be erected for the deaconesses. We 
appreciate the gift of $25,000 promised by Dr. BE. E. Henderson toward such a 
Home.” 

In 1928 Mrs. Delia Ylvisaker reported that she had raised $31,455.41 towards 
the building fund. The work of raising the building fund was continued for 
some time by Sister Ingeborg Sponland until the sum of $49,010.63 was reported, 
when Rev. O. H. Pannkoke was engaged to take charge of the building fund 
campaign. At this writing, May 9th, 1929, the precampaign effort in Chicago 
had reached the sum of $51,000.00 which, together with the 50,000.00 pledged 
by the hospital staff and the $25,000.00 pledged by Dr. E. E. Henderson, brings 
the total up to date, May 9th, 1929, up to $175,000.00. It is therefore reasonnble 
to believe that the amount needed wll be raised and the new Deaconess Elome 
erected in the near future, so that our deaconesses can at last have the home 
that the Church has promsied them for the last thirty years. Many of the 
sisters have been called to the Heavenly Home; others have grown gray in 
the service without having had the comforts of a Deaconess Home. ‘These sis- 
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ters have done splendid work, and recruits are needed, not only to fill the 
thinning ranks, but also for the expansion of the work. So many strong, in- 
telligent, Christian girls are interested in filling the ranks, but the Church 
has not provided a place where they could be trained. However, now the Dea- 
coness Home and Training School will soon be realized, prepared to receive them 
and train them for the service which the Church needs so much. 


The Training School for Deaconesses and other Social Workers was opened 
in connection with the Deaconess Home February 4th, 1929. The first, course 
extends over a period of 18 weeks. The teacher is Miss Francis Stuenkel, a 
graduate of the University of Chicago. So far, 9 students have enrolled. The 
school will be greatly extended as soon as the new Deaconess Home and Train- 
ing School for deaconesses and other Christian social workers is completed. 

It would be very desirable if the pastors would acquaint themselves with the 
proposed revised policy reported on page 280 of the 1928 General Report of 
the Church and interest their people and especially their young women in the 
deaconess work or the Christian social work. It will be optional with the girls 
themselves whether they will enter the sisterhood or work independently when 
they are through with their training, but they will all be given the same train- 
ing whether they become deaconesses or not. 

The Board of Charities is looking forward to the new Deaconess Home and 
Training School with a great deal of pleasant anticipation, because it will 
provide the trained workers which the Board needs in every activity of the 
Department of Charities. So far it has heard of a vacancy with a great deal 
of concern, because it has been so hard to find trained workers to fill the 
vacancies. Some people seem to be of the opinion that teachers, nurses, college 
or Bible institute graduates are qualified for such position, but it has been found 
that they must have the specific practical training for this work. The States 
are also more insistant that there must be _ specifically training workers 
in the different activities of our service. Therefore, let us rejoice together that 
we shall soon be equipped to provide the required training for our workers. 
Let us also do what we can to induce young women to take up the training. 

In accord with a resolution adopted by the Church in 1926, the Deaconess 
Home has engaged Miss Mabel L. Thorstenson to work among our people to in- 
terest them in the Deaconess cause. She has prepared moving picture lectures, 
by which she will demonstrate the different phases of Deaconess work so that 
young women may become familiar with the various types of work and workers 
needed in the Church and their opportunities for service. Miss Thorstenson is 
glad to respond to invitations to give her lectures.

Bethany Sunset Home, Bawlf, Alta., Can., has a new Superintendent. levy. 
N. R. T. Braa, who has been its superintendent since the Home was founded 
in 1922, has resigned to accept a congregational call to Port Arthur, Ont. He 
was also Superintendent of the Home Finding work in Canada. Rey. J. O. 
Gjovaag has accepted these positions as Rey. Braa’s successor. 

At its meeting last year, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Canada de- 
cided to locate its Sunset Home permanently at Camrose, Alberta, but the Home 
is still located ata Bawlf because the building fund has not been raised for the 
new building. This should be attended to as soon as possible, and it is hoped 
that some action will be taken in that direction at the annual meeting this year. 


Bethesda Sunset Home, Beresford, S. Dak., has done a fine piece of work 
in beautifying its cemetery. Gravel roads and concrete walks have been con- 
structed, and a foundation has been constructed for a monument in the center 
of the cemetery to be erected in memory of those resting there. Plans are being 
made for an extension of the building, and a building fund has been raised to 
the extent of $40,000.00, which is about one-half of the amount needed for the 
erection of the proposed addition. 


Glenwood Sunset Home, Glenwood, Minnesota, has erected a residence for the 
Superintendent. It is built in the Colonial style with seven rooms, basement, 
sun-porch and garage. The rooms: previously occupied as a residence in the 
main building, has been remodeled so as to accommodate six more inmates. 


The Josephine Sunset Home, Stanwood, Wash., has re-roofed all its buildings 
and made other improvements. A radio has been installed, which is greatly 
enjoyed by everybody in the Home. 


The Skaalen Sunset Home, Stoughton, Wis., has been thoroughly renovated 
from basement to attic. The woodwork, ceiling and walls have been painted 
and the floors varnished, so that it seems like a new building. 


There Seems to be a Growing Demand for Room at our Sunset Homes. 
One reason is a weakened family pride. Time was when children would do 
everything to take care of their aged parents because of family pride. Another 
reason is the tendency of our people towards the large cities. On the farm, it 
did not make so much difference if there were one or two more to feed, house 
and clothe, but it is different when people move to the city. As a rule they do 
not build or rent homes larger than absolutely sufficient for their own needs, 
and every mouthful of food must be bought at the grocery store. /The income 
is also very limited, all of which makes it very difficult to keep grandpa or 
grandma or both. There are people who would be glad to keep them, and grieve 
over it that they can not keep them, but their circumstances are such that 
they can not doit. The dear old folks, often heartbroken and despondent, knock 
at the doors of the Sunset Homes of the Church. Some can pay for themselves, 
some can pay a little, but many of them have nothing with which to pay for 
themselves and must be admitted as charity cases. Mven if they do pay a little, 
that does not last long. It is soon exhausted and they become charity cases. 
About one-half of our work at the Sunset Homes of our Church is charity work. 
One of our Sunset Homes had 59 inmates under care during 1928, and of these, 
only 9 paid anything for themselves. Under these circumstances, it is very 
difficult to maintain the Homes and the high standard of service that the Church 
wishes its Homes to render. It is impossible to buy a dollar’s worth of sugar 
for seventy-five cents. The Church is glad to admit old people to its Homes 
whether they can pay for themselves or not, and hopes that the people of our 
Church will support the work to such an extent that it will never be necessary 
to refuse anyone admittance because of his or her poverty. : 
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THE CHILDREN’S HOMES

Beloit Children’s Home, Beloit, Iowa. It has been a very busy year at 
Beloit. The boilers-and steam pipes leading from the central heating plant to 
the different buildings were so old and worn out that it became necessary to 
replace them with new ones. In order to do a real good job, concrete tunnels 
were constructed between the central heating plant and the other buildings. 
These tunnels were made large enough to hold all piping and wiring both for 
the present and future. New boilers were also installed in the heating plant, 
and new piping between the heating plant and the other buildings. This is a 
real improvement, as the buildings have been comfortably heated all winter 
at a greatly reduced cost over previous years. The work was done largely by 
the older boys of the Home. 

A new power house with laundry is also a erying necessity. This could not 
be done this year, hawever, because of lack of funds, but the new boilers have 
been installed in such a manner that the old power house may be wrecked and 
the new one constructed without any interference with the boilers and piping. 
The power-house with laundry should be built just as soon as funds can be 
provided for it. 

The toilet and bathing facilities in the boys’ cottages have also been re- 
modeled and greatly improved, especially by the installation of shower baths. 

The entire basement of the main building has been remodeled. This includes 
the kitchen, dining room, bakery, refrigerator and storeroom. New terrazzo 
floor has been laid in the entire basement, besides other improvements, which 
make it very much more pleasant and convenient. All this work has been large- 
ly paid for by bequests and other donations. 

Beloit is planning to celebrate its fortieth anniversary next year, and all 
friends and supporters of the Home are appealed to to help the management 
to put the whole institution in first class condition for this celebration. 


Bethesda Children’s Home, Beresford, S. D., has remodeled part of the base- 
ment in the main building, especially as to its toilets and bathing facilities, 
which has greatly added to its convenience and sanitation. It is planning for 
a separate play-house aside from the building, which will eliminate the noise 
attendant upon the children playing in the building. 


——— a 
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Homme Children’s Home, Wittenberg, Wis. For a long time it has been the 
hope of the management of the Homme Home to drain the large swamp which 
like a new moon encircles the Home on the South and West sides. Surveys 
were made, funds were collected, and work was begun over a year ago on a 
drain, which besides draining the swamp should also serve as a sewer drain 
for the Home. The work proved to be greater than originally calculated be- 
cause so much of the ditch had to be blasted through solid rock to the depth 
of fourteen feet, but the work is completed at a total cost of $5,400.00. It is 
a substantial job and will add considerable valuable land to the institution 
farm, rid the Home of mosquitos and its sewerage for all time. The expense 
of this undertaking is largely paid for by voluntary donations secured by the 
usual Wang method. 


The Martin Luther Children’s Home, Stoughton, Wis., is anxiously hoping 
that someone will be moved by the good Lord to build a cottage at the Home. 
It really needs two cottages for boys and two for girls. Congregations, who 
have been blessed with a beloved pastor who has worn out his life in their 
service, should embrace the opportunity to build him a memorial cottage at 
Martin Luther. 


The Parkland Children’s Home, Everett, Wash., has been busy clearing the 
25 acres of land adjoining its grounds on the South. Two separate play- 
grounds, with playground apparatus, have been arranged for the children just 
back of the main building. Other new improvements are a new and commodious 
root house, and a larger store-room for saw-dust, which is the fuel used by the 
Home. A very serviceable bus has also been procured for the purpose of taking 
the children to and from church, Sunday School and other gatherings. The 
Home is located about a mile from the church. 


The Wild Rice Children’s Home, Twin Valley, Minnesota, has always been 
associated with the name of Skauge. Mr. N. O. Skauge died May 25th, 1928. 
He had been ailing for some time, yet very few realized that he was not en- 
joying his usual good health. He and Mrs. Skauge came there twenty-eight 
years ago directly from their wedding, and have served in the difficult positions 
of Superintendent and Matron of the Home ever since. As such, they have 
practically worn out their lives in this service, and under their management, 
the Home has grown step by step from a very humble beginning to the present 
proportion. 

Mr. J. R. Orvedahl, Flandreau, S. D., has accepted the position as Superin- 
tendent. For some time, he has divided his time and attention between the 
heme and his position as County Superintendent of Schools in Flandreau County, 
S. D., but he expects to move his family to Wild Rice and devote his entire 
time to the Home in June. The Church is to be congratulated on securing him 
for this position. 
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INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 


State Home School for Girls, Sauk Center, Minn., has been very cooperative . 


in facilitating the work done for the girls by Rev. J. O. Johnson. By reason 
of the special type of his work at this State institution, we must make special 
' mention of it. He conducts regular services every other Sunday with the entire 
School present, besides many outsiders such as parents and other relatives and 
friends of the girls. He conducts a large Bible Class and is preparing 20 girls 
for Confirmation on Penticost Day. Some of the girls are also to be baptized. 


We build and maintain institutions for children and the aged at a great deal 
of expense, but the State also builds and maintains much larger and more ex- 
pensive institutions. It houses, feeds, clothes and educates them and opens its 
doors and invites the Church to step in and teach them its religion, yet we have 
been so slow to respond. 


St. Cloud, Minnesota, has a State Home School for Boys (Reform School), 
a State Teachers’ College, a million dollar hospital for disabled veterans, a 
large hospital and a Sunset Home. Rev. O. S. Rindahl resigned as institutional 
missionary during the year and accepted a call to Bismarck, N. D. Student 
Roy Hi. Olson of our Theological Seminary has been called to succeed him. He 
has accepted the call and expects to be ordained this summer. 


Saskatoon, Sask., Canada, has been vacant since September 30th, 1928, when 
Rev. Olaf Ellingson resigned. Since that time, Rev. J. P. Tandberg, Weldon, 
Sask., Can., has taken care of the institutional work at Saskatoon besides that 
at Prince Albert, Alta. 


The Bethesda Mission, 22 Woodhull Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. The building 
has been somewhat remodeled. New fire escapes have been provided, and the 
building has been painted both within and without. <A great deal of new 
equipment has been added in the form of beds, cots and bedding, so that more 
men can be accommodated. <A new furnace was installed, and the roof was 
extensively repaired. These repairs and improvements were made _ possible 
largely through the kindness of friends, who donated both material and labor. 
The improvements should also have included a restaurant for the men, which 
would greatly enhance the service of the Mission, but because of the lack of 
funds, this was postponed until funds are received for this purpose. 


The service has also been put on a more systematic basis. Mr. Sigurd 
Engebrethsen, having had some experience in rescue work, has been in imme- 
diate charge of the Mission. A better system of housing and feeding the ap- 
plicants has been inaugurated. From February 7th to April 16th, a soup kitchen 
was functioning, at which 18,000 portions were served. Additional cots have 
been secured so that about 200 men could be accommodated. They were given 
a dish of porridge with some bread in the morning and sent out to look for 
employment. At four o’clock in the afternoon, they were served with another 
meal. Men, who had been won over to a more serious aspect of life, were made 
use of in the cleaning and repair work and other work in connection with the 
mission. For this they received three meals a day and a bed. After three 
weeks’ training at the mission, they were provided with jobs. Most of them 
made good, but some returned to the mission and had to go through the same 
process. After three such trials, they were sent away in order to make room 
for others. Between February 7th and December 31st, the Mission served 7,400 
meals to these men. The weeding out process has become a very important 
factor in the mission work. The men weeded out are still welcome to attend 
the meetings, provided they are sober, and to take part in the refreshments 
served after the meetings. That is all, however, that is done for them unless 
they show signs of repentance. 


From February 23rd to April 30th, meetings were held every evening, but 
towards spring the attendance dropped off, many of the men going to sea. From 
May 1st meetings were held four evenings a week. No meetings were held after 
June Ist until October 13th, when two meetings a week were held until De- 
cember, at which time meetings every evening were again held. On the whole, 
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there are definite results appearing in the Mission, and the outlook is very en- 
couraging. 

The Bethesda Mission is a erying need where it is, and the Mission itself 
is in crying need of funds in order to function to the extent of its capacity. 


The Prison Mission Work has been conducted by Rev. Nils Lunde, who has 
made 50 visits to 30 institutions, ministered to 800 people, conducted 75 devo- 
tional meetings, distributed 28,000 tracts, papers, books, Testaments, Gospels and 
ecards.

The Unmarried Mother: Follow-Up Work. Fifty-eight unmarried mothers 
wers supervised during the year by the Central office. Of these, 34 were car- 
ried over from 1927, and 24 new ones were received during 1928. This work 
consists in supervising the lives of the girls and their babies after they are 
through at the Rescue Home. Work is found for them so that they can sup- 
port themselves and their babies, who are boarded in private boarding homes. 
Special effort is made to associate them with congregations and find such 
homes both for the girls and their babies so that they will be under Christian 
influence. 

Forty-Five Private Boarding Houses had 71 children under care in 1928. 
Of these children. 41 were carried over from the previous year and 380 came 
to us during 1928. These figures are only for the work done by the Central 
Office. Similar work is also being done in connection with the Houses of 
Mercy both at Sioux Falls and Fargo.

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TRANSFER OF OUR TWIN CITY SOCIAL WORK AND OUR HOME 
FINDING WORK IN MINNESOTA TO THE LUTHERAN WELFARE

increased load that this transfer means to it.

OUR FINANCES 


It is indeed deplorable that we had to close last year’s accounts with a 
deficit of $11,338.01. A year ago we wished each other a happy New Year 
and we meant it, not only for New Year’s Day, but for the whole year until 
the new year became an old year, but to draw towards the close of the year 
with a deficit staring us in the face, cast a gloom over the closing of the year 
that began as a happy year. It is true, the deficit is not large, but it is too 
large. Any deficit, no matter how small, is too large. 

Furthermore it seems that it was not necessary to close the year with a 
deficit, because there were as many as 309 congregations that did not contribute 
anything to the Charity budget. If those 309 congregations had contributed 
an average of $37.00, there would not have been any deficit and the happy new 
year could have closed as a happy old year. If the 309 congregations will 
contribute to the Charity budget this year, there will not be any deficit at the 
close of 1929. 

In 1927 there were 351 congregations that did not contribute anything to the 
Charity budget. It is indeed encouraging that 42 of those congregations did 
contribute in 1928. If the list of congregations, that do not contribute to the 
Charity budget, is reduced that much each year, it will only take eight years 
until every congregation in the Church contributes to the Charity budget. 
Then there will be no deficit, and every year will begin as a happy new year 
and close as a happy old year. 

How can people enjoy their possessions with a good conscience when they 
know that the Church, of which they are members, is trying to do all it can 
to help the helpless, feed the hungry, clothe the naked, house the homeless, and 
comfort the dejected, despondent and perishing after the example set by Christ, 
who even gave Himself as a ransom for their sins and then went ahead to 
prepare a place for them? How can they, in the face of all this, say: “I will 
not do anything”? 

Another way by which the deficit could have been avoided is that those con- 
gregations, who did contribute, had done just a little bit better. From the 
Treasurer’s report, it appears that the Eastern District contributed to the 
Charity budget 65 cents per confirmed member, Northern Minnesota 54 cents, 
Southern Minnesota 87 cents, Iowa 93 cents, North Dakota 45 cents, South 
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Dakota 78 cents, Rocky Mountain 40 cents, Pacific 48 cents, and Canada 27 
cents, or an average of not quite 60 cents for Charities. If they had contri- 
buted just a little more, there would not have been any deficit. It indicates the 
great things that just a few cents from each means for the care of the children, 
the aged and the wayward who have nothing and for whom the Church is 
taking the place of parents. 


OUR BEQUESTS 


Last year we reported that we had received 20 bequests amounting to $17,- 
660.21. We are glad to report that during 1928, the Church has received lega- 
cies and bequests in the amount of $108,044.80, of which amount $27,816.85 is 
for the Department of Charities and this is bequeathed by 39 persons. This 
means that 19 bequests more were received for the Department of Charities in 
1928 than in 1927, and that the total of the bequests received in 1928 amounted 
to $10,156.64 more than in 1927. 

These bequests are a great encouragement. It indicates that these kind 
friends had perfect confidence in the Church. It also indicates that they were 
not satisfied by having served the Lord during their lives, but that they wanted 
to continue the service by their means after they had been called home. 

If the testators do not specify the purpose for which he or she wishes their 
bequests used, they are as a rule set aside as permanent endowments, whose 
annual earnings are used in the service. To be illumined so as to know one’s 
right attitude to God and His Church is a great blessing. These friends were 
so blessed, and they were, are and will be blessings. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Board of Directors of the Bethesda Sunset Home and the Story City 
Sunset Home petitions for an increase of their capacities. The Board of Directors 
of the Bethesda Home propose to erect an—addition which will practically 
double their capacity, at an estimated cost of $80,000.00. They have assets 
approximately worth $42,000.00 for this purpose. The Board of Charities re- 
commends that the Church authorize the erection of this addition to the 
Bethesda Home for the Aged as soon as funds in the form of cash are available 
for this purpose and the plans approved by the Board of Charities and the 
Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Directors of the Story City Home for the Aged propose to 
build an addition at a cost of $8,000.00 for the purpose of providing chapel 
facilities for the institution on the first floor and four rooms for inmates on 
the second floor. The Board of Charities recommends that the Ghuch grant. this 
request and authorize the erection of this addition to the Story City Home for 
the Aged when the biulding fund in the form of cash has been secured for this 
purpose and the building plans have been approved by the Board of Charities 
and the Board of Trustees.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Chureh of America in its District Meetings 

Assembled : 

Inasmuch as the Church does not at its district meetings act on specific 
matters pertaining to the Church as a whole, the report of the Board of Trus- 
tees will this year be brief and of a more general character. 

In the retrospect of the past year’s work of the Church, with special refer- 
ence to the functions of the Board of Trustees, the board desires to express its 
gratitude to God for what He has given the people of our Church grace to do 
also in a material way, especially with regard to contributions for current use 
as well as large sums committed to the Church for permanent endowments. 

God inspired our Church with confidence when its work for the year was 
planned. It was not done presumptuously but in faith to be shown by works, 
and today we “Give unto the Lord the Glory due unto His name’? who moved 
our people to “bring an offering’ and to ‘come into His courts.” Ps. 96:8. 

The Board is conscious of the fact that its function is not only for conser- 
vation but for advance as well. On the one hand the eredit of the Church 
must be zealously guarded, which requires careful observance and watchful 
supervision of all such requirements that may enervate its present splendid 
status.

The Board earnestly invokes 
divine guidance in the administration of its duties in connection with the 
benevolent responsibilities devolving upon it and desires that its work be char- 
acterized by a sense of high obligation and deep devotion.

The receipts for Foreign Missions exceed the disbursements in the amount 
of $28,116.62 of which amount $2,913.89 has been deducted to cover the deficit 
for 1927, leaving the amount of $25,208.73. This amount is much needed now 
when the work in China is being resumed and for new fields in South Africa. 

According to a resolution of the Church, adopted at its last general con- 
vention (see annual report 1928, page 331, Sec. 1, and page 335-C, Sec. 1), the 
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Boards will in making up their budgets in 1930 for 1931 and 1932 include. in 
their budgets for each year one fourth of their respective deficits for 1927 as 
well as the deficits for 1928. 

The old budget deficit totaling $827,468.38 has now been reduced to $285,- 
844.56—$224,313.65 was raised during 1928. 
In compliance with a resolution of the Chureh (see annual report 1927, 
page 330-C, Sec. 1) the campaign will continue and it is urgently requested that 
all congregations that have not yet raised the apportionments submitted to them 
make an earnest effort to do so very soon. 





ADVANCES TO INSTITUTIONS 


The Board of Trustees on urgent requests in cases of emergency have ad- 
vanced to different institutions a total of $180,029.42. 

Some districts have taken steps toward raising the amounts advanced to 
institutions within their districts. Inasmuch as but little has come in to re- 
duce these loans, the Board of Trustees urge that the districts concerned en- 
courage such institutions to make earnest efforts to have these loans refunded.

LOANS AND INVESTMENTS 


The Loan and Investment Committee realizes the importance of investing 
the trust funds of the Church, in the first place, in securities that insofar as 
is possible are absolutely safe, and in the second place, the Committee also feels 
it a sacred duty to get the largest possible returns. In order that this may 
be accomplished, regular monthly meetings have been held and much tiine, ef- 
fort and study have been devoted by the Committee to this cause. 

The Committee has been eminently successful in obtaining splendid loans and 
securities in which the available funds have been invested. It is gratifying 
to be able to report that almost without exception, the new investments made 
during the past few years are in good standing. A marked improvement can 
also be reported in reestablishing the older loaans that on account of deflation 
had become questionable. The sale of a number of farms that had come into the 
possession of the Church through earlier investments has restored much of the 
trust funds. Although there yet remains a great deal to be done, the Board is 
satisfied that this problem is being met in a satisfactory manner, and that the 
trust funds are being reestablished as fast as can be expected in view of the 
obtaining financial conditions. 

Special efforts are being put forth to get the trust funds to yield the best 
possible returns. It will, however, yet require some time before this can be 
fully accomplished, in view of the low prices and small demand for farm lands. 

The old bulget indebtedness being reduced, with the hope that the balance 
may be raised in the near future, the different institutions to whom advances 
have been made doing what they can that such loans be refunded, and the per- 
manent endowment funds gradually being reestablished to their original value 
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with increased rate of income, the Board of Trustees has reason to thank God 
who in His divine goodness has blessed our Church also in these material 
things and established the work of our hands.

THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LUTHER LEAGUE 


It has become more and more manifest and felt that this organization has 
been going from strength to strength and is a vital force, a persuasive in- 
fluence and very comprehensive in its activities. It carries forward its work 
in close relationship and in intimate touch with the principles of the general 
church body. This is best understood when note is taken of the splendid 
amounts placed toward the support of the Church from year to year. The 
Young People’s Luther League deserves the deep gratitude of the Church.

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The Finance Committee regrets that the amount raised for the genera] work 
of the Church this year, including the supplementary account, is $440.75 less 
than last year and that there is a deficit for the three activities, Education, 
Home Missions and Charities, totaling $99,661.84. This deficit will be added 
to the budgets to be voted in 1930 for the respective activities. 


The reason for this situation must to some extent be attributed to the work 
done by many congregations for the budget indebtedness and also to the fact 
that many congregations took part in various ingatherings for activities out- 
side of the general budget items. The depressing financial conditions ob- 
taining in many of our congregations also reflects on the ingathering for the 
regular work of our Church. 


It ig, however, encouraging to note that the receipts for 1928 at the time 
when the regular accounts for the year were closed, December 31, 1928, exceed- 
ed last year’s contributions, at the same date, in the amount of $13,770.50. 

While this shows a slight improvement, the districtes are respectfully asked 
to encourage all congregations to send in their contributions for the year before 
December 31st in order that the Treasurer’s office may be enabled to include 
all contributions in the regular report for the fiscal year whiéh ‘closes De- 
cember 31st. 


The two last months of the old year should be devoted to the work for the 
ensuing year. It is the earnest appeal of the Finance Committee that all the 
districts do what they can to encourage all congregations to comply with the 
resolution adopted at the last general convention that the apportionments be 
remitted quarterly and at the beginning of each quarter. See annual report 
for 1928, page 339-E.

GENERAL STATUS OF THE BUDGET 


The Church voted a budget in tne amount of $1,153,084.44 for the fiscal year 
January 1 to December 31, 1928. A meeting of the general President of the 
Church, the District Presidents, District Financial Secretaries, Field Superin- 
tendents and the Finance Committee was held and the budget plus a margin of 
15% apportioned to the districts. The congregations responded as follows: 

679 congregations contributed an aggregate amount of $20,608.23 in excess 
of their apportionment. 86 more than last year. 

383 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned. 103 less than 
last year. 

1,501 congregations contributed in part but did not raise the amount allotted 
in full. 24 less than last year. 


383 congregations did not contribute to Education. 12 less than last year. 

263 congregations did not contribute to Home Missions. 33 less than last 
year. aa 
255 congregations did not contribute to Foreign Missions. 54 less than last 
year. 

309 congregations did not contribute to Charities. 42 less than last year. 

190 congregations did not contribute to any of the activities as represented 
by the budget. 34 less than last year.

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During the year 1928, the Board of Publications authorized the placing of 
the Lutheran Church Herald and Lutheraneren on a paid in advance basis. 
The previous year, 1927, subscriptions in arrears of more than three years were 
cancelled. Now in 1928 all subscriptions in arrears were cancelled. This will 
account for the great decrease in the circulation of these two papers. 

Although during 1928, 7,724 delinquents were cut from the mailing list of the 
Lutheran Chureh Herald, causing a drop in the total subscriptions from 19,280 
to 11,654, the paper is, nevertheless, in a much better financial condition. The 
income, including payments in advance and payments in arrears, was $25,975.38 
for 1928 as compared with $24,697.76 for 1927, a net increase of $1,277.62. 

The same is true of Lutheraneren. 5,296 delinquents were cut from the 
mailing list, changing the total subscribers from 20,062 to 14,726. The income 
was $31,483.82 for 1927 and $34,922.46 for 1928, or a net increase of $3,438.64. 

At present, 460 Luther Leagues are actively at work. This is a splendid 
means of introducing the new Young People’s Luther League Magazine and at 
the same time increasing the subscriptions of the Church papers. 

Every year Barnevennen is being replaced more and more by the English 
papers, subscriptions having dropped from 8749 in 1923 to 3781 in 1928. 

Children’s Friend and Little Folks subscriptions have shown a steady in- 
crease from year to year. 

Our Young People shows the most gratifying results, circulation increasing 
during 1928 by 4750, making the net subcription 28,593. 

Lutheran Teacher continues on a level. 281 additional subcriptions have 
been submitted (Jan. 1929) by the Norwegian Lutheran Teachers’ Asociation 
of America, turning in their entire membership. 


MANUFACTURING DEPARTMENT 


The work completed by the Manufacturing Department in 1928 amounted 
to $3,987.89 less than in 1927, or total of $260,676.52. 

The combined net profit of all departments of Augsburg Publishing House 
for the year 1928 amounted to $27,474.56. 

All operations, accounts and records, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1928, 
have been audited and certified to by Chas.

Change in Balance Sheet figures, accounting procedure, and 
Operating Statements.

Gentlemen : 
In accordance with your request. we submit in the following paragraphs 
a summary of the various changes made in the Accounting Structure of the 
Augsburg Publishing House at the beginning of the year 1929. 
It has been the opinion for some time past, that the value of the plant 
and equipment was understated and the value of the Merchandise in the Book 
Department, consisting principally of books, periodicals and sheet music was 
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overstated in the inventory and on the books of account. Therefore, it was 


felt that an appraisal of these two assets was desirable. Accordingly, the 
services of the Appraisal Service Company were secured for the appraisal 
of the fixed assets which figures at sound values indicated an increase over the 
book values of $68,423.10. The revaluation of the Book Department inventories 
was made by Mr. Ulven and as a guide, data accumulated from the previous 
two year perpetual inventory records, were used as a basis for determining 
values; the final figure indicating an overstatement on the books of $68,019.55. 
The difference in the above two figures, $403.55, was credited to a special re- 
Serve account. The opening Balance Sheet for the year 1929 reflects these 
changes. ; 

Since the revaluation of the assets mentioned above provided values which 
were considered to be accurate, those values were used in reporting to the 
local tax assessor. Prior to this year, values for this purpose were apparently 
arbitrarily arrived at and at a lesser figure. Therefore, while it appears that 
the personal property tax assessed for this year is $1,600.00 greater than for 
1928, it does not necessarily follow that the tax is excessive. 

Prior to this year, cost records had been maintained but they were not 
used for the purpose of reflecting on the General Books the costs disclosed 
by them. As a proper cost system under control of the General Books is most 
essential in the conduct of an establishment such as yours, a revision of the 
entire system was made whereby the cost accounting became a part of the 
entire accounting structure. Under the old method, rates were adopted which 
were to some extent estimated, and due to inaccuracies inventories of Mer- 
chandise manufactured were inflated; the inflation being the result of over- 
stated costs which were treated as profits on manufacturing. An illustration 
of this point is as follows: 


An article is manufactured at an actual-cost of $1.00. If the cost 
records disclose the cost of this article to be $1.25, it was then charged 
to the Book Department at that figure which was intended to represent 
cost, but in reality was an inflation of 25ec. The Manufacturing Depart- 
ment received credit for an amount in excess of cost the difference being 
shown as a manufacturing profit which is obviously incorrect. The re- 
vised records will permit the determination of hourly rates, ete., peri- 
odically without much difficulty and they may be changed as necessary 
and the inaccuracies of the old method overcome. The inventory of 
Merchandise manufactured may now be taken at cost rather than on an 
inflated basis. 

The revised plan also provides for: 

(a) The prorating and distribution of expense on a more scientific basis 
to the various departments representing functions. 

(b) The preparation of monthly operating statements disclosing profits in 
the three divisions representing types of products. 

(c) A Purchasing Department witha control over purchases. 

(d) An Equipment Ledger where all items of equipment are entered on 
individual cards at cost with full description and the depreciation 
recorded on a consistent basis rather than on the old inventory method 
in practice heretofore. The depreciation for the year 1929 will be 
approximately $12,643.80 as compared with $10,351.07 for the year 
1928, $14,978. 98 for 1927 and $19,650.13 for 1926. 


In our opinion the changes outlined above are all desirable and will pro- 
vide essential data and information which should be an aid to the manage- 
ment in adopting policies for the future successful operation of the business.

The following is a copy of the resolution prepared by the board of Pub- 
lications: 

Minneapolis, Minnesota, January 16, 1929. . 
Dear Mr. Sundheim: ’ 

At the meeting of the Board of Publications at Decorah, Iowa, on August 
15, 1928, a committee consisting of D. C. Jordahl, H. J. Glenn, and Olaf Lysnes 
was elected to draw up a resolution to present at the next meeting of the Board 
expressing the feelings of the Board toward you. On behalf of the committee 
and the Board I have the privilege of reading the following resolution which 
will also be made a part of our records: 

“Mr. A. M. Sundheim has been with Augsburg Publishing House since 1890. 
Since 1917,—during the life of our present Church Body,—he has been Man- 
ager. All of us had associated Mr. Sundheim with the Publishing House until 
the two seemed inseparable. Consequently it was with genuine regret that 
the Board accepted Mr. Sundheim’s resignation. The minutes of the Board 
on this as on other subjects are brief. But the members talked this matter 
over very carefully, expressed their appreciation of Mr. Sundheim’s character, 
ability, and work, and accepted the resignation only when Mr. Sundheim made 
it plain that because of impaired health he had come to the conclusion that 
it was best both for him and for the Publishing House that he resign, and 
that he would not withdraw his resignation. And even before accepting his 
resignation the members of the Board had expressed the desire to retain Mr. 
Sundheim and his services at Augsburg Publishing House. Following the 
acceptance of Mr. Sundheim’s resignation he was unanimously elected Literary 
Councilor for Augsburg Publishing House. 

Now, turning from narrative style to direct address, we, the members of 
the Board of Publications of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, desire 
to say to you, Mr. Sundheim, 

That we deem the Church fortunate in having had the benefit of your ability 
and experience at Augsburg Publishing House all these years; : 
That we shall keep in fresh memory your sterling character as shown 
in your business integrity, your faithfulness in service, your interest in things 
human, your dealings with Board members, and in your family and Church 

life, 

That we thank you now for all that you have been and done for the cause 
of the Christian Church by your work at Augsburg Publishing House. 

We also rejoice that you will continue with the House, and we wish for 
you in your new position that same unselfish spirit, that same enthusiasm 
for the good of Augsburg Publishing House, and that same joy in your work 
that you have had in the past. It is our sincere hope that your health may 
be so good that you can continue with the House for many years to come. 

Lastly, we are not forgetful of the fact that we are elected representatives 
of one branch of the Christian Church on earth, and as such we wish you 
most of all grace and peace from the Head of the Church, Our Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ.”

The Need of Ministerial Pensions. Objections Answered 

When the minister must retire from active service in the Church either on 
account of permanent illness or on account of old age, the Church owes him 
maintenance for the rest of his life. If he dies and leaves a widow, and possibly 
also minor children, the Church owes them their maintenance on account of the 
minister’s service. This has-been taken for granted throughout. Christendom 
from time immemorial. The Christian Church has always had some form of 
minister’s pension, both in the old countries and in this country. The Presby- 
terian Church in America paid a pension to its old ministers before the Federal 
Government paid its first pension to the soldiers of the Revolutionary War. 
But is it especially during the last twenty-five years that this movement has 
made headway in the churches in the United States, and particularly after the 
laymen have taken hold of it. 

In our Church, however, there are still those who do not believe in the 
necessity and propriety of the minister’s pension. 

Why can not the minister himself, some say, lay aside from his income the 
necessary means to provide for his old age or for his widow? 

The average annual income of a minister in our Church from all sources is 
less than two thousand dollars. Out of this modest income he must pay his 
automobile expenses, ranging from three to six hundred dollars a year, the debts 
from his school days, and the support of his family. The men on the smaller 
salaries, and they are in the majority, can therefore hardly save anything for 
old age or for their dependents; the specter.of poverty and of becoming depen- 
dent on charity stares them in the face. If a minister can retire with enough 
saved up to buy and pay for a little house when he must move out of the par- 
sonage, he has done well. Many can not do even that. When he retires he must 
have help in order to live, and if he dies and leaves a widow, she must have 
help. Since they have been in the service of the Church their whole life, there 
is none nearer to help them than th Church. This help is what we call the 
pension. 

Said one of the laymen who spoke at the meetng of The One Hundred dur: 
ing the last General Convention: “The average salary of ministers in our Church 
is approximately two thousand dollars a year, everything included. However, 
the average salary of the largest group of ministers is from 1200 to 1500 dollars 
a year. This situation is paradoxical, for the demands upon the minister today 
are in keeping with those made on people with five thousand dollars yearly income. 
The minister is expected to be well dressed and to meet the best of his congre- 
gation and others socially. He must keep abreast of the times; he must keep 
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up-to-date magazines and books. He must travel and entertain. He must meet 
the demands for service and keep and automobile for his work. In business, 
he would, under like circumstances, be provided, in addition to a living salary, 
also with an expense account. Our present system is obsolete. Well-organized 
business today makes provision for the ilness and old age of its employees. The 
effect of the present system is that the pastor’s work is. hampered by worry. 
It would indeed be a strong man who would not occasionaly stop to consider 
what might happen to himself and his family. Again, the present system tends 
ot make the minister mercenary; it tempts him to make an effort to secure a 
more remunerative call. This does not aid him in his work.” 

But there are rich or well-to-do ministers in our Church, some object; how ' 
have they accumulated their property? Answer: There are very few ministers 
who have any property to speak of. Whatever of property they possess they 
have either inherited or received with the wife; or they came into possession of 
a piece of good land when it was cheap. Most ‘ministers are poor. 

Others maintain that the ministers’ children should provide for their old 
parents. It is with most ministers’ children as with most other people’s children. 
As a rule, they have plenty to do in supporting their own families and are not 
able to support their parents. What little the children may do for their parents 
will be well needed aside from the pension which always will be small. Let us 
remember that all parents, the minister and his wife included, shrink from the 
thought of having to live on their children and becoming a burden to them. 
Would it be right to punish the minister and his wife in their old age by making 
them dependent on their children for their livelihood? Would it not be more 
Christian and more just that the congregations they are serving, give a small 
sum of money each year to their future pension, so that they may eat their 
own bread during the years of their retirement? 

There is still another objection to the minister’s pension, namely, that the 
minister should put his trust in God and not in the pension. If this objection 
is made seriously, we may answer thus: Trust in God and forethought are not 
opposites. If we could not at the same time make provision for the future and 
trust in God, we should not be Christians. At least in our climate and under 
our social conditions it becomes our Christian duty to make provision for the 
future. This is conceded in all secular occupations. In the minister’s case the 
pension takes the place of other provision for the future. The pension becomes 
the means by which God through His Church fulfills His promise to provide 
for the minister. Instead, therefore, of being opposites, the minister’s trust in 
God and the pension are complements. 


The Minister’s Pension is Not Charity But Deferred Salary Payments 
The minister’s pension should not be looked upon as a matter of charity. 
Charity is something else: it is benevolent gifts for which no value has been re- 
ceived. But in the minister’s case, the Church has received full value; it has 
received his life service, and the pension is therefore deferred salary payments 
laid aside for him in the Pension Fund, until the day comes when his work and 
his usual salary cease and he has nothing else to live on than the pension. 


The Bible and The Minister’s Pension 


While the word “pension” is not used in the Bible, the thing that the word 
“pension” stands for is clearly taught and commanded in the Word of God. 

In the Old Testament, the tithe to the priest took the place of the pension. 
For he kept his tithe as long as he lived. 

In the New Testament, both Christ and His apostles argue from this law in 
the Old Testament to the support of the minister of the Gospel in the New Testa- 
ment. Both Christ and His apostiles teach that the minister of the Gospel shall 
live of the Gospel; that the congregations shall communicate unto them all good 
things und that while we shall do good unto all men, we shall especially do 
good unto the minister. 

To quote some of these passages from the New Testament: 

At Matthew 10:10, Christ says about the minister: “The workman is worthy 
of his meat,” and at Luke 10:7: “The laborer is worthy of his hire.” In his 
First Epistle to the Corinthians, chapter 8, verse 13-14, Paul says: “Do ye not 
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know that they which-minister about holy things live of the holy things of the 
temple, and they which wait at the altar are partakers with the altar? Even 
so hath the Lord ordained that they which preach the Gospel shall live of the 
Gospel.” And in the eleventh verse of the same chapter he says: “If we have 
sown unto you spiritual things, is it a greater thing if we shall reap your carnal 
things?” In the letter to the Galatians, the sixth chapter and the sixth verse, 
he says: “Let him that is taught in the Word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things.” Aguin, in Galatians 6:10: “As we have oppor- 
tunity, let us do good unto all men, especially unto them who are of the house- 
hold of faith.” 


The Church Will Profit From the Pension 


The pension is not only necessary for the minister’s sake, but it is still more 
necessary fur the sake of the Church and its work. The Church would hurt its 
reputation and thereby its work if it neglected its old servants. It would not 
speak well for the Church to-have a host of pauperized old ministers abroad in 
the land and do nothing to help them in their need. What would we say of an 
employer who had a man in his service from youth to old age, and in his old 
age when he could not work any more and earn his bread, sent him away with- 
out providing for his livelihood? If a secular employer can not afford to do that, 
neither can the Church. 

When the minister grows old and can no longer efficiently serve his congrega- 
tion, he should resign. There are many ministers who feel that they ought to 
resign because their strength is giving out; but the fact that they will have 
nothing to live on restrains them. .There are many congregations who wish their 
old minister would resign and give them a chance to call a younger pastor. 
The pension is the only aneans by which the congregations can secure the re- 
tirement of their aged and weakened pastors and thus make room for more 
eflicient service. 

Our church needs a steady supply of gifted young men for the ministry. 
Might it not tempt them to turn away from us if they saw us neglecting our 
sick and old pastors and their widows? 


What Our Church Has Done 


The Church bodies which were united in 1917 had already started pension 
funds before the merger, and one of them, the former United Church, had for 
three years puid an annuity of 500 dollars to the retired ministers. These funds 
were also consolidated at the time of the merger, and the Pension Fund of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has during these eleven years since the 
merger paid between six and seven hundred thousand dollars in annuities to 
several hundred sick or retired ministers and ministers’ widows. 

In spite of the small amount of 80 dollars per quarter, or 320 dollars per 
year, which each one has been receiving, it has nevertheless been a great help 
to them, as, with very few exceptions, they have had little or nothing else to 
live on. 


The Pension Fund Should Be Reorganized 


There are already 260 pensioners, and according to the actuary’s studies 
and projections of the present membership of the Fund, this number will con- 
tinue to increase during the next 18 years at an average net annual rate of 
17, until by 1947 there will be approximately 600 pensioners, and this without 
adding new members to the Fund. 

The net annual income in the Fund from interest on endowments, annual 
dues from its members, and its share of the profits of the Augsburg Publishing 
House, amounts to approximately fifty thousand dollars. 

The Fund could therefore not have paid even the 320 dollars a year from 
its own resources. Benevolent gifts from the congregations have made this 
possible. 

In 1926 the Pension Board called the attention of the Church to this situa- 
tion and recommended that the Fund be reorganized on the so-called Reserve 
Plan. 

According to instructions by the 1926 Convention, the Board submitted a 
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reserve plan to the 1928 Convention, which, however, referred the plan to 
the congregations, 

This is now being done, and mostly by laymen who, like laymen in the 
other Church bodies, are realizing the great importance for the Church of a 


certain and adequate minister’s pensiun. 


The Substance of the New Plan 


The substance of this so-called Reserve Plan is this, that the funds for 
future pensioning are provided through the payment each year of a certain per- 
centage of the minister’s salary to the Pension Fund, the minister himself pay- 
ing 22% and the congregation 8%. Or differently expressed: for each dollar 
the minister receives in salary he pays 2% cents to the Pension Fund, and for 
each dollar the congregation pays the minister in salary it pays 8 cents into 
the Pension Fund. 


How the Minister’s Money Is Used 


The minister’s 212% is credited to his individual account each ‘year; it is 
augmented by interest from year to year; it remains his property under all 
circumstances, even if he chooses to leave the Church, and not a cent of it is 
used even for administration expenses. 


How the Congregations Contributions Are Used 


From the sum total each year of the congregations’ contributions there is first 
set aside amounts necessary to provide for sick annuities, widows’ annuities, 
children’s annuities, immediate death benefits, and administration expenses. 
What then is left is equaly divided among the members of the Fund, and each 
member’s individual account is credited with this equal amount from the con- 
gregations’ contributions in addition to his own 242%, regardless of the amount 
of salary he receives and of which his congregation pays its 8%. 

From this it will be seen that all the members of the Fund will.eventually 
receive the same amount of pension from the congregations’ contributions 
whether they have been receiving a smaller or larger salary during their active 
service. 

It should, however, be remarked that this provision for an eqaul allocation or 
distribution of the congregations’ contributions among all the members is not 
in the original draft of the plan, but was later found to be the general sentiment 
in the Church, and is therefore recommended. 


The Advantage of This Reserve Plan Over the Old Plan 


The advantage of this Reserve Plan over the old plan are many, of which 
the following may be mentioned. 

The old plan contemplates the collection of a permanent fund, of which the 
interest only,can be used for pension purposes and that would require a very 
large fund. The propused Reserve Plan does not require any permanent fund. 
It is a “pay as you go” plan, in that it provides for current annual payments 
by the minister himself and by his congregation, to the minister’s future pension. 
And since both principal and interest can be used, it will not require more than 
between one-half and one-third the amount that would be needed under the 
old plan. There will be nu need for other funds or collections for, pensions to 
the men who become members of this plan from the beginning of, their service. 
It saves the pensioners from the inevitable result under the old plan of receiving 
less and less in pension awards as their number increases. It saves the next 
generation from the burden of inheriting from us the heavy pension load of 
hundreds of old Church servants fur whose pension no sufficient provision has 
been made. It saves our Church from the unpleasant experience of incurring 
large pension obligations without making sufficient provision for their pay- 
ments. 


Accrued Liabilities for Prior Service 


The current payments to the new plan do not, however, provide annuity 
credits for service rendered prior to the inauguaration of the new plan. Pen- 
son credits for service in the Church prior to the new plan constitute what is 
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caled the accrued liability problem, and the money for this purpose must be 
raised separately. This will, however, be only once for all, and for those men 
only who could not become members of the new plan from the beginning of 
their service. After they have been provided for, the new plan will become self- 
supporting and will not necessitate separate collections for pension purposes. 


What Other Churches Are Doing 


The Congregationalists and the Northern Baptist have in operation reserve 
pension plaus tinanced by payments equivalent to 6% of the salary basis of the 
minister. These payments make very satisfactory provision for age annuities 
to men rendering tull service under the plans, but the funds are not sutticient 
to make adequate provision for the ministers in the event of early disability or 
for widows iu the event of death—early in the accumulaton periods. 

In the Congregational Churches they have raised a large endowment fund, 
called the Pilgrim Memorial Kund, the income of which is designed to pay a 
considerable part of the 6% dues. The local church is expected to share the 
pustor’s dues with him in paying the remainder of the 6% dues. 

Out of funds raised for the purpose, the Northern Baptists are providing 
70% vt the current dues atter the first year, leaving but 30% to be paid by the 
minister and the local church. 

The Episcopalians have in successful operation a plan financed by payments 
wholly on the part of the local church, of amounts equivalent to 742% of the 
rector’s salary, no contribution being asked from him. This plan makes larger 
provision for the minister and his family than the 6% plans above referred to. 

The Northern Presbyterians have in operation a plan based upon 10% pay- 
ments—shared 742% by the local church and 24%% by the minister. These 
larger payments will euable the Pension Board of the Presbyterian Church to 
provide more satisfactury schedules of benefits than can be provided through 
the 6% and the 74%% piaus. 

The Northern Methodists and the Disciples of Christ have in prepartion 
plans that will probably require payments of 1012%, shared 8% by the local 
chureh and 242% by the minister. They will be able to provide even more satis- 
factory schedules of benetits. 

The Episcopal Chureh has raised a fund of more than $8,000,000, and the 
Northern Presbyterian Church more than $15,000,000 for accrued liabilities. 


Amended Rules of the Pension Fund of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America 


Submitted to the General Convention in 1928 and by it referred to the local 
congregations 

1. Pension Fund. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America (hereafter 
referred to as the Norwegian Lutheran Church), shall maintain and conduct 
a Pension Fund for the benefit of its ministers as hereafter outlined, and re- 
ferred to as the Fund. 

2. Administration. All Funds shall be administered by the Board of Trustees 
of the Nerwegian Lutheran Church and invested in accordance with the laws 
of the State of Minnesota governing the investment of trust funds. 

All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by a Board 
of Pensions (hereafter referred to as the Board), consisting of seven members, 
of which the treasurer of the Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other 
six members shall be elected for a term of six years, excepting that at the 
synodical convention in 1928, one member shall be elected for a term of one (1) 
year and two for five (5) years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; 
that at the synodical convention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; 
in 1932 one shall be elected for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and 
thereafter, two members shall be elected for six (6) years at every biennial 
convention. 

In the case of vacancy, the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until the 
Chureh fills the vacuncy by election. 

3. Membership. The members herein designated ministers shall include per- 
sons who are members of the Norwegiun Lutheran Church and who are: 

(a) Ministers in active service as regular pastors of congregations.

(b, Ministers serving at institutions that are owned or supported by the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church or who are in the service of the Norwegian Luth- 
eran Church in some other capacity. 

(c) Professors and teachers in schools owned or supported by the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church who have served consecutively for three years in its schools 
and are members of a congregation belonging to the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

(d) Foreign missionaries, men and women, who are ‘serving as pastors, 
teachers and physicians. 

(e) Permanently appointed managers of institutions owned and operated by 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

(f) Editors of the Norwegian Lutheran Church papers who devote all their 
time to this work. ; 

(g) The officers designated as treasurer and auditor in the articles of Cor- 
poration of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

(h) The secretaries of the general executive boards. 

(i) Regularly elected or appointed evangelists and teachers giving full time 
service to the Church. 

4. Definition of Salary. The word “salary” as herein used means fixed sal- 
ary and an addition in the case of ministers who have free house equivalent 
to 15 per cent of the fixed salary. 

5. Contributions by the Minister. The minister shall contribute an amount 
equivalent to 2% per cent of his current salary. 

6. Application of the Minister’s Contributions. All contributions by each 
minister shall be credited to his individual account and increased by interest 
additions. The accumulations shall be applied towards providing an age annuity 
upon retirement; or in the event of prior death towards providing a widow’s 
annuity or other specified benefits; or to be paid upon demand ag hereinafter 
provided. In no case shall the minister and his beneficiary receive less in bene- 
fits than the amount of the accumulations of the minister’s contributions and 
interset. 

(Instead of the last sentence the following is proposed: In case the minister 
and his widow, if any, and his children under age sixteen, if any, shall die, 
and his surviving children under sixteen, if any, shall attain age sixteen, before 
an amount equivalent to the accumulations from the contributions by the 
minister shall have been paid to any or all of them in annuities and benefits, 
any balance remaining shall be paid to such beneficiary as designed by the 
minister, or if no such designation be made, to his eState.) . 

7. Contributions by the Church. The contributions by the congregations, or 
other salary-paying organizations (hereafter referred to as the Church), shall 
be amounts equivalent to 8 per cent of the minister’s salary. 

8. Application of Church’s Contributions. The Church’s entributions received 
during a year shall be allocated to those entitled to participate as of the be- 
ginning of the'next year as follows: 

a Age Annuities. (1) The balance available after providing for the other 
items hereinafter specified shall be allocated to the ministers who have qualified 
to receive a share. 

(As the general sentiment in the Church is in favor of an equal allocation 
it is proposed that the word “equally” be inserted after “allocated,” and 8, a 
(1) to read: The balance available after providing for the other items here- 
inafter specified shall be allocated equally to the ministers who have qualified 
to receive a share.) 

(2) This allocation provides proprotionately larger annuities to the men on 
the smaller salaries and shall be in accordance with the folowing rule: To each 
minister shall be allocated each year 30 (thirty) dollars plus 25 per cent 
(25%) of the sum actually paid into the Fund during the year as the Church’s 
contribution on account of the minister’s salary. 

(This provision will be stricken if 8 a (1) is amended as proposed and the 
following sections be numbered 2 and 3.) 

(3) Upon retirement from the active service of the ministry on or after 
attaining the minimum retirement age of sixty-five years, all accumulations to 
the credit of the minister, including his own contributions and the allocations, 
shall be applied as the actuarial equivalent to provide an annuity on the life 
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of the member. If the minister shall have a wife living at the time of entering 
upon retirement annuity, then upon the death of either, two-thirds (4%) of the 
annuity shall continue to the survivor. If the minister has no wife living, his 
annuity shall be two-thirds (%) of what it would have been if he had had a 
wife living. 

(4) If the minister shall reenter active service, the annuity payments shall 
be discontniued and contributions shall be resumed. Three or more consecutive 
months of salary relationship shall be deemed active service. 

b. Disability Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient 
amount to waive the payment of the contributions by the minister und the 
Church and to provide annuities payable during disability to such active mini- 
sters as are under the minimum retirement age (65) and as may become totally 
and permanently disabled within the year. 

2. Should disability annuitants attain the minimum retirement age (65), 
the total accumulations from all sources, including the waived contributions to 
the credit of the minister, Shall be applied to provide an age annuity, but in 
no case shall the annuity payable thereafter be less than the disability annuity 
being paid. 

(3) The amount of the disability annuity shall be twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the average salary of the minister during the past years of service 
up to three, but not less than the minimum pension being paid that year. 

(4) The Board shall have the right to increase the disability annuities as 
the experience and the resources may justify. 

( (8) and (4) are proposed to be amended as follows: The amount of 
the disability annuity shall be fixed at $300 at the outset of the operation of 
the Fund, subject to future increases as the experience and the resources may 
justify.) 

(5) Disability must be certified to by a competent physician as well as by 
the minister and is subject to the approval of the Board, with the right to call 
for proof of continued disability from time to time, but at intervals of not 
less than one year. ; 

(6) If a disabled minister becomes sufficiently able to resume ministerial 
work, his disability annuity may be reduced or terminated by the Board at 
its discretion. After the disability annuity has been terminated and he has 
entered into a salary relationship, he shall resume his contributions to the 
Fund. 

ce. Death Benefits. To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient amount to 
provide for the payment of $1,000 to the widow (or minor children if there be 
no widow), upon the death of the minister during the currrent year, while in 
active service. 

(Proposal amended to read: To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient 
amount to provide for the payment of $500 to the widow (or children under 
age sixteen if there be no widow), upon the death of the minister during the 
current year, while in active service.) 

d. Widow’s Annuity. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient amount 
to build up, if needed, to a minimum of $300 the annuity to the widow, if any, 
in the event of the minister’s death before drawing an age annuity. 

' (It is proposed to amend this by adding the word “basic” before “annuity” 
and the following explanation: The basic annuity shall be the actuarial equiva- 
lent of the accumulations of the minister’s own contributions and the alloca- 
tions.) 

(2) If the widow shall remarry, her annuity shall terminate when the sum 
of annuity payment to her deceased husband and herself shall equal the ac- 
cumulation from the minister’s contributions and interest when the first annuity 
was entered upon. 

(3) No widow’s annuity shall be granted in any case where at the time 
of marriage the minister was more than 64 years of age, or was receiving a 
disability annuity. 

(This is recommended to be amended as follows: 

8-d-(8) If at the time of marriage, the minister was more than 64 years 
of age, the amount of the widow’s annuity shall be the actuarial equivalent of 
the accumulations of the minister’s own contributions; or, if at the time of 
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marriage, the minister is receiving a disability annuity, the amount of the 
widow’s annuity shall be two-thirds (%%) of the amount of the minister’s 
annuity, but the widow’s annuity shall cease if and when the sum of the 
annuity payments tu her deceased husband and herself shall have equalled 
the accumulations from the minister’s contributions.) 

e. Minor Children’s Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a suffi- 
cient amount to provide annuities of $100 each to the minor children, under 
the age of 16 of each minister, dying within the year, whethér such member 
were in active relationship or receiving an age or disability annuity. 

(2) Tht total amount of the widow’s annuity and the minor children’s 
annuities shall not exceed the amount that the minister was receiving or would 
have been entitled to upon retirement. ; 

f. Administrative Expenses. To pay administrative expenses not otherwise 
provided for by other sources of income. 

g. Maintain Reserves. To bring up to, if necessary, and maintain the reserve 
accumulations at such amounts us may be required according to the tables 
of mortality and disability and rates of interest adopted from time to time 
by the Board as standards, together with such additional amounts as may be 
deemed wise to hold, as surplus for contingencies. 

9. Right of Minister to Participate in Allocations and Benefits. a. The right 
of the minister to participate in the full yearly allocations and the full death 
and disability benefits, shall be contingent upon both the minister and his 
church having made their contributions in full during the year closing. 

b. If the minister and his church shall fail to make their contributions in 
full during the year, the allocation under the section 8-a, b, ¢. d, shall be made 
pro-rata, and the benefits payable on account of such allocations upon death or 
disability during the ensuing year shall be reduced pro-rata. 

e. In any case when the minister and his church shall have failed to make 
contributions in full, the minimum annuity to such minister and beneficiaries 
shall be reduced in the proportion that the amount of the deficiencies in such 
payments and interests bears to the present value of the minimum annuity when 
entered upon. 

10. Withdrawal Benefits. A minister terminating service in the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church, without entering upon a disability or old age annuity shall 
upon release of all other claims be entitled to withdraw the accumulations 
from his own payments with interest additions. 

(Paragraph 10 is proposed amended to read: A minister whose relationship 
to the Norwegian Lutheran Church is terminated, shall automaticaly cease to 
be a member of its Pension Fund with no further claim against the Fund ex- 
cept the right to withdraw the accumulations from his own payments with 
interest additions.) 

11. Time of Payment of Contributions. The contributions by the minister 
and by the Church shall be paid either monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or 
annually in advance. In case of any change in salary during a period for 
which remittance has been made, adjustment shall be made in the succeeding 
remittance. 

12. Annuity Payments. All annuity payments shall be made in monthy in- 
stalments in advance. 

13. Additional Optional Payments and Disposition of Entrance Fees. In 
any case where the full contribution for the year is paid by the minister and 
the church, the minister may pay into the fund such additional amounts as 
he muy elect, which payments shall be accumulated with interest, with the right 
on the part of the minister or beneficiary to withdraw the accumulation in 
whole or in part in cash or to apply the same to the payment of contributions, 
or to provide such additional benefit as the minister or beneficiary may elect. 
Al payments upon principal on account of entrance fees shall be refunded and 
all notes given for entrance fess shall be cancelled and returned to ministers 
as of January 1, 1981, provided any minister may leave amounts so paid to 
accumulate as herein provided. 

14. Interest Credited at Net Rate Earned. Interest shall be credited on 
amounts credited or accumulated at the net rate earned, as determined by the 
Board. 
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15. Financing Annuity Credits on Account of Prior Service. Provisions 
shall be made for the raising of an Accrued Liability Fund to (a) supplement 
present resources available for paying the pensions heretofore granted so that 
they would be not less than the amount now being paid and with a view to 
increasing such pension as far as the funds will permit; and (b) to supple- 
ment payments of annuities to equalize as far as possible for service prior 
to January 1, 1931, as if these rules had been in force during such service. 


We also recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

We endorse the resolution passed by the 1925 Convention of our Church 
and found on page 419 of the Convention report for that year reading: ‘The 
Chureh learns with interest that some of its prominent laymen have taken 
initial steps to consider ways and means for the increase of its Pension Fund. 
The Church appreciates this noble sentiment, welcomes and blesses the venture 
and hopes and prays for its success.” 

The Laymen’s Committee of One Hundred is given authority and blessing 
by the Church to organize and conduct a campaign for gifts to the Accrued 
Liability Fund as outlined in section 15. 

(After 15 the Board recommends the insertion of a paragraph called 16, 
and reading 

16. Right to Alter and Amend the Pension Plan. The right shall be reserved 
to the Board to alter and amend the Pension Plan as may be required and 
justified by experience and the resources of the Fund and as may be found to 
be to the general advantage of the Church, such alterations and amendments 
to become effective only after ratification by a General Church Convention.)

ovules Lur Lue Lour year old children, and Mrs. Arlene Anderson, Minneapolis, 
is writing a book on New Testament Bible Stories for children five years old. 
Dr. O. E. Brandt is preparing a book on Our Church for _use in Bible 


Classes. 
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A two years Teacher’s Training Course with four textbooks for each year 
has been planned. First year: Ten Studies in the Catechism, ten Studies on 
the Child, Ten Studies in Sunday School Organization and Management, and 
Ten Studies in Religious Pedagogy. The first book written by Dr. Tanner, has 
already been published, and the second will be published this summer. Second 
year: Ten Studies in Bible History, Ten Studies in Church Doctrine, Ten 
Studies in Church History, and Ten Studies on the Lutheran Church. 

We again respectfully urge our people to use our own books, papers and 
publications in their schools of religious instruction. Augsburg Publishing 
House is in position to provide all supplies and helps needed for our schools. 
Let us patronize our own publishing house when ordering supplies. 

We are glad to note an increased circulation in three of our Sunday School 
papers. The present circulation of our papers is as follows: ‘Children’s Friend” 
45.270, “Barnevenen” 3,980, “Our Young People” 26,900, “Little Folks’ 22,440, 
“Lutheran Teacher’ 5,350. 

During 1928 the Aid Fund assisted more congregations than ever before 
to provide Christian instruction for their children. 49 congregations received 
help to conduct 752 days of school for 1129 children at an expense of $1.62 
per child. In several fields our Board has co-operated with the Home Mission 
Board, each Board paying half of the expenses. 

Our total endowment was increased by $3,000.00 last year, making it a 
total of $27,468:00. .When making legacies to our Church let us remember 
that the future strength and progress of our Church will depend on ae present 
religious instruction of our children. 

The total expenses of our Board for 1928 were as follows: Board ex- 
penses $139.00; Field Work $5,200.08; Aid Fund $1,832.50; Transportation 
Bureau $50.00—total $7,221.58. 

The Board has prepared questionnaries to be filled out by the congregations, 
the circuits, and the districts for the purpose of securing more and better in- 
formation regarding the status of the instruction of the children in Christianity 
throughout the Church. Such information is necessary for intelligent plan- 
ning and cooperation between the congregations, the circuits, the districts, and 
the synod. The executive secretary of the Board partly assisted by the Synod- 
ical Director has had meetings with representatives of the circuits in the 
districts of Northern Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, Southern Min- 
nesota, Iowa, and the Wastern District where the questionnaires have been dis- 
cussed. All meetings decided to send out the questionnaires and this has been 
done. We hope to be able to have such meetings also in the other districts. 


In conclusion we would urge upon our congregations to do all in their 
power to carry out the educational policy adopted by the last convention of 
the Church. This policy is as follows: 

1. The development of the Sunday School to the highest degree of efficiency. 

z. The fullest possible development and utilization of the week-day school, 
wherever this is legally and physically possible, making ample provisions for 
the religious instruction of pupils both in the grades and the high school. 

8. We approve the congregational and denominational types of the Week- 
day school only, since the community type renders it impossible for Lutheran 
congregations to maintain their confessional position and to control the char- 
acter of teachers employed, the subject matter taught, and the principles and 
methods of teaching. 

4. The fullest possible development and utilization of the vacation school, 
Saturday school, and public catechization at church services wherever feasible. 
We favor subsidy by the general Church for small and poor congregations, to 
enable them to maintain vacation school. 

5. Raising the standard and duration of confirmation instruction. 

6. A definite congregational program of religious education, providing for 
proper administration, adequate equipment, trained teaching force, and ade- 
quate financial support. 

7. A definite program of fostering, directing, and financing Elementary 
Chsistian Education by the general Church, with an adequate number of pro- 
perly trained and qualified general and district workers. 
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8. Adequate provision at our Church schools for the training of teachers 
and leaders in the field of Elementary Christian Education. 


9. A unified and progressive program of Christian education from infancy 
to maturity.

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AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 
1. President’s Report 


To the Members of the American Lutheran Conference: 

Grace and peace in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ! This is the fourth 
meeting of our American Lutheran Conference. Upon the recommendation of 
our Mission Committee, which has also had charge of arranging the program 
for this meeting, it was decided to hold our Conference, this year, in the fall. 
We trust that this arrangement, at least for this time, will prove satisfactory. 

Up till the first of June the Rey. Dr. C. C. A. Jensen served as superintendent 
of our general mission work. He will bring his own report with information 
as to how the time was spent. Dr. Jensen has now been called to serve as pastor 
of the newly organized parish in Burr Oak, Iowa, and vicinity. His report 
of previous Christian work done in that community is very interesting. It is 
certainly fitting and proper that within the shadow of our oldest college, Luther 
College, our Lutheran Church should take the lead in Christian work. 


The office of the president entails a rather large amount of correspondence. 
Because of my own parish work and because our congregations are scattered, 
our work is quite burdensome at times. Since our Jast meeting I have dedicated 
the enlarged and remodeled church of our Conference at Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, 
the Rey. P. J. Luvaas, at that time, pastor. I have also dedicated the St. Louis 
Park English Lutheran Church, an inviting structure serving in a promising 
field, the Rev. M. Lyle Halvorson pastor. I have also attended a number of 
meetings and have inspected some of our churches. I am appending hereto the 
list of congregations and pastors in our Conference at the present time. 


There are five applications for membership in our Conference. The proper 
documents and material will be turned over to the Committee on Credentials. 

There are two withdrawals: the Marshall, Minn., parish, the Rev. C. N. Sand- 
ager, pastor; and one congregation at Chokio, Minn., served by the Rev. A. A. 
Reece. It had been hoped that the congregation at Chokio and another Eng- 
lish congregation could be united to form an all-English parish; but as this did 
not succeed, it is proper that this congregation remain with its own parish. 

It will be necessary for us. at this meeting to elect a member of the General 
Home Mission Board of our Church. The Rev. Louis Moe of Chicago has been 
our member on that Board. 

The program as arranged is also hereto attached. It was our desire that 
the opening service might in some measure serve as an observance of the 
quadri-centennial of Martin Luther’s Catechism. May God bless this meeting to 
the glory of His Name and the upbuilding of His Church in our midst. 


A word must be said about the financial status of our Church at large. Mr. 
S. H. Holstad, the secretary of our Mission Committee, has approached every 
one of those of our pastors who are receiving assistance from our Home Mis- 
sion Board, and has asked if the congregation would accept voluntarily a 
reduction of approximately 20% in the amount heretofore received. It was not 
the intention, of course, that the pastor should have to bear this reduction. 
For the information of the Conference it is but fair to state some of the other 
Gistricts of our Church have assumed even larger reductions. This unfortunate 
condition obtains because of the reduced budget appropriation and also because 
of the decision of the Church that only 85% of the budget may be used until the 
entire budget has been collected. As such a large proportion of our congrega- 
tions receive Home Mission aid, it appears that we are receiving proportionately 
more for the prosecution of our work than is the case with any of the other 
districts. It behooves us to be grateful for the brotherly spirit thus shown 
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our work, and it should certainly cause us to use every effort to meet the sug- 
gestions as to what we should contribute to the general work of the Church, 
from our various congregations. I realize, of course, that possibly the per 
eapita contribution for church work, if we count the work in the local con- 
gregations, salaries, building fund, amortization, ete., may probably be just as 
large, if not larger, than in several of our districts. Our field is in many ways 
expensive and difficult. Nevertheless, in order to reduce our budget wherever 
possible, our Mission Committee called Rev. Dr. C. C. A. Jensen from the work 
as field superintendent, to the parish at Burr Oak, Iowa. This action im- 
mediately reduced our budget over $600.00 and will eventually reduce it con- 
siderably more. Please, brethren, lay the matter close to the hearts of your 
people. I am confident that the rank and file of our church people will be glad 
to support the necessary and. blessed work of our Church if it were only brought 
to their attention more definitely and forcibly. 

I want to take this occasion of expressing my personal gratitude to Dr. 
Jensen for the kindly and courteous way in which he always co-operated when 
he was our field superintendent. And may I say that we must have a man 
available before long, who can give his time to the superintendency of our 
missions and the development of new work. But this can only be done when 
more funds are available. 

I also want to express my personal gratitude to our Mission Committee, 
‘which has met frequently and has given conscientious care and thought to 
our work. I am confident that the Committee will join me in expressing an 
especial word of appreciation to, our efficient and active secretary, Mr. S. H. 
Holstad. 

I also wish to extend to all of our brave mission pators my admiration for the 
self-sacrificing and brave spirit in which they, as a general rule, are carrying 
on the Master’s work. I feel that we also owe an expression of gratitude to 
the General Mission Board of our Church and its executive, the Rev. Dr. C. 
S. B. Hoel. 

And now, brethren, as I close, may all of us give ourselves individually and 
personally into His hands, who has called us to be His messengers. Let us 
pastors not forget to feed upon the Word ourselves. We need to be filled in 
order that we may have something worthwhile to bring to the precious, blood- 
bought souls entrusted to our care. Let us work while it is yet day, for the 
night cometh when no man can work. 

Let us Jabor as those whose eyes are fixed on the heavenly city, whose 
foundations were not laid by the hands of man. Let us be patient, persevering 
and humble. Above all, let us frequently be found before the Throne of Grace 
in prayer.and supplication. ; 

God bless our American Lutheran Conference, its pastors, its members, and 
all who come within our gates. God bless our Church body at large, all its 
officers, executives, and pastors. God bless and prosper our institutions, our 
Christian colleges and seminary, their presidents and faculties and student 
bodies. God bless our missionaries on the far-flung frontiers at home and 
abroad. God bless our people everywhere. God bless our dear Lutheran Church 
wherever it is found.

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2. Report from the Field Superintendent 


Mr, President, Members and Friends of the American Lutheran Conference: 

We beg to submit the following report of our work for the past year. For 
some time: after the meeting of the Conference last year we devoted some time 
to Grinnell, Ia., but especially to Midland Heights Congregation. The survey 
of the Grinnell field was finished shortly before the meeting of the Conference 
and was given over to the Iowa District as it was thought that District could 
better take care of this work, the people being of such a type that they would 
make better contacts and feel more at home in the bi-lingual work. 

During the year we have organized three congregations, Prosper Lutheran 
Church, Prosper, Minn., Burr Oak Lutheran Church, Burr Oak, Ia., and Klamath 
Lutheran Church, Klamath Falls, Ore. At Prosper and Burr Oak we also or- 
ganized women’s societies, at Burr Oak and Klamath Falls, Sunday schools, 
and at Burr Oak a Luther League. 

The congregation at Prosper was organized Sept. 24, 1928, and at Burr Oak 
Sept. 26, 1928. 

Immediately after organizing the work at Prosper and Burr Oak, we went 
to Klamath Falls, Ore., to look over the field and see what might be done. This 
step was taken after Dr. Stub, President of the Conference, had had some cor- 
respondence with Rev. Frank S. Beistel, Field Missionary for Oregon of the 
Pacific Synod of the U. L. C. Some appeals had come for Lutheran work, but 
no one gave any encouraging reports. Nevertheless the Home Mission Committee 
of the Conference thought the field should be investigated. After some time 
spent on the ground and finding that we considered a desirable field we organ- 
ized the Klamath Lutheran Church on January 13, 1929. 

In its constitution this congregation states that it shall belong to the Amer- 
ican Lutheran Conference. 

After the organization we stayed on the field until after Easter this year 
and had charge of the work. Then we went to Minneapolis to attend a meeting 
of the Home Mission Committee and give a full report of our work and pre- 
sented the needs of the congregation. But it developed that the Church was 
short of funds and could in no wise give the aid which was considered adequate 
to sponsor the work in this field. It was therefore thought that the Pacific 
Synod might be able to render assistance to Klamath Falls so the Lutheran 
Church work there could be carried on in an efficient manner. On our return 
to Klamath Fails on May 11, we presented the situation to the Church Council 
and got the understanding that such an arrangement was agreeable. Hence 
the application of this congregtion is not coming before this meeting. 
time to developing the work at Burr Oak and also supervised the repairs on the 

Since returning from the west, the latter part of May, we have devoted our 
ehureh property. : 

Besides taking care of the work referred to, we have during the year assisted 
in conducting a number of Home Mission conferences, parish missions, and 
spoken at a number of meetings. Home Mission conference were held at Silver- 
ton, Ore., Portland, Ore., and Seattle, Wash. 

In our survey and analysis of field we have sought to discover and establish 
five fundamental facts or principles which we consider of first importance in 
efficient Home Mission work. With rare exceptions we believe that new Home 
Mission should only be established on this basis. 

It is self-evident that the Church must make on distinctions. It must not 
circumscribe its work, nor limit it in any way. It must seek and serve all. 

Yet in beginning the work there are certain important factors for efficient 
work to take into consideration. It is well to seek the Lutherans as the nucleus 
for the new congregation, at any rate as the major portion of the membership. 

We therefore seek to find the following facts in connection with the Lu- 
theran people, or those preferring the Lutheran Church. 

1. National origin. This gives us the national heritage of each. This is a 
strong and important factor and must be dealt with on every side. 

2, Former Synodical connection. This gives us the church training, if any. 
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This has much to do with the churchly habits and customs and cannot be ignored. 

3. Degree sf Americanization is a third vital element to be considered. This 
seat vitally on thought and behavior. It has reference to community interests 
at large. 

4, Leadership which included social and economic ‘standing in the com: 
munity as well as active part taken. It is easily seen that Lutheran people 
living on Main St. is different material for Cnuter work than those living in 
the alleys and by-places. 

5. The Age of the Families is a further important eonsideration. Are the 
families old or young? Have they children? 

Now that the Conference has to limit its work ‘on account of lack of funds 
it might be wel! to consider possible means of doing some extension work 
even though no field man is actively at work. For the Conference, at least, con- 
stitutes a group that deals with distinctly American Church problems, it is also 
a group that must interpret the Lutheran Church to the nation at large, it is 
furher a group that must bring the blessings of a greater and wider contact 
to our Synod, and it again is a group that in its home mission work knows no 
nationalistic lines.

3. Convention Journal 


The fourth meeting of the American Lutheran Conference was held October 
22, 23, and 24 in Central Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minn., the largest and 
the most beautiful church in the Northwest, which is served by the president 
of the Conference, the Rev. Dr. J. A. O. Stub. 

The festivai service opened Tuesday evening with an organ prelude by Miss 
Marion Hutchinson. 

The processional followed with a combined chorus of 300 voices singing, 
together with the large assembly, the hymn, “Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Al- 
mighty.” 

Dr. Stub opened the conference in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. 

The invocation was offered at the Altar by the Rev. Dr. George Taylor Rygh, 
first vice president of the Conference, and pastor of Faith English Lutheran 
Church, Minneapolis. 

The Gloria Patri and the Hymn, “Faith of Our Fathers,” was sung by the 
great assembly. 

Words of welcome were delivered by Dr. Stub. 

Two anthems, ‘Listen to the Lambs,” by Ditt, and “Glorious is Thy Name,” 
by Mozart, were rendered by the St. Louis Park English Lutheran choir, the 
Rev. M. Lyle Halvorson, pastor, with Mrs. Byron M. Smith, director. 

An address on the subject, “The History and Influence of Martin Luther’s 
Catechism” was delivered by the Rev. Dr. O. J. Johnson, president of Gustavus 
Adolphus College, St. Peter, Minn. 

Two anthems entitled, “Wondrous Things the Lord Hath Done,” and “O 
Sacred Head Now Wounded, both by Dr. F. Melius Christiansen, were rendered 
by the combined Minneapolis Conference chorus of three hundred voices under 
the direction of Mr. George Hultgren, with Miss Marion Hutchinson at the 
pipe organ and Mrrs. Byron M. Smith at the piano. The congregations rep- 
resented in this chorus were Nazareth, Lake Nokomis, Faith, Our Savior’s, Lake 
Harriet, St. Louis Park and Central Lutheran. 

The Rev. Dr. L. W. Boe, president of St. Olaf College, Northfield, delivered 
an address on the subject, “The Lutheran World Movement,” after which the 
Reformation hymn, “A Mighty Fortress Is Our God,” by Luther, was sung by 
the assembly. 

During the offertory a tenor’ solo, entitled, “Glory to God,” was sung by Mr. 
Silas Boyd, of Grace Lutheran Church, Eau Claire, Wis., the Rev. E. 8. Hjort- 
land, pastor. ° 
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“The Hallelujah Chorus,” by Handel, was sung by the Minneapolis Con- 
fenrece Chorus. 

In the absence of the Reverend Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, president of the Church 
at Large, the Rev. Dr. J. A. O. Stub pronounced the benediction. 

The Wednesday morning session commenced with the singing of the hymn 
entitled “Faith of Our Fathers.” 

The Rev. Dr. H. A. Preus, pastor of Our Savior’s Lutheran Church, Minne- 
apolis, delivered the convention sermon on the subject “The Christian Church,” 
using as his text, Romans 12:5: “So we, being many, are one body. in Christ, 
and everyone members one of another.” 

The congregation then sang the hymn entitled “The Church’s One Foundation.” 

Dr. J. A. O. Stub called the meeting to order. In the absence of the secre- 
tary, Rev. J. W. Johnshoy, the chairman called for the election of a secretary 
pro. tem. Rev. R. M. Vordale, Crookston, Minn., was nominated and thereupon 
elected as secretary pro. tem. 

Dr. Stub called for the reading of the roll. Twenty-one pastors and ten dele- 
gates responded to the Secretary’s reading of the roll.

This matter was referred to the 
Committee on Credentials. The Rev. Dr. C. C. A. Jensen read his report on the 
Home Mission work, which he has been supervising as field superintendent dur- 
ing the past year. Dr. Stub called for a discussion on this report. 

A committee of two were nominated to serve as the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. Rev. 8. D. Disrud, Huron, S. D., Rev. O. L. N. Wigdahl, Mason City, Ia., 
were thereupon elected by the Conference. 

In the absence of Rev. J. W. Johnshoy, the Rev. H. T. Gordon gave a report 
of the Committee on Home Missions. 

The Rev. H. T. Gordon and the Rev. Dr. C. C. A. Jensen were nominated to 
serve on the Home Mission Board. After the vote of the assembly the Rev. CG. C. 
A. Jensen was elected to serve on the Home Mission Board of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church for the American Lutheran Conference. The secretary was 
instructed to notify Dr. C. S. B. Hoel of this election. 

Rey. R. M. Vordale, Crookston, Minn., was elected to report the meeting 
of the American Lutheran Conference to the Lutheran Church Herald and the 
Lutheraneren. ‘ 
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During the Wednesday afternoon session the Convention voted that the 
matter pertaining to the Lutheran Church at Klamath Falls, Oregon, be turned 
over to the Coimittee on Credentials. _ 

Addresses on the Conference theme, “Putting the Congregation to Work,” 
were delivered by several pastors and lay delegates. 

Mr..N. N. Ronning, editor of “The Friend,” and member of the Board of 
Deacons of Lake Harriet English Lutheran Church, spoke on, “Invigorating 
Our Membership.” - 

The Rev. Dr. GC. C. A. Jensen, former field superintendent of the Conference. 
now at Burr Oak, Ia., addressed the convention on “Congregational Organi- 
zations.” 

The subject, ‘Financing the Congregation and Its Work,’ was presented by 
the Rey. P. J. Luvaas of Central Lutheran Church, Eugene, Oregon. 

These topics were discussed by the pastors and lay representatives of the 
Conference. : 

At the close of the Wednesday afternoon session, Dr. Stub appointed the Rey. 
H. J. Stolee to be in charge of the equalization of pastors’ transportation. 

Dr. Stub invited the Rev. J. E. Thorson of Chicago to take the chair, as he 
was obliged to leave on account of having to conduct a funeral service. 

The Wednesduy afternoon session closed with the assembly singing the hymn 
entitled “Blest be the Tie that Binds,’ and with the praying of the Lord’s 
Prayer. 

The Thursday morning session opened with the singing of the hymn, “Jesus 
Shall Reign Where’er the Sun.” Rev. A. B. Swan read the first 11 verses of 
Paul’s Epistle to the Philippians, and offered prayer. 

Dr. Stub called for the report from the Credentials Committee, consisting of 
Rey. M. Lyle Halvorson, Rev. R. O. Aga, and C. H. Tiedeman. This report 
was submitted by the Rev. R. O. Aga. 

The Committee recommends that the withdrawal of Zion Lutheran Church, 
Chokio, Minn., Rev, A. A. Reece, pastor, be accepted.

Rey. H. Truman Gordon, pastor of Lake Nokomis English Lutheran Church, 
Minneapolis, delivered an address on “Church Publicity.” 

The assistant pastor of Central Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, the Rev. 
Arnold Flaten, spoke on the theme, “Making Our Services and Meetings In- 
viting and Attractive.” 

Rev. Jesse Thorson, second vice president of the Conference and pastor of 
Our Savior’s English Lutheran Church, Chicago, Ill., addressed the assembly 
on the theme, ‘Making Place for the New Constituency.” 

The committee on Resolutions, consisting of the Rev. 8S. D. Disrud, Huron, 
S. Dak., and the Rev. O. L. N. Wigdahl, Mason City, Ia., submitted the resolu- 
tions for the Convention. 

The minutes of the convention were read by the secretary and accepted by 
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the Conference. The Resolutions were also accepted by a rising vote of the 
Conference, 


4, Resolutions 


Resolved, That the Conference express its sincere thanks to Almighty God 
for His divine blessings upon the Conference and upon the Church at large, and 
pray for His continual guidance and direction that we may be obedient to His 
will; and to Dr. J. A. O. Stub and Central Lutheran Church for inviting the 
Conference and providing for the fine facilities at our disposal. 

In view of the fact that there is such a shortage of funds in the Conference 
that the work must be seriously curtailed, be it resolved that the Conference 
urge the pastors to diligently instruct their congregations and apply the prin- 
ciples of Christian Stewardship, and make every effort possible to contribute 
to the work of the Church. 70 

Be it further resolved that the secretary of the Home Mission Committee 
send a report of conditions and an urgent appeal to every congregation of the 
Conference. 

In view of the fact that no funds are available for a Field Superintendent, be 
it resolved that under the direction of the Home Mission Committee all the 
pastors of the Conference be urged to do some preliminary work, scouting, in 
such unoccupied fields as come to their attention, and report their findings ; 
and that someone then be designated to make a survey. 

Be it resolved that the Conference express its sincere thanks to all speakers 
and singers who have contributed to the success of the Convention.

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President’s Report 


To be a part of a great church, is indeed a privilege. To have a share in 
her work and be permitted to serve, likewise. Any service which we may 
have been permitted to render our beloved church, has been an investment of 
privileges which has paid large dividends. But, how whatever we may have 
been privileged to do for our dear church, pales into insignificance, compared 


with what the church has done for us! 


The Women’s Missionary Federation, is to the women of the church, what 
the Young Peoples Luther League is to her young people. Through a period 
of twelve years our organization has been gradually completed so as to function 
to a gratifying degree. But we have much to learn. The Federation’s network 
of national, district and circuit conventions, with their constructive programs, 
has brought to the women of the church, information about the great work the 
church is doing at home and abroad. The reports of the national, district and 
circuit units, give evidence that the women of the church are more and more 
trying to follow the systematic plan of work outlined by the Federation. 


We women owe to our church loyal membership in the women’s organizations 
of the church. Some one has said, that these thousands of dollars and hours, 
which together accomplish what to us individually would be impossible. Wom- 
en’s Missionary societies will never have the right place among the evangelistic 
forces of the world, until every woman in the church recognizes that she has 
a share in this great privilege of work, and if unable to give personal service, 
will give her sympathy and prayers. ‘We deplore that there is still a large 
percentage of inactive women in our congregations. May we ere long reach 
the goal “Every woman a worker in our societies.” Through conventions, liter- 
ature, and the columns of our church papers, information about our church, 
her missions, schools and charities is disseminated. Love for our church and 
her every branch of work, the Women’s Missionary Federation aims to install 
into our hearts. The Federation is a combination of forces and efforts in the 
greatest of all causes, the extension of God’s kingdom. 


We must never allow ourselves to think that our great aim is to raise 
money. If that were the case, we might as well sit back and do nothing, even 
stay away, just send in our dues and thus buy ourselves off from active service. 
The devotional part of the program is of the greatest importance. To hear 
about the work of the church, to pray for our church in Christ’s name, to pray 
for the people of the world and for the missionaries who labor among them, is 
above all important, and within the reach of every one of us. 


We hear a great deal about funds it is true, for funds are inevitably the 
fruit of information, interest, love and prayers. The treasurer’s report indi- 
cates whether we are marching forward, standing still and only marking time 
as it were, or retreating. We are therefore glad to note an increase in the 
contributions of the women of the church from year to year, that of 1928 
exceeding that of any previous year. The contributions reached the total of 
$300,127.41. Of this $270,617.84 was given to the budget of the church. 

Through the mission-boxes, Thanksoffering, Self Denial, Cradle Roll and 
Life Memberships and: Memberships in Memoriam departments, we are en- 
couraged to foster the love for personal giving besides the regular contribu- 
tions from the treasuries of our societies. Moy the constraining love of Christ 
be the lever that moves everything. May love be the source of the Mission-box, 
Thankoffering, Self Denial and all departments. The total contributions through 
these departments alone last year was $46,895.00, an increase of over $10,000, 
more than in 1927. 

We are grateful to our heavenly Father for the growth and progress of our 
work. We are grateful for all the helpfulness and kind cooperation of the 
women of the church, and we are glad to note that the women’s societies are 
bedoming more and more acutely interested in the work the church has given 
us, the women to do. What are some of the love tasks confronting us at the 
present time? 
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The Budget 


We are at the threshold of the second half of 1929, and the budget of our 
church deserves our prayerful consideration. Let no new enterprise cause us 
to lose sight of this our obligation. It is comparatively easy to awaken inter- 
est and enthusiasm for new projects, worthy as they are, but let us bear in 
mind as far as possible, this obligation first, which we as members of our 
church have assumed. 


The Deaconess Home and Training School 


Let us face squarely the unfinished task the church asked us to do, the rais- 
ing of funds for this home and school. We welcome the help the church as a 
whole is extending to us so that this our hope may the sooner become a reality. 
“The greatest power for creating public sentiment, is to have a righteous 
cause.” We have here before us such a cause. Let us show that we appreciate 
the help and encouragement now given us. Let us with personal gifts and 
prayers rally around the cause and do all we can so that the goal may be 
reached at an early date. Surely our deaconesses deserve and are entitled 
to a home as well as any of us. We cannot afford to lose the valuable service 
of splendid capable young women of our church because we have no place 
where they may be specifically trained for works of mercy. 


Libraries at our Institutions 
What can be done to build up good libraries at our institutions? The gen- 
eral board has answered this question by recommending that chains of book- 
showers be given by the societies, for the homes within their respective dis- 
tricts. This work is to be under the supervision of our Box-work secretary, 
Mrs. N. Lghre. She has also formulated plans for interesting the children of 
our Sunday schools in the same cause. 


Loan Libraries 
It is gratifying to note that more and more societies are having constructive 
programs at their meetings. In order to meet the growing demand for material 
and program helps, a loan library is being established at the. general office. 
Here material may be had for a small rental. 


Christian Nurture 

It is appropriate indeed that in this 400th anniversary of the beautiful key 
to the Holy Sscripture, Luther’s Catechism, the subject Christian Nurture is 
to be the central theme of all our district conventions. May God bless our 
deliberations on this important theme! We women owe to our church the 
influence of consecrated womanhood and christian motherhood. All churchwork 
begins in the home. The influence of a good home spreads and permeates our 
chureh and state. May this our most important department ever be close to the 
hearts of the women of the church this year and every year. 


Daughters of the Reformation 

Those of us whose privilege it was to attend the organization convention 
of the Daughters of the Reformation, our auxilliary, will not soon forget the 
wonderful spirit and enthusiasm which prevailed there. The young woman- 
hood of the church rising to the privileges and the opportunities of service in 
the church, is a challenge to us who are older that we are glad to heed. Their 
project; the Shismareff Mission station on the bleak shores of the Behring 
Strait, is endorsed by the Home Mission board and deserves our support. 


Girls’ School at Manafiafy 


From our board of Foreign Missions comes the urgent request to the women 
of the church to turn their attention to the Mission fields of Madagascar and 
respond to their plea for help. “We cannot christianize our fields without 
Christian homes. We cannot get Christian homes before we have Christian 
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wives and mothers. And in order to christianize wives and mothers we must 
christianize the girls. So Christian schools for girls are absolutely necessary.” 
Gur work and workers there have waited long; may spontaneous and whole- 
hearted action on our part reflect great love for the cause. 

Lutheran Girls’ Home, Minneapolis, Minn. 

We women cannot but feel a special duty toward the discouraged, disheart- 
ened, distracted and friendless young women who come to the doors of our 
rescue homes and beg for mercy in their despair. The Minneapolis home is in 
great financial need. Why Because: 1. Our church has found it necessary 
to reduce the budget and its allotment to this home has been cut accordingly. 
2. The St. Paul Community Fund has withdrawn its support, as 86 percent 
of the girls mothered at this home are not St. Paul problems, but come from 
all parts of our chureh. Let us; the women of the church, willingly rise to 
this occasion, and meet this emergency call for help, so that the work of mercy 
done at this home may not be crippled. May our gifts reflect a gratitude 
similar to that of one parent who said, “With thanks to God, I am glad to 
give to this home, because my daughters have never needed such a home.” 


In Memoriam 


Since our general convention our church has suffered the loss of the follow- 
ing missionaries: Mrs. Jobn Ylvisaker of Africa, Rev. O. R. Wold of China, 
Sister Anna Huseth of Alaska, and our Foreign Mission Secretary, Rev. Sa- 
terlie. Our hearts go out in sympathy to the relatives of these our faithful 
workers. May God bless their momory to us all. 


Childrens’ Mission Societies 


Closely allied to the scope of Christian Nurture, is the organizing of chil- 
dren’s societies. What a field of usefulness is opened here. ‘To train the 
boys and girls of today in a wise interest in missions is to help evangelize the 
world, They are to take vur places, when our course of stewardship is run. 
One woman in the Hastern District will this year complete her 25th year of 
supervising a mission society of boys and girls. Who can measure the influ- 
ence for good that has been thus radiated! 

How many opportunities of service are not opened to us! Let no satisfaction 
over anything we may have accomplished, blind us to the magnitude of what 
remains to be done, and could be done, if we were only better stewards. May 
the great cause of the Federation, to win souls for Christ, be uppermost in our 
hearts today and at all times. May God bless each endeavour of the women 
of the church.

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Executive Secretary’s Report 


The first decade in our history has been passed. During these ten years 
the organized work among our young people has been firmly established. Con- 
tracts have been made with the individual local societies, some 1600 in num- 
ber, in every section of our church in the United States and Canada, and the 
program of the Young People’s Luther League has been carried across to seas 
to'distant lands. In China, Madagaskar and Zululand auxiliary organizations 
have been formed. And the story of our work has also been brought to the 
attention of Church people both in the Scandinavian Countries and in Ger- 
many, where many individuals and organizations are following our progress 
with interest. 

With the organization completed and an International society functioning 
smoothly and efficiently through its subsidiary branches, ten District leagues, 
ninety Circuit Leagues, a Lutheran Students’ Union, and a Choral Union, cover- 
ing all the varied activities of a well-planned program,—it was natural that 
the directing board should consider carefully what could be done to make the 
League of lasting value to the Church and to its membership. Plans have been 
in the making for several years past with this end in view. It has become 
increasingly evident that some definitely helpful program must be adopted 
which could bring the intentions of the general organization home to the mem- 
bership locally, so that these one hundred thousand young people of our Church 
might more definitely catch the vision of a world to be won for Jesus Christ 
and thus, by the grace of God, more whole-heartedly and devotedly be brought 
to consecrate their lives to His service. 


It is this more intensive program of bringing help to the individual society 
and the individual member which is now engaging the serious attention of 
the International Board. Its members have done more than study the situa- 
tion. They have already launched a program which should, as time goes on, 
be of inestimable benefit and blessing to our leaguers and to our Church. It 
should help to place the proper emphasis on spiritual values and help to bring 
about a better relation between faith and life. Faith demands life, a life in 
self-sacrifice and service for the Master. 


In the first place we have, in order better to realize this ambitious pro- 
gram, tried to stress in all our work, our conventions, and our literature, the 
matter of a conscious evangelistic effort on the part of all our leaguers. We 
are calling upon them to be ambassadors of Jesus Christ and witnesses for 
Him who called them and who made it possible for them to share the ilfe 
in Him. For this reason, too, we stress the importance of the devotional meet- 
ing both for Seniors and Juniors, and try to show them that no League work 
can be said to be truly successful, which neglects so important a function. of 
Christian life. 

Secondly. In order to create a desire for this spiritual program of League 
work, we believe that it is necessary for the Church to provide the very best 
for its young people in the line of Christian literature, with the helps that the 
proper kind of literature can give leaguers in their local program of work. 
So, in cooperation with the Board of Publications of the Church, the Young 
People’s Luther League has this year undertaken the publication of a Chris- 
tian Young People’s Magazine. Once a month this Magazine makes its ap- 
pearance. Through a happy arrangement with the Lutheran Church Herald, 
the official publication of the Church, the Young People’s Luther League takes 
over the first issue of each month and edits and publishes it as an up-to-date 
Young People’s Magazine with all the departments and features which help 
to make such a periodical truly interesting and helpful and readable for the 
younger generation of the Church. This paper carries such departments as 
Feature Articles on up-to-date subjects and topics of general interest along 
social, political, scientific and religious lines; Serial and Short Stories by 
competent authors; Bible Study, Sunday School Helps; Church Music, Church 
Symbolism, Ecclesiastical Art; Topic Studies for Senior and Junior Leagues; 
a splendid Mission Department; a Devotional Page; Hditorials;— all elabor- 
ately and beautifully illustrated. The Magazine has won quick recognition 
both inside and outside of our Church. Some even go so far as to say that 
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it is unquestionably the best Young People’s Magazine published by any denom- 
inational body in this country. This should be encouraging and should help 
to prove that our program is beginning to function. 

In the third place. Through a series of Institutes which we gropose to 
hold in every section of our League, we hope not only to acquaint our leaguers 
with the working program of the Young People’s Luther League; but we hope 
to help the many local societies of our League to solve their own local problems 
and difficulties, develop an aggressive and intelligent leadership among our 
leaguers, intensify the loyalty of the individual to his Church group, vitalize 
and spiritualize the entire program of the local league, and make the indi- 
vidual members more conscious of the duties they owe Christ and His Church. 
These Institutes will be held in connection with the Convention and Bible Con- 
ferences which are now a regularly accepted feature of our work everywhere. 
One or two sessions of each convention or conference will be devoted to these 
Institutes and to Institute work. The Institutes will be in charge of com- 
petent and experienced leaders. Opportunity for discussions and conference 
work will be encouraged. A very splendid Institute Manual has been prepared 
by Dr. Martin Hegland, our president, and is being used now as the study 
manual for these Institutes. A supplementary manual, “Your League at Work” 
has been prepared by Mr. Carsten E. Ronning, and many other helpful man- 
uals and pamphlets have been prepared and published by the National Office 
of the Young People’s Luther League to be used in this work. 

In the fourth place. In order to supervise and direct this Institute Work, 
the International Board has called an additional worker, Rev. F. B. Anderson, 
into the field. His functions will be quite different from those of the Executive 
Secretary, who heretofore has directed all the work of the general organiza- 
tion. He will center his activities on the Circuit Leagues and the local socie- 
ties. He will in an especial sense be the worker called upon to help local 
leagues solve their many problems. Rev. Anderson assumed his new duties 
April first. 


Fifth. The League has greatly expanded its foreign missionary program. 
It now supports wholly or in part seven missionaries in foreign fields. It 
proposes gradually to enlarge upon its missionary program to include also some 
phase of the work superintended by the Home Mission and Charity Depart- 
ments of the Church. It already has through a large Scholarship Fund sub- 
sidized a part of the educational program of the Church, and through a Church 
Extension Fund it is helping missionary congregations to erect suitable houses 
of worship. 

Sixth. Naturally, this greatly expanded program of activity has also cre- 
ated new problems of expense for the organization. The 1929 budget for our 
work, if we shall use this rather unpopular term, is more than twice that ex- 
pended any previous year. And as definite appropriations have been made, we 
shall have to meet this budget and raise at least $20,000.00 for our 1929 Project, 
if we are not to incur a deficit. The Young People’s Luther League has never 
yet faced a deficit in its treasury. It does not propose to do so this year. 
We have the firm confidence in our young people that they want this program 
to succeed, that they want the League to continue to function as an efficient 
agency in their behalf. We believe that they will meet also our financial pro- 
gram with generous gceod-will and carry it over the top in splendid fashion 
as they always have in the past. Pledge cards, offering envelopes and instruc- 
tions as to the procedure to be followed in this and other work has been mailed 
to all pastors, to league officers, and other interested workers. It is a chal- 
lenge to our leaguers everywhere to meet Ge emergency. During 1928 a total 
of about $27,000.00 was raised. 


Seventh. This being the year for our Fifth International Convention, natur- 
ally a great deal of time and effort has been expended in preparing a worth- 
while program, and making such other preparations as will insure the success 
of such a large undertaking. The Convention will be held at Duluth, Minn., 
June 1—6. The president of our Church and the Governor of the State will 
both appear on the program, together with a group of other splendid speakers 
and a staff of widely known artists. The Choral Union, which meets jointly 
with us has arranged for a great Song Festival Sunday, June 2nd, at which 
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time we hope to have 2,000 singers appear in the joint chorus which will sing 
many of our glorious Lutheran Chorals. We hope and pray that this conven- 
tion will take its place with past glorious conventions of the youth of our 
Church, Seattle, Minneapolis, LaCrosse, and Red Wing, and that our Conven- 
tion Theme, “A Changeless Christ for a Changing World” based on Hebr. 18, 8 
will help to challenge a great host of our youth to the better, the more 
adun-dant life. 

May God bless richly the many activities of the young aisle of our Church 
and prepare them all for service in His Kingdom.

In the second 
rubric on first page is given “Line Number.” This is repeated on all succeeding 
pages of the set. It is hoped that the time-saving device for compiler and com- 
poser of printing the “Line Numbers” before each division on the assembling 
sheet, will not cause confusion for the reader, when he discovers that the num- 
bers do not run consecutively. 


The statistics compiled on the basis of parochial reports received, appear here 
in three sections, namely: 


I. BY THE INDIVIDUAL CONGREGATIONS, which are grouped under 
the following plan: 


a) BY DISTRICTS. 
b) BY STATES UNDER EACH DISTRICT. 
ec) BY COUNTIES UNDER EACH STATE. 


d) THE COUNTIES are taken in an order which will, as far as possible, 
constitute a grouping of the congregation by the Circuits into which the District 
is divided. Where this is impossible reference is made to other congregations 
at the head of each Circuit. Note, that at end of each District, Counties in 
other states are given in those cases where pastors within the District serve 
congregations outside of the “Boundary” line of the district. 

In passing from District to District as well as from Circuit to Circuit we 
have aimed to bring the congregations of the “Neighborhood” as close together 
on the list as possible. 


Il. BY COUNTY TOTALS. The Counties are listed in the order in which 
they appear in Section I, so as to retain the Circuit Division and the grouping 
into “Neighborhood.” An alphabetical index of Counties is supplied at end of 
statistics. 

To this Section is added three pages of “ANALYSIS OF THE PAROCHIAL 
REPORTS,” found on the last four pages in the series. Note the following 
facts set forth in the Analysis: 

a) The values and activities reported by the Congregations. 

b) Status of the Language used in the Preaching. 

ec) Size of Congregations. 

d) Neighborhood Population: Rural, Village, Town, Urban. 


Ill. STATISTICAL SUMMARY, by Districts and by States, giving complete 
parochial reports and Analysis. 


N. B. There are a few slight discrepancies between the totals printed in the 
Statistical Summary, and in a few County Totals, when compared with the 
totals which may be obtained by adding the rubrics as printed in Section 1. 
This is due to the fact that belated reports were printed in this section after 
the County Totals and the Statistical Summary had been completed. Incomplete 
Reports on part of pastors accounts for slight discrepancies in the totals of 
Congregations and Souls as they appear in the Analysis as listed in a, b, c, and 
d, under Section II, as given above.

Biographies 


Arthur Gustavus Baalson, son of Austin 
and Caroline Baalson, was born at Brooten, 
Minn., on August 17, 1896. He was baptized 
by Rev. Nils Giere in Big Grove Church. 
He was given Christian instruction at 
home and during several parochial schooi 
terms previous to his confirmation on July 
2, 1911.

His first year of college 
work was completed in 1925 at St. Olaf 
College; then, since it became necessary 
for him to reside at home, he attended 
Augsburg College the next two years. He 
was then called to serve two congregations 
in the Augustana Synod for three months, 
at El Campo and Ganado, Texas, and was 
prevailed upon to stay one year longer, xt 
which time a regularly ordained pastor ac- 
cepted the charge. He then returned to 
complete his college work at Augsburg, at 
the same time taking the one year course 
at the Lutheran Bible Institute. 

In 1926 he was admitted to Luther Theo- 
logical Seminary, from which he was grad- 
uated May 27, 1929. 

Though conscious of his sinfulness and 
unworthiness, he has never been conscious 
of being other than a child of God. In 
1920 several of his friends, including his 
twin brother and a younger brother ex- 
perienced conversion. At this time he came 
to a joyful assurance of salvation in Christ 
Jesus. Pastors and friends have encouraged 
him to enter the ministry; God has given 
him the inward desire so to do and has by 
His grace directed circumstances to that 
end. He has accepted the call to become 
pastor of the Immanuel Lutheran Congre- 
gation at Suttons Bay, Mich., and the Beth- 
any Lutheran Congregation at Northport. 
Mich. He was married May 31, 1929, to 
Miss Alma Hanson. He now presents him- 
self for ordination. 

On this day of his ordination ,he wishes 
first to express his gratitude to God for 
His merey and providence. He deeply ap- 
preciates the Christian home in which he 
was nurtured and especially the many 
sacrifices of his aged father on his behalf. 
He is grateful to the pastors and Christian 
friends of St. Paul’s Church; also to the 
faculties of St. Olaf and Augsburg Colleges 
and of the Lutheran Bible Institute and 
Luther Theological Seminary. Realizing 
the responsibilities of his high calling and 
his own helplessness he asks the prayers 
of this assembly and of the whole Church, 
and confidently believes that He who has 
called him to this Holy ministry will also 
give grace and power to perform it. 


Bernt Johan Hilland er fddt i Bergen, 
Norge, den 28de januar 1888 av foreldre 
bakermester A. M. Hilland og hustru Oline, 
fgdt Dalen. 

Han har frekventert fglgende skoler: Ber- 
gens folkeskoles 7 klasser, Framnes ung- 
domsskole (1 aar), Bergens indremissions- 
skole (1 aar), Augsburg Seminar (college) 
(3 aar), Sankthanshaugens gymnasium 
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(2 aar). Desuten har han deltat i under- 
visningen ved det i 1908 oprettede menig- 
hetsfakultet i Oslo, samt paahgrt fore- 
lesninger over det nye testamente ved 
Oslo universitet. Foruten dette har han 
paa grund av det krevende arbeide som 
ungdomssekreter maattet studere adskillig 
paa egen haand ut fra det grundlag som 
han har faat gjennem sin tidligere sko- 
legang. 

Han kom i meget tidlig alder til et be- 
visst aandelig liv i Gud og fik en sterk 
trang efter at faa vere med i det kristelige 
arbeide. Han regner det for en lykke at 
han blev konfirmert av den paa Vestlandet 
kjendte indremissionsprest, sogneprest K. 
O. Grimnes; men ogsaa hans troende mors 
bgnner var en megtig faktor til hans tid- 
lige aandelige gjennembrudd. 

I 1904 tok han ivrig del i det indremis- 
sionsarbeide som var sat igang blandt 
faldne mzend og kvinder i Bergen. I 1905 
blev han ansat som predikant i Bergens 
indremission. Men det blev for ham en 
ngdvendighet at utvide sine kundskaper, og 
han reiste saaledes til Augsburg Seminar. 
Under sit studieophold her deltok han 
meget i det frivillige kristelige arbeide som 
blev utfgrt av studenter ved Augsburg. 
Serlig blevy han knyttet til ungdomsarbei- 
det, som den gang gik under naynet Chris- 
tian Endeavor. 

Da han i 1908 vendte tilbake til Norge, 
blev han paany knyttet til Bergens indre- 
mission. Saa arbeidet han i Kristiania lille 
indrelission samtidig som han studerte i 
Oslo. I 1910 blev han ansat som soldater- 
sekreter paa Gardermoen. I 4 aar var han 
forretningsmand i Bergen. Men lysten og 
kaldet til kristelig virksomhet gav ham ikke 
ro i forretningslivet. 

Han reiste nu for avholdssaken i Norge 
og fik i denne tid kjendskap til store dele 
av landet og folkelivet over stgrsteparten av 
Norge. I 1919 blev han ansat som sekreter 
for det kristelige ungdomsarbeide i Nord- 
Norge med bopel i Troms¢g. Hans virke- 
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felt var i denne tid hele Haalogaland bispe- 
dgmme, som indbefatter Nordland, Troms 
og Finmarkens fylker. 

Paa grund av de haarde og strabasigse 
reiser i disse dele av landet maatte han si 
op denne stilling og overtok saa klokker- 
stillingen i Gamle Aker, Oslo, hvor han var 
i syvy aar. I disse aarene deltok han for- 
uten i denne store menighets (17,000 medl.) 
omfattende arbeide ogsaa adskillig i det 
frivillige kristelige missions- og ungdoms- 
arbeide i Oslo. Han var saaledes to aar 
formand for Oslo kreds av santalmissionen, 
sekreter i ungdomsarbeidet, medlem av 
Jandsstyret for santalmissionen og formand 
i Oslo klokkerforening. 

Han har ogsaa oversat fra engelsk flere 
bgker av engelske og amerikanske forfat- 
tere og en rekke artikler, bl. a. for det 
kristelige dagblad “Dagen’ i Bergen. 


I 1922 blev han med som sekreter i den 
nye Ruslands-mission som tok initiativet 
til en masseforsendelse av bibler og ny- 
testamenter til Rusland. Som saadan del- 
tok han ogsaa i nogen st¢rre m¢ter i Stock- 
holm i 1923, hvor han talte i flere kirker. 


Siden begyndelsen av april dette aar har 
han arbeidet helt frivillig som evangelist 
inden distriktet av den lutherske kirke her 
i Canada. Og det er i denne tid blit ham 
klart at hans ungdomskald til prestetje- 
nesten nu kanske kunde bli til virkelighet. 
Og paa. kald fra Betlehem, Betania, Snaa- 
sen, Betesda og Zions menigheter i Macoun- 
kaldet fremstiller han sig nu. til ordination. 

Det er derfor med en dyp og inderlig tak 
til Gud at han idag staar ved maalet: at 
faa vere en Herrens tjener i hans hus og 
i hans menighet.
